in three years. The Taylor family appears 
to want to maintain effective control of the 
newspaper. Publisher Bill Taylor has 
brought able relatives and stockholders 
like Ben and Steve Taylor [all three Tay- 
lors are cousins] into top management. 
Having assured continuity on the business 
side, the idea is to have the next genera- 
tion of editorial management in place. 
That could be seen as a way to try to mini- 
mize future management suggestions from

ARMAGEDDON 


It’s white-knuckle time among the long- 
suffering proponents of campaign-finance 
reform, as they wait to see if Bill Clinton’s 
promise to push for anti-corruption legis- 
lation is fulfilled or goes the way of his 
support for a line-item veto. 


“There are versions of campaign-fi- 
nance reform sitting in the House and 
Senate, but the real bill we’re waiting for is 
the Clinton administration’s,” says Pamela 
Wilmot, executive director of Common 
Cause/ Massachusetts. 

Wilmot’s group and good-government 
advocates across the country recently held 
coordinated press conferences to keep the 
heat on both the administration and 
Congress for long-overdue campaign- 
spending limits, restrictions on PAC dona- 
tions, and an end to the notorious soft- 
money loopholes. And though they were 
encouraged by a passage in Clinton’s State 
of the Union speech that appeared to link 
such reforms with his economic plan, re- 
cent comments by members of the House 
leadership about the need to go slow on 
campaign-finance legislation have raised 
alarm in goo-goo circles. 

“One lesson of 1977, when President 
Carter’s reform plans got stalled and fell 
by the wayside, was that if Clinton doesn’t 
move soon, the special interests will orga- 
nize and prospects for passage will dim,” 
says Wilmot, who indicates she and other 
members of the 70-group National Coali- 
tion for Campaign-Finance Reform will 
push for action within Clinton’s first 100 
days (by the end of April). 

Meanwhile, State House hearings are 
due to begin next week on a state version 
of campaign-finance reform, a long- 
stalled legislative package that could get a 
crucial boost from a presidential push for 
change. 

And what if the Clinton bill isn’t forth- 
coming by the beginning of May? “It’s 
time to start sweating,” says Wilmot. 


LEADLESS 
LIVING 


The one million Bay State apartment- 
and homeowners who have not deleaded 
their dwellings because of the cost and 
complications may be in luck: the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health 
(DPH) is on the verge of approving a 
new method that’s easier and probably 
cheaper. 

Since 1971, when Massachusetts be- 
came the first state to enact a law requir- 
ing property owners to delead the homes 
where children under six live, the state has 
struggled to simplify the deleading pro- 
cess. Because the price tag is so pro- 
hibitive and the process so imposing, many 
have risked lead poisoning and ignored the 
largely unenforceable law. Deleading a 
single-family unit using standard scraping, 
dipping, and replacement methods can 
cost owners anywhere from $5000 to 
$15,000 and put them out of their homes 
for days. 

But now comes “encapsulation.” A 
DPH source says Massachusetts will this 
year approve the procedure, which has 
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been tested in industrial labs for years. In- 
stead of removing lead paint, encapsula- 
tion seals it with the application of a plas- 
tic-like coating. How versatile the sealant 
will be remains to be seen, but industry of- 
ficials are confident that it will make life 
easier for consumers. 

Though the prospect of a more con- 
sumer-friendly way of complying with the 
law is encouraging, state officials warn 
that it’s not a lead-abatement cure-all. 
Because microscopic lead dust can be- 
come airborne when friction wears down 
the finish on doors and windows, encap- 
sulation will not replace standard delead- 
ing methods for those areas. And because 
the process is new and professional de- 
leaders will have to apply the sealant in 
order for the homeowner to receive state 
certification, just how much homeowners 
may save is uncertain. 

“It will be less costly,” says the public 
health official, “but I’m not sure how 


much less.”

BREAST CANCER 
AND LESBIANS 


Recent press reports suggesting that les- 
bians are two to three times more likely 
than heterosexual women to develop 
breast cancer are misrepresenting the 
available information, or lack of informa- 
tion, say lesbian health advocates. 

“Some of the articles are supporting this 
one-in-three statistic with things that 
haven’t been proven,” says Michele Frost, 
public-relations manager at Boston’s Fen- 
way Community Health Center. 

She and other health activists believe 
lesbians are at higher risk than their 
straight counterparts, but point to an ab- 
sence of research about lesbian health and 
specifically about lesbian breast-cancer 
risk. 

“The problem is that because very little 
scientific research has been done on les- 
bians, we don’t have a lot of information,” 
says Caitlin Ryan, a Washington DC- 
based social worker who, in 1987, com- 
pleted a national lesbian health-care sur- 
vey. Statistics from her survey of 1925 
lesbians from across the country were 
used by epidemiologist Suzanne G. 
Haynes to conclude that lesbians are al- 
most three times as likely to develop 
breast cancer. 

Among the risk factors cited by Haynes 


are higher rates of alcohol use, cigarette | 


smoking, and higher body mass, as well 
as lower rates of childbearing among the 
survey group. Unfortunately, says Frost, 
“there are no empirical studies on 
whether lesbians do have higher body 
mass than heterosexual women or if les- 
bians drink more than their heterosexual 
counterparts.” 


Besides, says Ryan, the data from her | 


survey aren’t necessarily applicable to the 
lesbian population at large: “You can’t 
generalize from a survey of lesbians, be- 
cause a lot of lesbians are closeted, so 
you don’t always know what the demo- 
graphics are.” 

One thing that can be generalized, how- 
ever, is prevalence of homophobia in 
health-care provision. Often lesbians fail to 
use the health care available to them be- 
cause of real or feared homophobic treat- 
ment from providers. As a result, says 
Frost, “Lesbians tend to seek annual pri- 
mary GYN care less often than heterosex- 
ual women.” And that failure to receive 
regular care can impact on lesbian breast- 
cancer survival rates, because early detec- 
tion and treatment are linked to better 
breast-cancer outcomes. 

To address that problem, the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health has 
given the Fenway funding to provide les- 
bian-sensitive breast health services, re- 
gardless of a woman’s ability to pay. For 
information, call the Fenway at 267-0900, 
ext. 222.

UNBEARABLE ADAPTATION 

Five years ago: February 26, 1988 

» Although a picture might be worth a thousand words, a 
thousand words, especially from a writer like Milan Kun- 
dera, should not necessarily become a picture. Owen 
Gleiberman was disappointed in the film adaptation of 
Kundera’s The Unbearable Lightness of Being. 

“If critics like myself persist in comparing half-satisfying 
adaptations like The Unbearable Lightness of Being to their 
sources, it’s less because we see the originals as timeless 
classics no one had a right to lay a hand on than because, 
in certain books, there are thematic and emotional levels 
— untranslatable to the screen — that do more than sim- 
ply enrich the narrative. In a real sense they are narrative; 
without these levels, the ‘story’ is meaningless, a collection 
of hollow incidents in search of a reason for being.” 


A MIXED BLESSING 

10 years ago: March 1, 1983 

» Anita Diamant addressed the growing fear among wom- 
en that when you bear a child you also bear the stigma of 
anti-feminism. 

“Being a mom means cooling your jets when it comes to 
your career and even to keeping up with the latest movies. 
Motherhood smacks of anti-feminism, doesn’t it? If the 
number of mothers increases, it might mean a return to the 
bad old days (which aren’t so far behind us) when women 
were expected to make babies and curtains. We’re afraid, as 
one pregnant woman put it, ‘that if we wax eloquent about 
the miracle of childbearing, Reagan will overhear us and 
he’ll be delighted.’ Even mothers are wary of motherhood. 


“Janet Buchwald, who at 31 just gave birth to her first | 


child, says, ‘I see it as a pendulum swing. There’s a violent 
response to the idea that this is all life is about. It’s an Ama- 
zon cry: “We are not only vessels for childbearing! We’re 
more than that.” ’ As wholeheartedly as she ‘shares that 
emotion, Buchwald says it seems to have led to another fun- 
damentally anti-female position, one she calls the ‘ “What, 
me pregnant?” syndrome.’ This is where women pretend 
not to have any problems associated with childbearing.” 


CARTER AND CLINTON 
15 years ago: February 28, 1978 
> Jimmy Carter and Bill Clinton share not only the first letter 
of their last names but also their campaign promises. James 
Barron and Marjorie Arons reported on the Carter version. 
“He also pledged to balance the budget and, at the same 
time, provide full employment, a comprehensive national 
health-insurance system, and a human welfare program. 
The bloated military budget would be lanced, the disgrace- 
ful tax system would be made fair, the bureaucracy would 
be reorganized and made responsive to human needs, and 
for the first time, the nation would have a policy to meet its 
future energy needs. The president promised that he would 
be above politics and that he would never lie to us.” 


DIANE ARBUS 

20 years ago: February 27, 1973 

» Diane Arbus ventured out of her familiar surroundings 
to bring us photographs of nudists, transvestites, people 
born with congenital defects, and normal people shown in 
a grotesque light. Lois Greenfield shed some light on the 
photographer. 

“According to Arbus, her ‘freaks’ were aristocrats, be- 
cause they had passed the test of trauma that we all dread. 
Though she identified with that sense of superiority, she 
saw herself as distinct from them. 

“It was the distance, not the closeness, that drew her 
into forbidden territory. She felt compelled to break down 
the barriers between her life and theirs. Ironically, the 
medium not only gave her a sense of power and invulnera- 
bility through the camera’s magic, but also kept her sepa- 
rate and protected from the world she penetrated. We, 
however, are forced to confront her subjects directly, un- 
protected by the limits of the photographic image.” 


TAYLOR AND BURTON 

25 years ago: February 28, 1968 

» The crowd pleasers and displeasers were two and the 
same: Richard Burton and Elizabeth Taylor. Tom Ravage 
reviewed the film adaptation of Doctor Faustus. 

“Because everything Richard Burton and Elizabeth Taylor 
do is invested with a pseudo importance, even their failures 
are accorded as much attention as other people’s successes. 

“Dr. Faustus is a very bad film that is neither a movie 
nor a faithful recreation of a stage performance. Burton’s 
performance is particularly disappointing, since his train- 
ing as a Shakespearean actor leads us to expect a consid- 
ered characterization. Miss Taylor gives a very bad imper- 
sonation of herself in a walk-on role.”

Flynn’s no longer the golden boy 
of the gay-and-lesbian community

owever uncomely he 

looks in those poly- 

ester running shorts, 

Ray Flynn was once 

the golden boy of 
Boston’s gay-and-lesbian community. 
Winners of community-recognition 
awards thanked him from the podium 
of Greater Boston Lesbian and Gay 
Political Alliance (GBLGPA) annual 
dinners. He was called “forward- 
looking,” and crowds cheered him at 
Gay Pride. 

But even with Flynn’s February 12 
signing of an executive order offering 
city employees the opportunity to buy 
health insurance for their domestic 
partners, that grand reputation seems 
a thing of the past. “I don’t want to 
sound like I’m trashing him,” says 
Jan Platner, executive director of Gay 
and Lesbian Advocates and Defend- 
ers (GLAD), “but there’s a per- 


er after the polarization of the ’70s.” 
And the lesbian-and-gay community 
was considered a vital part of that 
unification effort. 

Flynn appointed a number of open- 
ly gay or lesbian officials: Ann 
Maguire as liaison to the gay-and-les- 
bian community, the late Fred Man- 
del as the first head of the Human 
Rights Commission, and Jay LaCroix, 
general counsel for the Economic 
Development and Industrial Corpora- 
tion. “By the time of his first re-elec- 
tion fight,” says Gorton, “he had 
amassed a substantial record of sup- 
port. We endorsed him in 1987 by 
acclamation, if you can believe that.” 

In his second term, the mayor con- 
tinued to take significant steps in the 
lesbian-and-gay community’s direc- 
tion. “He was very involved in getting 
the Fenway [Community Health Cen- 
ter] built,” says Ladd. “The city 
worked out the land there. And the 
city was instrumental in getting the 





ception that there’s sort of a 
third-term-itis here. I’m not 
sure that he’s losing touch with 
the gay community any more 
than he’s losing touch with all 
the communities. But for some 
people in the gay community, he 
hasn’t been visible on issues that 
concern us.” 

And those issues are many: 
AIDS, recognition of non-tradi- 
tional families, the South Bos- 
ton St. Patrick’s Day Parade. 

Flynn has his defenders, 
though, not only among openly 
gay members of his staff, but 
also with some gay and lesbian 
activists. “I think he’s addressed 
many of our concerns,” says 
Mark Walsh, active in the local 
branch of the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund, a national lob- Na 
bying organization. 

Still, there’s been a demon- 
strable swing away from direct 
involvement with the lesbian- 
and-gay community in the last cou- 
ple of years — leaving activists plen- 
ty of room to speculate whether 
Flynn is backing off from the com- 
munity to better his chances of be- 
coming governor. 

® 

There was a time, a heyday, when 
Flynn (who declined to be inter- 
viewed for this piece) garnered sig- 
nificant respect in the lesbian-and- 
gay community. “I used to work for 
Ray Flynn,” says Holly Ladd, now 
executive director of the Boston 
AIDS Consortium, “and up until 
about 1990 he was involved in the 
community.” 

In fact, in 1984 Flynn won the alle- 
giance of many lesbian and gay 
Bostonians by lobbying in support of 
and signing into law the Human 
Rights Ordinance, which protects les- 
bians and gay men (among others) 
from discrimination in housing, em- 
ployment, and public accommoda- 
tions. Flynn’s support was particular- 
ly heartening because many large gay 
and lesbian political organizations 
chose not to endorse Flynn when he 
was first elected mayor, in 1983. “He 
made a decision to reach out and in- 
clude us,” says Don Gorton, 
GBLGPA chair, “and that was after 
we supported Mel King. So it was a 
truly magnanimous effort. I think he 
really wanted to bring the city togeth- 
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that, the community was satisfied, be- 
cause that was the foundation that we 
were building at the time.” 

But, Daffin continues, “The strug- 
gle now is for equality. We want 
equal pay for equal work, we want all 
the benefits afforded heterosexuals, 
and we don’t want to wait 10 years to 
get them.” 

* 

When Ray Flynn vetoed the city 
council’s Family Protection Act two 
weeks ago, he cited a state law that 
governs the provision of health insur- 
ance to state and municipal employ- 
ees. Saying that state law prohibits 
municipalities from providing health 
benefits to domestic partners, the 
mayor instead signed an executive or- 
der entitling non-union employees to 
buy health insurance for their domes- 
tic partners, as well as granting sick 
leave, family leave, and bereavement 
leave in the case of serious illness or 
death of a household member. (The

[now-closed] Community Center on 
Newbury Street to open up.” 

But “as of the ’90s,” says Gorton, 
“more difficult issues arose. There 
were a number of cases of police ha- 
rassment and police assault of gays 
and lesbians. Domestic partnership 
and police misconduct became 
prominent.” Flynn, whom Gorton 
calls “ubiquitous,” was notably absent 
from a number of high-profile gay 
and lesbian events, including the 
1991 Human Rights Campaign Fund 
Dinner and GBLGPA’s mayoral can- 
didates’ night. Flynn’s challengers, 
the Reverend Graylan Ellis-Hagler 
and Ed Doherty, were both there. 
“Flynn wasn’t keeping up with our 
agenda,” Gorton notes. 

It was an agenda that was expand- 
ing quickly, says Gary Daffin, co- 
chair of the Massachusetts Gay and 
Lesbian Political Caucus: “The learn- 
ing curve for politicians on lesbian 
and gay issues has gotten steeper 
than it was in the past. 

“It used to be that you could have a 
meeting with someone from the gay- 
and-lesbian community, tell them that 
you were supportive and that your 
door was always open, and pledge 
your support for basic civil rights — 
meaning that you would support laws 
that prevented people from losing 
their jobs or getting kicked out of 
their houses. And as long as you said

mayor plans to offer the same pack- 
age to the city’s union workers soon.) 

Many in the lesbian-and-gay com- 
munity have hailed the executive or- 
der as an important first step. “You 
have to understand,” says Chuck Col- 
bert, who served on the mayor’s Do- 
mestic Partnership Task Force, “for 
the mayor, who is a very traditional 
Irish Catholic, to get that this is a so- 
cial-and-economic-justice issue is 
very significant.” 

But there are others who are still 
dissatisfied with Flynn’s position. 
“What he did with the executive or- 
der,” says Joey Pons-Myers, a 
GBLGPA board member, “doesn’t 
really equal domestic-partnership 
benefits. If an employee is going to 
have to pay for their partner’s bene- 
fits, that’s not equal pay for equal 
work.” 

“I think it’s a good thing that the 
mayor has recognized that there are 
different kinds of families,” says He- 
len Raizen, a lesbian mother and a 
supporter of the original Family Pro- 
tection Act legislation. “But I don’t 
think he understands that people in 
non-traditional families can have their 
lives pulled apart by laws that don’t 
recognize our existence.” 

Under the executive order, lesbian 
and gay families are not afforded the 
legal recognition they’re given under

domestic-partnership ordinances, which 
grant a domestic partner some of the privi- 
leges given a spouse. Moreover, where 
such laws exist, school districts often rec- 
ognize both members of a lesbian or gay 
couple as parents of the children in their 
household. This recognition would be par- 
ticularly helpful to Raizen and her partner, 
who raise their two children together. Al- 
though they consider themselves co-par- 
ents, only the birth mother is legally recog- 
nized as the parent — and each is the 
birth mother of one child. As a result, 
Raizen is not allowed access to one of her 
children’s school records and cannot take 
advantage of sibling preference in her chil- 
dren’s school choice. 

“Flynn doesn’t get that if you’re a fami- 
ly,” she says, “you deserve to have the 
same rights and privileges that other fami- 
lies have. If he were really concerned, he 
would have met with us, fixed the techni- 
calities, and gotten them into law.” 

Flynn has filed a bill to amend the state 
insurance statute, according to John Meu- 











nier, Flynn’s current liaison to the gay- 
and-lesbian community. But some lesbian 
and gay advocates believe the Flynn is us- 
ing the statute as a smokescreen. “I know 
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the corporation counsel wrote a le- 
gal opinion-that says under state 
law they can’t do this,” says Jan 
Platner, of GLAD. But she cites 
the Cambridge domestic-partner- 
ship ordinance, which provides in- 
surance benefits for the partners of 
city employees. “When Cambridge 
passed an ordinance, we looked 
into the law. We disagree with [the 
Boston corporation counsel’s] 
opinion. We think he’s wrong.”

Once a close Flynn ally, AIDS 
Action Committee executive direc- 
tor Larry Kessler is now one of the 
mayor’s harshest critics. Flynn, 
says Kessler, the only openly gay 
member of the National Commis- 
sion on AIDS, has always been 
“very good on the compassion 
side,” but “is personally uncom- 
fortable with the whole subject of 
prevention.” 

According to Kessler and other AIDS 
advocates, Flynn has refused to discuss 
prevention issues with them for two years, 
and has spurned all meetings since last 
summer. “He refuses to get educated, and 
then somehow starts making these ridicu- 
lous assumptions.” 

For instance, says Kessler, “[{Flynn] 
thinks condoms in schools are primarily 
for gay kids, because he associated the

throwing of condoms at the Cathedral [of 
the Holy Cross] several years ago with the 
issue of condoms in schools.” 

Flynn has gone on the record in support 
of abstinence for teenagers. But, Kessler 
says, Flynn doesn’t really have a well-artic- 
ulated plan for addressing the spread of 
HIV among the city’s adolescents. “His 
position is that kids should just say no. If 
that’s all he offers, he should talk about 
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about all the pitfalls and difficulties of [ab- 
stinence], but he doesn’t.” 

Furthermore, Flynn has failed to grasp 
that condom availability is only part of the 
curriculum proposed by AIDS educators, 
says Kessler. “We’ve always said that con- 
doms and a comprehensive AIDS curricu- 
lum go hand in hand. And when you talk 
about AIDS in a comprehensive curricu- 
lum, that also means a frank discussion of 
abstinence. But because he’s rebuffed all 
our attempts for a meeting, he’s gotten 
away with saying ‘I don’t believe in a con- 
dom giveaway.’ ” 

Kessler also faults Flynn for failing to 
provide leadership on a number of other 
AIDS issues. “Flynn says he supports nee- 
dle exchange,” says Kessler, “but he hasn’t 
done anything to promote it. He hasn’t 
done what other mayors across the coun- 
try have done — spend some time up at 
the legislature lobbying for it. He hasn’t 
told his police commanders to lobby for it. 
And he hasn’t told them to lay off the ar- 
rests,” as have the mayors of Seattle, New 
Haven, and San Francisco. “Flynn just 
says, ‘I have to uphold the law.’ But then 
he won’t uphold the condom [vending] or- 
dinance.” 

Unlike other mayors, Kessler says Flynn 
hasn’t directed the city’s health depart- 
ment to target resources toward AIDS- 
prevention education: “He should be in-

structing his health officials to do preven- 
tion campaigns, some of them targeted to 
the gay community. Other cities have done 
that, and paid the bill — not left it all up 
to the local AIDS group.” 

Furthermore, says Kessler, “Flynn 
hasn’t raised the AIDS budget in the city 
in six or seven years. It’s pretty stagnant, 
and what he’s doing with it is pretty stag- 
nant as well. Instead of finding new 
funding so that every community is 
covered, he’s simply taken money 
away from the gay community.” 

But such criticism doesn’t mean 
that AIDS advocates don’t appreciate 
the work Flynn’s done in support of

“Since the beginning of [Flynn’s] 
third term,” says Ladd, “the circle of 
people who he talks to and who have 
access to him has become smaller and 
smaller. 

“On the other hand, it’s not like he 
doesn’t talk to’anyone in the gay commu- 
nity. There are still some very key people 
in his administration [are] gay or lesbian.” 

Maybe the most prominent among them 
is Ann Maguire, who’s worked her way up 
from gay-and-lesbian-community liaison 
to director of Neighborhood Services in 
nine years. Unlike some of Flynn’s detrac- 
tors, Maguire has only good things to say 
about the mayor, noting that he’s accom- 
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plished a lot during an era of unprecedent- 
ed cuts in federal and state aid. “People 
can say whatever they want, but let’s look 
at the record,” she says. “It’s solid and it 
needs to be acknowledged.” 

In addition to lauding his progress on 
services for people with AIDS, Maguire 
commends the mayor for appointing open- 
ly lesbian and gay employees to jobs out- 
side the liaison’s office, saying, “I don’t 
know any other mayor who does that.” 

Of course, there are those who disagree. 
Kessler, for one, cites the city’s failure to 
recruit openly gay and lesbian police and 
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(GLIB). This year, they say, he’s done 
precious little to help. 

“The city’s position at the [court] hear- 
ing was that they didn’t have a position on 
whether GLIB should be allowed to 
march; their concern was public safety,” 
says Platner. 

“Flynn’s office, I’m sure, would argue 
that they were trying to do what they could 
do to pressure the veteran’s group to let us 
march,” says Barbara Kaye, co-founder of 
GLIB. “The thing that concerns me most, 
though, is that Flynn needs to be prodded 
and poked before he’ll make an affirming 
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firefighters. “San Diego, San Francisco, 
Seattle, and Los Angeles do it,” he says. 
“But I don’t see anything happening here.” 

Still, the issue that most separates Flynn 
from his detractors is the St. Patrick’s Day 
Parade. Critics say Flynn was dangerously 
slow off the mark last year, waiting a num- 
ber of heated days before declaring his 
support for the Irish-American Gay, Les- 
bian, and Bisexual Group of Boston

statement about our community.” 

Kaye cites New York’s David Dinkins as 
an example of a big-city mayor who’s sup- 
ported gay marchers. She calls upon Flynn 
to take more of an activist role in promot- 
ing tolerance in South Boston. “I don’t 
think anyone wants Southie to come out 
with another black eye. I’d think Flynn 
would say to people, “Let’s not have what 
happened last year happen this year,’ and 
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would be tapping people like Cardinal Law 
and Billy Bulger to urge people to make it 
better, because no one came out looking 
good last year.” 

But John Meunier, Flynn’s liaison, inter- 
prets the mayor’s actions differently: “I 
don’t see it as a lack of leadership when 
the mayor tries to depoliticize this issue 
and create a rational environment for dis- 
cussion. The mayor has been very clear 
about his personal support for the 
marchers. That’s very different than the le- 
gal position of the city.” 


a 

“Should [Flynn] run for governor,” 
says Larry Kessler in reference to re- 
cent conjecture, “I don’t think he 
could carry the gay community. Not 
because Weld has all the right moves, 
but because he’s made all the right 
gestures.” 

Indeed, many gay and lesbian politi- 
cos are speculating these days about 
whether Flynn’s arm’s-length relation- 
ship with the community will have po- 
litical ramifications for the three-term 
mayor. “Frankly, I don’t think he 
would be able to capture [GBLGPA’s] 
endorsement today,” says Don Gor- 
ton. “I supported him in ’91, and it 
would be a harder decision for me to 
support him now, although I think 
he’s fundamentally a decent man, and 
is well served by John Meunier and 
Ann Maguire.” 

But most observers believe Flynn’s 
eye is no longer on City Hall. “Most 
of us know that he was refused a posi- 
tion in Washington because he’s anti- 
choice,” says Rosemary Dunn Dalton 
of the GBLGPA board. “Now there’s 
the issue of the governor’s race. The 
fact that he’s anti-choice means he 
can develop a more conservative so- 
cial agenda than Weld. 

“So the question is, why is he distancing 
himself from the gay-and-lesbian commu- 
nity? In order to contrast himself to Weld 
by creating a more conservative social 
agenda and a more liberal fiscal and so- 
cial-service agenda?” 

Nevertheless, the governor’s race is 
months away. Until then, says Gorton, 
“there’s definitely still work to be done 
with the mayor.” Q

out tea sets instead of money

he revelry last Monday 

evening was Republican — 

old-line Massachusetts-style 

— when the 1993 Com- 

monwealth Awards in the 
arts, humanities, and interpretive sciences 
were presented at the State House. 

A mostly well-heeled crowd of more 
than 400 sipped champagne and sparkling 
water, balanced plates of finger food, lis- 
tened to live music in the Great Hall, and 
applauded politely when Governor William 
Weld descended a marble staircase to de- 
liver a brief speech touting the cultural re- 
sources of the commonwealth. 

After quoting Henry James, the gover- 
nor cited the legacy of Henry David 
Thoreau, the accomplishments of the 
award recipients gathered behind him on 
the podium, and the commonwealth’s 
“fine museums and broad cultural engage- 
ment,” which, he noted, are major interna- 
tional tourist and investment draws. 

Like the Commonwealth Awards them- 
selves, Weld’s speech toasted a bevy of 
buzz-concepts — “excellence,” “educa- 
tion,” “access,” and “diversity.” Neither 
his words nor the ceremony offered much 


in the way of support for public funding of 
the arts in Massachusetts. Nor did they 
hint why the beleaguered, underfunded 
ceremony sponsor, the Massachusetts Cul- 
tural Council (MCC), had devoted so 
much time, energy, and money to the 
event. 

It was only last summer that the council, 
which suffered drastic budget reductions 
at the hands of the state legislature in the 
late 1980s and was nearly eliminated from 
the state budget in 1990, announced a 
new mission: to use most of its paltry allo- 
cation to increase arts-education and com- 
munity-outreach programs. Why then, 
some wonder, was the MCC’s first major, 
visible event in years a celebration of sin- 
gular, stellar achievers — some of whom 
have only a tenuous connection to the 
council? 

It’s not that the Commonwealth 
Awardees — who received tea sets with 
the praise — don’t deserve their latest 
honors. Artist Allan Rohan Crite; producer 
Henry Hampton; author and scientist 
Stephen Jay Gould; scientist and environ- 
mental educator Barbara Waters; founder 
and executive director of Ploughshares 
DeWitt Henry; president of First Night 
Zeren Earls; executive director of Arts in 
Progress Esther Kaplan; the Somerville 
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Arts Council; arts patron Jane P. Fitz- 
patrick; and environmental activist and 
volunteer John Sevey have all made major 
contributions to culture in Massachusetts. 
As MCC director Rose Austin put it, 
“These are people who deserve to be 
thanked.” 

On the other hand, as more than one lo- 
cal arts activist commented last week, 
“What the arts in Massachusetts need is 
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money, not awards.” 

According to MCC chairman Josiah A. 
Spaulding Jr., president and general man- 
ager of the Wang Center for the Perform- 
ing Arts, the council is slowly but surely 
getting into position to offer both. 

“Two years ago, the council’s budget 
was zero. We got it up to $3.5 million. 
Last year, the governor doubled it to 
$6.1,” notes Spaulding, who, as president 
of the Wang and the son of arts patron/ 
activist Helen Spaulding and the late Josi- 
ah Spaulding, a longtime Republican Party 
leader, enjoys cozy connections with many 


SPAULDING, who has the right politi- 
cal ties, says more funding will come. 
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local philanthropic and political powers 
that be. 

“This year, he [Weld] has recommend- 
ed a 10 percent increase, to $6.7 million, 
and we’re hoping to get more,” Spaulding 
continues. “There’s a building process go- 
ing on, and it’s nice to recognize that with 
something like this [the awards ceremo- 
ny]. Most of our expenses were donated. 
And we represented local artists.” 

The council in the past two years 
has managed to revamp its compli- 
cated grant-application process, 
“reach out more to new con- 
stituencies, get new money to or- 
ganizations and artists, and focus 
more on education,” Spaulding 
adds. 

The MCC’s fiscal 1993 budget 
comprises close to $2 million for 
education programs and services 
(including reduced admission to 
cultural events for students in 
grades K to 12); slightly more than 
$2 million in Massachusetts Arts 
Lottery funds, which go directly to 
individual cities and towns for 
community-based arts programs; 
and $600,000 for projects and 
programs designed to increase 
public awareness of and access to 
the arts, and to develop new ways 
of promoting and funding cultural 
programs through vehicles like 
tourism. 

Of next year’s proposed budget, 
Spaulding says: “There’s more to 
do on the education side.” 

The new orientation of the 
MCC, which was criticized in the 
past — sometimes fairly, some- 
times not — for “elitism,” has drawn both 
bravos and boos. 

“I think they’re doing a terrific job of 
going in new directions and developing 
new strategies,” says Peter Karoff, presi- 
dent of TPI, Inc., a nonprofit organization 
that counsels philanthropic donors. 
“They’re listening to people. They’re posi- 
tioning themselves to reach out to other 
sources of funding than the state.” 

Others in cultural and philanthropic cir- 
cles, most of whom won’t speak for attri- 
bution, disagree. 

“It’s not the Mass Cultural Council. It’s 
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| the Mass Arts, Education, and Community 


Outreach Council. It’s an organization 
that’s turned into a program built on buzz- 
words,” says a source at one major Bos- 
ton-area cultural organization. 

“They’re selling the idea of funding to 
the legislature based on the concept of arts 
and education,” the source continues. 
“But it’s a cynical program. They don’t 
know anything about arts and education. 
They don’t have the knowledge or the re- 
sources to do quality arts and education. 
Where’s the vision that was once there for 
new work? For individual artists?” 

Spaulding says the MCC’s vision is 
broadening as the organization grows. 

Still, even ardent council supporters, 
like John Marksbury, chairman of the 
Massachusetts Advocates for the Arts, Sci- 
ences, and Humanities (MAASH), which 
co-sponsored the Commonwealth Awards, 
cautions against the council’s placing too 
much emphasis on arts education. 

“Most organizations have quite a few ac- 
tivities geared toward education, and if 
most of the state money is earmarked for 
that, it will go to support those programs,” 
Marksbury contends. “Education does have 
to be stressed. But money for operating 
support is what most organizations need.” 

One well-placed observer offers this as- 
sessment: 

“The council was decimated, and it’s re- 
building. To get any funding and organi- 
zation restored, they need someone like 
Joe [Spaulding], who’s active politically. 

“He’s doing what a chairman should do. 
He takes people to lunch. He endures the 
negativeness that’s built up over the years 
about the council. He fields the constant 
infighting among organizations, and with 
the science groups, who think they should 
have a larger piece of the pie. 

“Education is extremely important. It’s 
always been one of the! gest line items in 
the council budget. But you need more 
than arts-education money.

Presidential windfall 

A barely noticed provision in Bill Clin- 
ton’s economic-reform package could be a 
boon to local cultural organizations, uni- 
versities, conservation groups, and other 
nonprofits. 

Clinton has called for a change in feder- 
al tax law that would allow donors to non- 
profit organizations to deduct gifts of tan- 
gible property, intangible property (securi- 
ties), and real estate at full market value. 

At present, major gifts are deductible 
only at their original price. So, if someone 
owns, say, a Jasper Johns painting pur- 
chased in 1960 for $1000 that’s now 
worth $10 million to $15 million, a hunk 
of inherited stock in AT&T, or a couple of 
plots of undeveloped property that’s been 
in the family for decades, he or she is 
much more likely to sell the property at 
market value than to donate it to a muse- 
um, a hospital, or a land trust. 

As a result of the tax measure, enacted 
in the 1986 tax-reform act, gifts to muse- 
ums, for example, went down by more 


| than 60 percent between 1986 and 1988, 


according to the American Association of 
Museums. After Congress enacted an 18- 
month relaxation of the restriction in 
1991, they rose 500 percent. 

Locally, the Museum of Fine Arts 
(MFA) received 230 objects as gifts in 


plays Park Street. Will he and fellow 


1990, according to MFA director Alan 
Shestack. In 1991, the museum was given 
816 objects. 

It isn’t only cultural organizations that 
would benefit from the tax-law change. 

“Gifts of appreciated property are used 
by colleges and universities in many ways,” 
says Sharon Cranford, director of federal 
relations for the Association of American 
Universities. “Often, they’re the lead gift 
in a capital campaign to renovate or repair 
or construct a lab or a library. They’re 
used for scholarships. In the last six years, 
a number of private schools have seen 
their gifts of appreciated property drop off 
significantly.” 

Adds Wesley T. Ward, director of the 
Land Conservation Center of the Trustees 
of Reservations, a trust that works with 
property owners interested in donating 
land: “If someone isn’t able to use the full 
value of their deduction, they feel penal- 
ized for making a gift, which is certainly 
not a way to encourage people to make a 
generous donation. This is a shortsighted 
policy that’s kept a lot of land out of 
conservation.” 

A measure similar to the one Clinton is 
proposing passed both houses of Congress 
last year. George Bush, who apparently 
supported the tax-law change, nonetheless 
vetoed it because it was part of a tax 
package. 

Leaders of nonprofits are cautiously op- 
timistic about the proposal. 

Notes Shestack: “It’s up to all of us to 
make sure Congress sees this not as a 
loophole but as the flow of good works of 
art and other property from private to 
public hands.” 


Back on the street? 

The MBTA is planning to put television 
sets in T stations soon, and the street mu- 
sicians who perform there aren’t happy. 

“TTV” programming — MBTA service 
information, printed headline news re- 
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ports, and silent advertisements — is slat- 
ed to start appearing in seven of Boston’s 
busiest subway stations some time late this 
winter or in the spring, according to Peter 
Dimond, director of communications for 
the MBTA. 

Initially, all of the programming except 
the T-service information will be silent. But 
that could change. And commercial adver- 
tising could drown out the musicians. 

“If a TV is blasting, it will compete with 
the music, and drive out the performers,” 
says Dianna Stallone, counsel for the 
Street Artists’ Guild and the Subway 
Artists’ Guild. “People’s ability to perform 
on the streets in Boston is limited because 
of weather. They need to make money. 
And other avenues of expression are 
closed. We have one of the few subways 
left in the country with street performers. 
It will all but eliminate street performance 
as we know it.” 

What’s more, adds Stallone, “This is a 
quasi-governmental agency monopolizing 
the means of communication. There could 
be constitutional questions involved.” 

Dimond maintains that TTV and live 
music can coexist in Boston’s subway sta- 
tions. Both are “good amenities for pas- 
sengers,” he says. 

Stallone urges those who want to help 
the performers in their fight to stay in the 
subways to come to a Street Artists’ Guild 
meeting Monday, March 22, at 7 p.m. at 
the Old Cambridge Baptist Church. Q

The Big Dig is three years behind schedule 
and billions of dollars over budget. Now, 
some contractors are taking advantage of 
bureaucratic indifference to enrich them- 


selves — adding hundreds of millions of

LAYING TUBES for the Third Harbor Tunnel: a monumental undertaking with little government contro! or public oversight. 
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ith only a fraction of construction completed on the Central 
Artery/Third Harbor Tunnel project — a little more than five per- 
cent — builders have in just over a year racked up more than $14 
million in excess costs. Given the current rate of cost overruns, by 
the time the project is finished taxpayers could end up contributing 
at least $280 million more in construction expenses than originally 
bargained for. 

Some of the overruns are legitimate costs involved in an under- 
taking of this magnitude. But a significant number worth millions of dollars 
are dubious expenses that raise questions about how well the Massachusetts 
Highway Department and the Federal Highway Administration — after relin- 
quishing control over most aspects of the project to private consultants — are 
equipped to hold the reins on the largest public-works undertaking in the 
country. 

With the $6.4 billion job already three years behind schedule and $4 billion 
over its original 1985 cost estimate, there’s a tacit understanding that it is in 
no one’s best interest to question how well it’s being run. 

State officials see the Big Dig as a cash cow from which a considerable 
amount of political milk can be drawn. 
Massachusetts taxpayers are pacified by 
the prospect of the federal govern- 
ment’s paying for all but about 15 per- 
cent of it. Project managers, corporate 
titans who view questions about their 
tutelage as an annoyance (see “Bechtel- 
Parsons Responds,” page 26), stand 
only to benefit from project delays and 
unquestioned overruns. 

Overall, construction of the ar- 
tery/tunnel is a case study in indiffer- 
ence and unchecked latitude. 


CONTRACT INFLATION 


The added costs come in the form of 
what is known in the construction in- 
dustry as “change orders” — incon- 
spicuous contract amendments for ex- 
tra work that allow contractors to re- 
ceive money well beyond the amount of 
their original contract awards. 

Change orders are ostensibly re- 
served for unforeseeable circumstances 
that arise in the course of construction, 
such as hitting gas lines not previously 
known to exist, finding unexpected ge- 
ological formations, and environmental 
complications. But such orders have 
also long been recognized as a vehicle 
for contractors to pad or insure their 
profits with little resistance from feder- 
al bureaucrats and state officials. 

Although these overruns may not be 
as eye-popping as Pentagon-style 
$100,000 toilets, critics say they do 
point to the same type of hogs-at-the- 
trough mentality that pervades govern- 
ment-funded projects of this scope. 














Change orders are also used by project administrators to make up for plan- 
ning errors and oversights. Take, for example, a multimillion-dollar contract 
amendment approved in December. Because of miscalculations about delays 
that would be caused by Massport-ordered shutdowns of equipment in bad 
weather, two construction contractors hired to perform separate jobs on the 
Porter Street Sewer Outfall Relocation project were set to begin work on the 
same site at the same time, making each other’s operations impossible. 

To remedy the problem, Massachusetts Highway Department (MHD) pro- 
ject director Peter Zuk approved a change order to extend one of the compa- 
ny’s contracts, at a cost of $1.8 million. A future change order resulting from 
the snafu will total more than $4.3 million, according to project documents. 

“I admit to you that we make mistakes,” Zuk says. “In a public project of 
this size, in retrospect, you would say you’d do things differently.” 

An independent engineer with first-hand knowledge of the project says 
such “mistakes” are more the rule than the exception. 

“There is a huge pattern of mismanagement in the project,” he says. “The 


attitude is, this is the best thing for Boston. It means jobs, it means money

hange orders can be initiated by contractors or 

project administrators. When a construction 

contractor decides he needs more than the 

agreed-upon amount of money to complete a 

project, he requests approval of a change order 
to amend his original contract. In some cases, pro- 
ject administrators will seek an engineering or de- 
sign change and ask a contractor to submit an ap- 
propriate change request. 

In the Central Artery/Third Harbor Tunnel pro- 
ject, change-order requests are reviewed by the 
three project administrators: Bechtel-Parsons (the 
private joint venture hired to manage the project), 
the Massachusetts Highway Department (MHD), 
and the Federal Highway Administration (FHWA). 

Bechtel-Parsons is the first to review change no- 
tices. Because it is designing the project and manag- 
ing its engineering and construction, the joint ven- 
ture is ostensibly the most knowledgeable about the 
intricacies of the $6.4 billion undertaking and can 
spot unnecessary or inflated costs associated with 
change-order requests. 

The next review comes from the MHD, which will 
sometimes withhold final approval until it finds out 
if FHWA funds will be available for the change, ac- 
cording to Kurt Dettman, MHD project attorney. 

The FHWA, with only five professional staff 
members assigned to monitor the project, approves 
about 95 percent of all change orders, according to 
FHWA officials. Even after initial denial, FHWA 
Massachusetts Division administrator Donald Ham- 
mer says “the door is always open” for a change re- 
quest to be resubmitted and granted. 

To finalize a change order, the MHD’s Board of 
Commissioners is asked to sign off on it. 

To date, project administrators have approved all 
but three of some 400 change requests. Those three 
will be heard by a disputes-review board cotnprising 
three appointees — one the contractor’s choice, one

coming into Boston. Anything that would delay that . . . is 
counter to the short-term goals, which is to get it out the 
door, get the [federal] money, get the press coverage.” He 
likens the mindset to NASA’s headstrong effort to get the 
space shuttle Challenger off the ground. 

Indeed, whether a change-order request is unnecessary, 
exorbitant, deceitful, or the result of poor planning, project 
administrators know that few circumstances merit raising 
substantial impediments to this “fast track” project. Now 
slated to be completed in 2002, the project calls for the 
Central Artery to be depressed below street level and for a 
tunnel to be constructed below Boston Harbor linking Lo- 
gan Airport with the Massachusetts Turnpike. 

Delays through 1991 have already cost state taxpayers 
$1.3 billion in lost Federal Highway Administration 
(FHWA) funds. Now, with about $10 million lost for every 
month construction is delayed, there is strong political and 
economic motivation to ensure that there are as few public, 
protracted complications as possible. And that’s where the 
little-noticed change orders come in. It is perhaps no coin- 
cidence that virtually all change requests have been granted 
or have resulted in negotiated settlements. To date, project 
administrators have approved all but three of some 400 
change proposals. Hundreds more are pending. 

In effect, the unbridled use of contract amendments ren- 
ders original price agreements meaningless. Since Massa- 
chusetts agencies are required by law to accept the lowest 
bid for construction projects made.by a qualified contrac- 
tor, expeditious approval of change orders makes Big Dig 
contracts ripe for low-ball bidding. Many contractors know 
that after their bids are accepted, they can legally and with 
relative ease extract more money. 
| From the project administrators’ perspective, change or- 
| ders have the dual effect of keeping the job moving with lit- 
| tle open conflict and without highlighting planning errors. 
“The financial interests are so powerful here that it’s like

A PAIR OF FOXES 


The Massachusetts inspector general’s 


| office raised similar concerns about how 


well taxpayer dollars were being protected 
three years ago, when the Big Dig was still 
in the early design phase. In a letter to 
then-commissioner Jane Garvey of the De- 


| partment of Public Works (now known as 
| the Massachusetts Highway Department), 


then-Inspector General Joseph Barresi 
sounded a largely unheeded alarm: 

“The problem this office has observed 
— cost overruns, a vague scope of work, 
an open-ended fee structure, and ill-de- 
fined contingency fund, and inadequate 


| monitoring — would be cause for concern 





on any contract. ... Where the Common- 
wealth is so heavily reliant on a consultant 
to oversee a multibillion-dollar project, the 
lack of control is cause for genuine 
alarm. . . . The institutional arrangements 
are unacceptably vulnerable to waste and 
abuse.” 


The consultant in question — Bechtel 
Corporation and Parsons Brinckerhoff 
Quade & Douglas, Inc. — is a joint ven- 
ture comprising two international engi- 
neering giants. They were first hired in 
1985 to manage planning, engineering, 
and construction of the 7.5 miles of high- 
way, tunnel, and bridgework that comprise 
the project. 

Since the early design stages, Bechtel- 
Parsons’s contract has more than doubled, 
from $77.5 million in 1987 to $148 mil- 
lion this year. And though the scope and 
dollar amount of the project has grown 
considerably, the state has continued to 
extend Bechtel-Parsons contracts without 
putting any portion of them out for bid, 
which could save money and improve pro- 
ject oversight. 

In his letter to Garvey, the inspector 
general condemned the MHD’s “wholesale 
dependence” on Bechtel-Parsons, and crit- 
icized the MHD’s “somewhat cavalier ap- 
proach to contract management.” 

Federal and state officials adamantly re- 
sist any suggestion that they are unable to 
control the project and its costs. 

“I have fiscal responsibility and final de- 
cision-making authority on any manage- 
ment decision,” says Zuk, a Weld-admin- 
istration appointee and a former deputy 
attorney general. “Bechtel-Parsons/Brin- 


ckerhoff should be seen as our staff. I’m 
the one making decisions. They provide 
support for my decisions.” 

But one need only look at staffing 
breakdowns to get an idea of the power 
Bechtel-Parsons wields over the project. 
Whereas Bechtel-Parsons has 1000 full- 
time employees working on the Big Dig, 
the MHD has 58 — a 17-to-one ratio. 
That number might not be so alarming if 
the MHD’s staffers were all acting in an 
oversight capacity. They aren’t. In its cur- 
rent contract with Bechtel-Parsons, the 
MHD says its aim is to “work together as 
a dynamic, flexible and harmonious whole 
with an identity and unity of purpose, 
goals, and objectives.” The MHD calls this 
relationship “partnering.” 

And though the FHWA is expected to fi- 
nance more than 85 percent of the enter- 
prise — the largest amount ever funded by 
the federal government for a highway pro- 
ject — it has assigned only five full-time 
professionals, all engineers, to oversee it. 

Critics say the staffing proportions not 
only make the state and the feds overly de- 
pendent on Bechtel-Parsons, but also pro- 
vide little of the tension among the three 
players that’s needed to protect taxpayer 
interests. Such tension, they say, is needed 
because independent oversight of the pro- 
ject is lacking. 


“Who is really running the show?” asks 
Blanchette. “It’s the privatization of a pub- 
lic-works project without any government 
oversight. The sheer enormity of expendi- 
tures and the length of the project is 
frightening. It’s like the Blob — it’s just 
growing and growing and getting out of 





control. I’m not sure if anybody within the 
government is able to control it.” | 

And if FHWA Massachusetts Division 
administrator Donald Hammer’s percep- | 
tion of the feds’ role in the project is any | 
indication, concerns about lack of over- 
sight may be well-founded. Calling the 
FHWA “a partner with the state” on the | 
project, Hammer also raves about Bechtel- 
Parsons, which he says has “proven to be 
very efficient, very effective, and very pro- 
fessional.” 


CHECKERED HISTORY 


If government officials involved in the 
project had been intent on finding out just 
how common cost overruns are with 
Bechtel-Parsons and why close scrutiny of 
its management practices might be in the 
taxpayers’ best interests, they wouldn’t 
have had far to look. 

In 1991, for example, the US Depart- 
ment of Energy (DOE) ordered a Bechtel

Some who have monitored the project since its inception 
question just how vigilant Bechtel-Parsons can be in im- 
partially investigating and contesting change-order abuses, 
particularly when it has participated in joint ventures with 
contractors who are submitting them. 

“There is no question,” says MOSES president Paul 
Donahue. “It’s a love-in.” 

Morrison-Knudsen Corporation, a high-powered Boise- 
based construction company, is one artery/tunnel contrac- 
tor that has in the past worked on numerous joint ventures 
with Bechtel. It is now the lead firm in a joint venture that 
was awarded the project’s largest construction contract: 

$227 million for procuring 
and installing in Boston 
Harbor prefabricated tun- 
nel tubes that will ultimate- 
ly link the Mass Pike to 
Logan Airport. 

But it is not merely Mor- 
rison-Knudsen’s past asso- 
ciations with Bechtel that | 
are cause for concern. H

doilars by the US Labor

(OSHA). In 1988, for in-

ask any questions.” ment fined the company 
$62,800 for violating fed- 
eral safety rules in a San Diego shipyard accident that 
killed six people and injured six others. A year later, its fail- 
ure to follow proper building procedures caused the col- 
lapse of a 400-ton trolley bridge in South Los Angeles. 
OSHA records show the agency fined Morrison-Knudsen 
more than $13,000 in penalties related to the bridge pro- 
ject. 

Morrison-Knudsen spokesman Mike Peters says the 
company’s records show only a $600 fine for the mishap. 
“We have a lot of safety awards,” Peters says, “and I think 
Morrison-Knudsen over 
the years has proven to be 
a safe company.” The 
thousands of dollars in fed- 
eral fines, he adds, “is not 
unusual for any company.” 

Last year, the US House 
Government Operations 
Committee began investi- 
gating one of Morrison- 
Knudsen’s multimillion- 
dollar defense contracts. 
The firm was hired in the 
late 1980s to build four 
Navy supply ships for $863 
million. Suspecting that the 
corporation had low-balled 
its bid to get the work, the 
Navy insisted that a perfor- PAU QR aCR TT RUEaT 
mance guarantee be writ- [iEGuING Coes 
ten into the contract to 
hold the company liable for any overruns that it might use 
to make up for its low bid. 

That, however, didn’t stop Morrison-Knudsen from run- 
ning up the project’s cost by more than $400 million, an 
amount federal investigators say should have been closer to 
$34 million. The Navy later caused the controversy that 
sparked the House probe by releasing Morrison-Knudsen 
from its performance guarantee. 

The MWRA had a similar experience with Morrison- 
Knudsen in the late ’80s, when the company’s engineering 
division, via change orders, exceeded its original $270,000

contract by 60 percent. 

In its work for the Big Dig, Morrison- 
Knudsen’s change orders are equally con- 
troversial. Though its contract represents 
about one-third of all construction con- 
tracts awarded to date, it accounts for 
two-thirds — more than $10 million 
worth — of all construction change orders 
approved. It’s about the same amount by 
which it underbid its closest competitor for 
that phase of the Third Harbor Tunnel 
contract. That competitor, the joint ven- 
ture Kiewit/Perini/Atkinson, which now 
holds a contract for another piece of the 
artery/tunnel project, declined to com- 
ment. 

Requests by Morrison-Knudsen worth 
millions of dollars more are pending, in- 
cluding a $26 million claim for costs relat- 
ed to changing the order in which the 
tubes that will form the tunnel are placed 
(a process known as “resequencing”). 
That price tag was lofty enough to capture 
the attention of the politically sensitive 
project administrators, who recognized 
that approval was potentially unjustifiable. 

In an August 12, 1991, letter from the 
FHWA’s Donald Hammer to state ar- 
tery/tunnel director Peter Zuk, Hammer 
called the expenses “difficult to support.” 
Morrison-Knudsen recently shaved its es- 
timate for the work to $13 million. 
Sources say project administrators believe 
a realistic figure for the work is closer to 


| $5 million. Negotiations are reportedly 


under way. 


‘SWEETHEART DEAL’ 


Although project administrators are re- 
luctant to sign off on the $26 million con- 
tract amendment, engineers and contrac- 
tors familiar with contract-bid specifica- 
tions for the tunnel say there are numer- 


| ous other Morrison-Knudsen change or- 


ders already approved that did not receive 
the scrutiny they deserved. 

Take, for instance, a $1.75 million 
change order that received final approval 
in December 1991. The original contract 
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called for the construction of a rectangular 
cofferdam — a watertight enclosure from 
which water is pumped to allow construc- 
tion. The change gave Morrison-Knudsen 
permission to build a circular cofferdam. 
Though rectangular cofferdams are widely 
used by contractors, circular cofferdams 
are often considered preferable because of 
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another explanation for this change or- 
der’s approval: “If they [Bechtel-Parsons] 
are designing the project and they are ad- 
ministering the construction phase, if there 
are any [design] errors, do you think we’re 
going to see them?” 

A contractor well versed in the Third

their inherent geometric strength. 

Among the pertinent questions that con- 
tractors and engineers say arise from this 
change order: 

¢ Was a circular cofferdam absolutely 
necessary? 

* Was a long-term cost analysis done to 
determine whether a circular cofferdam 
was financially prudent? 

¢ If so, why wasn’t it included in Bech- 
tel-Parsons’s original design? 

¢ Should taxpayers foot the bill for a de- 
sign flaw, or should Bechtel-Parsons be 
held accountable? 

Calling the change order “a design 
choice,” Zuk said the decision was made 
because project administrators believed the 
circular cofferdam would provide long- 
term cost savings. 

MOSES’s John Gatti believes there is 





identified for fear of being blackballed by 
the state’s construction industry, has a 
similar — but blunter — assessment of 
the cofferdam change order. 

“It looks like a sweetheart deal to me,” 
he says. 

Similar questions can be raised for other 
change orders approved for Morrison- 
Knudsen’s work cn the tunnel. Was a 
$625,688 change order to increase the 
weld size on portions of the tunnel tubes 
absolutely necessary? If so, why should 
taxpayers pick up the tab for a design er- 
ror? And if the stockpiling of excavated 
material was the result of planning errors, 
shouldn’t those responsible for the errors 
be held accountable for the $362,753 tab? 

Some local contractors with Big Dig 
contracts have been accused of misusing 
public funds on other projects. Last 
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month, the Boston Herald reported that 
the state attorney general’s office had 
opened a criminal investigation targeting 
Quincy contractor J.M. Cashman, Inc. Re- 
portedly at issue is $3 million worth of 
questionable change orders J.M. Cashman 
submitted for work on the MWRA’s Bos- 
ton Harbor cleanup project. 

Cashman’s principal work for the 
artery/tunnel project is a $20 million con- 
tract to relocate the Porter Street sewer 
outfall pipe. With 60 percent of the work 
completed, its change orders have reached 
$2.1 million. 

While some change orders raise ques- 
tions about whether or how much taxpay- 
ers should be responsible for work that is 
arguably necessary or caused by poor 
planning, others evoke suspicions about 
whether some approved work is needed at 
all. 

Last summer, for instance, a $568,611 
change order was approved for Modern 
Continental Construction Company, the 
Cambridge-based firm awarded an $8.8 
million contract to build the South Boston 
Haul Road, which will allow construction 
vehicles to travel in and out of South Bos- 
ton. The change order was for paving a 
200-yard-long temporary access road (the 
“East Service Road”) to a contaminated- 
waste-processing site. 

“Why the hell did they have to do that?” 
asked an industry source who noted there 
are at least two other access points to the 
property, which already had three little- 
traveled roads around it. And though the 
road has been paved, project administra- 
tors have yet to decide who will do the ac- 
tual waste-processing work. The site re- 
mains vacant. 


Zuk says the road is necessary to ease | 


truck traffic in South Boston, adding that 








the road was built early to “accommodate | 


access” for the viewing of the Tall Ships 
when they sailed into Boston Harbor last 
summer.

And as the numbers climb, the inspector 
general’s office continues to issue caution- 
ary words. 

Last April, Inspector General Robert 
Cerasoli wrote in his agency’s annual re- 
port that the artery/tunnel project-man- 
agement plan lacked “adequate means to 
hold the [Massachusetts Highway] De- 
partment’s management consultant [Bech- 
tel-Parsons] accountable in a cost-con- 
scious and responsible manner. . . . 

“Unfortunately, the law does not cur- 
rently provide adequate safeguards against 
fraud, waste, and abuse in state procure- 
ments. . 

For the past several years, the inspector 
general’s office and Representative 
Blanchette have introduced legislation that 
would help curb change-order abuse. But 
the state agencies that approve change or- 
ders and the industries that benefit most 
by them have succeeded in defeating the 
proposals, saying they are unnecessarily 
restrictive, according to Blanchette. 

The legislation, which will be reintro- 
duced this year, would include: 

¢ rules for defining a contract’s scope; 

¢ standards for emergency and sole- 
source procurements, situations in which 
competitive bidding is often not possible; 

* civil penalties for violating the statute; 

* procedures for debarring those who 
cheat the state. 

Without the law, the bill’s sponsors say 
contract amendments will continue to in- 
vite inflated costs, special courtesies af- 
forded to politically wired contractors, and 
outright corruption. 

But the bill does not address all the 
problems associated with change orders. 
Since contractors are not legally deemed 
to be state employees, state ethics laws do 
not govern the behavior of all Bechtel-Par- 
sons employees. And since private consul- 
tants like Bechtel-Parsons are not consid- 
ered public-sector employees, open-meet- 
ing and public-disclosure laws are also not 
applicable. 


The FHWA does require audits of the 
Big Dig. But the feds have subcontracted 
their auditing responsibilities to a far- 
from-objective entity: the Massachusetts 
Highway Department, which is wrestling 
with a chronic audit backlog of its own. 
The MHD subsequently hired to conduct 
its audits accounting firms that it and 
Bechtel-Parsons have worked with for 
years. 

The audit arrangement has drawn criti- 
cism, including a healthy dose from the 
US Department of Transportation’s Office 
of Inspector General. After its own 1989 
investigation, it concluded that the MHD’s 
auditing structure did not comply with US 
General Accounting Office standards and 
did not ensure “freedom from personal 
and external impairments to indepen- 
dence.” ; 

The project has since altered the way it 
conducts audits, but has kept on retainer 
the auditing firms it hired. Zuk says that 
using them provides more safeguards than 
using MHD auditors would. 

As for outside proctoring, the state in- 
spector general’s office — with a staff of 
28 operating on a $1.3 million annual 
budget — does not have the resources to 
keep close tabs on all the state agencies it 
is responsible for monitoring, let alone the 
behemoth artery/tunnel project. Even if it | 
did, the IG’s office has no enforcement 
powers. (Inspector General Cerasoli de- 
clined comment on any investigations his 
office may be conducting regarding the 
project.) 

It’s a situation that critics say raises se- 
rious questions about how far privatization 
of massive government projects can go in 
saving taxpayer dollars when those hired 
to do the work are insulated from outside 
accountability. 

Still, Zuk steadfastly maintains that ex- 
amination of the Big Dig management has 
been intense. 

“We are perhaps the most-scrutinized 
project in the history of the common- 
wealth, and perhaps the nation,” he says. 
“Philosophically, the commonwealth con- 
tinues to believe that contracting this pro- | 
ject with a private manager was the right 
thing to do.” Q

A review of insurance-industry reports, 
ongoing congressional investigations, 
newspaper articles, and pending lawsuits, 
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try observers, reveal a disturbing picture: 

¢ Gamblers’ mentality. A 1990 paper by 
Investors Diversified Services (IDS) named 
“imprudent investment management” 
among the “major factors” in the failure of 
the 48 largely health and accident insurers 
it studied. “Over half . . . had an investment

travel agency that defaulted. 

“It made me angry to see those big shots 
wasting our money and our rates going up 
and up and up,” says Jan Fenty. 

The Fentys are among the untold num- 
ber of health-insurance policyholders na- 
tionwide who may have suffered higher 
rates, reduced coverage, unpaid bills, or 
cancellation because of a little-explored 
factor in the nation’s health-insurance cri- 
sis: the same kind of 1980s-style go-go in- 
vestment practices, questionable business 
dealings, lavish spending, and help-your- 
self ethics that brought down the savings- 
and-loan industry have also undermined 
the insurance industry. 

Under a tattered patchwork of state 
laws and virtually no federal oversight, 
health-insurance underwriters have lost 
billions of dollars investing in high-yield, 
low-grade “junk” bonds, real estate, and 
other dubious ventures. Sporadic cases of 
fraud have compounded the losses. 

“It’s been a well-told tale here,” says 
Lester Dunlap, a consumer advocate for 
the Louisiana Department of Insurance. 
“You find this in almost every state.” 

Until recently, there was little concern 
about how health insurers invested their 
assets as long as they provided an efficient

ike many small-business pro- 
prietors, Jan and Phil Fenty, 
of Washington, DC, fret 
constantly about the cost of 
health insurance. Owners of 
Fleet Feet, a running-shoe-and-clothing 
franchise, the Fentys pay dearly to cover 
themselves and their two full-time employ- 
ees under the Washington-area Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield health plan. Just recent- 
ly Blue Cross gave notice that Fleet Feet’s 
premium would be increased 28 percent, 
bringing their monthly payment to $1800. 
So the Fentys were outraged to read in 
the Washington Post that Blue Cross had 
raised rates partly because of some $100 
million in losses from various for-profit 
business ventures, many unconnected to 
medical coverage. For example, one of its 
subsidiaries reportedly now owns Cape 
Cod beachfront property and a rock-and- 
roll recording studio on a 145-acre New 
England farm — the unintended result of 
having loaned $11.1 million to a student

portfolio significantly different from the in- 
dustry norm,” the report noted. 

¢ Ailing insurers. The number of 
life/health-insurer insolvencies tripled dur- 
ing the 1980s, “and this trend appears to 
be continuing,” the US General Account- 
ing Office (GAO) concluded in a recent 
report. And nationwide, 14 of the 72 
health plans run by Blue Cross, the coun- 
try’s largest health insurer with 94 million 
policyholders, are in “weak” or “very 
weak” financial condition, according to an 
independent analysis. 

* Policyholders stuck. In addition to 
facing higher rates or cancellation, policy- 
holders may be saddled with unpaid medi- 
cal claims because the system of state 
“guaranty funds” designed to clean up af- 
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ter insurance-company failures is full of 
holes, according to the GAO. And with 
rare exception, the guaranty funds do not 
cover Blue Cross policyholders, members 
of health-maintenance organizations 
(HMOs), or employees of self-insured 
businesses — more than 120 million poli- 
cyholders. 

The health-insurance industry insists 
that it’s financially stable on the whole, ar- 
guing that most of the 1500 medical un- 
derwriters in business today are healthy 
and that fraudulent operators are rare. 
And executives with the nation’s largest 
health insurers reject the notion that in- 
vestment losses have harmed policyhold- 
ers. “Absolutely nothing else contributes to 
[the health-insurance crisis] other than. . . 
the explosion in health-care costs,” says 
John Maginn, chief investment officer at 
Mutual of Omaha, the nation’s premier 
underwriter of individual health plans. 

But logic dictates that when an insur- 
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ance company’s overall financial picture is 
weakened by investment losses, it leaves 
less room to hold back rate hikes or keep 
risky policyholders. “Everything that af- 
fects the bottom line” affects health poli- 
cies, says a National Association of Insur- 
ance Commissioners (NAIC) official. 

This is particularly true for Blue Cross 
plans and small health insurers operating 
near the margin, according to Robert 
Hunter, president of the National Insur- 
ance Consumers Organization (NICO), a 
leading industry watchdog. “If you’re al- 
ready having trouble, and then your in- 
vestments start to go bad, then it puts crit- 
ical pressure on you to get rid of people 
[and] raise rates,” Hunter says. 


The party’s over 

The health-insurance business is fairly 
straightforward. Companies take in premi- 
ums based on policyholders’ medical histo- 
ries, set aside reserves to cover expected 
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claims and “surplus” for unexpected claims, 
and keep a share for overhead and profit. 

Surplus and reserve accounts are invest- 
ed. Companies that sell several lines of in- 
surance — most health policies are sold by 
life-insurance companies, for example — 
typically sink their money into a mixture of 
investments of varied risk, maturity, and 
payoff. 

During the 1980s many insurance com- 
panies started selling financial services, 
competing with S&Ls, banks, and broker- 
ages to give customers top returns. This 
encouraged insurers to sink their assets 
into high-yield ventures. By the end of 
1990, the average life/health-insurance 
company had a quarter of its assets in 
junk bonds, real estate, and mortgage 
loans, according to A.M. Best, a firm that 
rates insurers. Life-insurance companies, 
in fact, held about 30 percent of the out- 
standing junk bonds, a separate 1990

analysis estimated. 

By then the roof was falling in. Between 
1988 and 1990 the junk-bond default rate 
(the portion rendered worthless) more 
than tripled, from three percent to 10 per- 
cent. The real-estate market also col- 
lapsed, littering the landscape with vacant 
office buildings, unfinished subdivisions, 
and unmet mortgage payments. The col- 
lapse in 1991 of two major life-insurance 
companies — Executive-Life of California 
and New York (because of junk-bond 
losses) and New Jersey’s Mutual Benefit 
Life (real-estate losses) — focused nation- 
al attention on the insurance industry’s in- 
vestment woes. But little attention was 
paid to the impact on health insurance, 
even though life insurers are the largest 
underwriters of health policies. 

For example, Travelers and CIGNA 
each reported reductions in health-division 
net income because of sharply devalued 
real-estate investments. A third of Travel- 
ers’ mortgage and real-estate holdings — 
$5.2 billion worth — were “underper- 
forming” as of last fall, while 6.3 percent 
of its investment portfolio was in junk 
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bonds. Aetna Life & Casualty posted an 18 
percent decline in net income overall for 
1991, largely due to commercial mortgage 
losses. Aetna had $1.5 billion in junk 
bonds and $1.6 billion in problem mort- 
gages last fall. 

Company officials deny that their health 
policyholders have been hurt as a result. 
But critics say the same investment strate- 
gies that helped to sink the S&L industry 
are playing an indirect role in the health- 
insurance crisis. “First they take our mon- 
ey with a false promise of safety,” Martin 
Weiss, a Palm Beach, Florida, financial ad- 
viser who analyzes the health-insurance

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industry, says. “Then they invest it in junk 
bonds and speculative real estate, and now 
they’re trying to make us, the consumers, 
pay for their blunders.” 


E.F. Hutton spoke 

Although Blue Cross health plans are 
nonprofits, many still couldn’t resist the 
go-go investment game. 

One eager participant was Blue Cross of 
West Virginia. In early 1987, Shearson 
Lehman Brothers, the big Manhattan bro- 
kerage house, and E.F. Hutton, the finan- 
cial adviser, offered to loan the Blue Cross 
nt ais million to buy scale US Trea- 
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sury bonds on credit and make futures and 
options trades at the Chicago commodities 
exchanges, according to a pending lawsuit 
filed in state court by the West Virginia in- 
surance commission. 

Convinced, the Blue Cross plan bought 
the Treasury bonds and over the next 10 
months undertook a frenzy of high-risk | 
commodities trades, at times making a 
dozen or more transactions a day. It | 
stopped only after it had lost $2.3 million 
— plus $150,000 it had paid Shearson 
and Hutton for their financial services. 
Shearson Lehman (which later acquired 
Hutton) refused to comment for this arti- 
cle. 

Partly because of its losing investments, 
West Virginia Blue Cross became the first 
in the Blues network to collapse, stranding 
51,000 policyholders with unpaid medical 
claims and others with reduced or can- 
celed coverage. Local doctors have defied 
court orders and ignored pleas from state 
Officials not to dun patients. Some policy- 
holders’ credit ratings have been ruined. 
One medical group with $114,000 in un- 
paid claims reportedly insists that patients 
needing non-emergency surgery pay half 
their bill in advance. “I lost a total of over 
$23,000 myself,” one policyholder told

company simply go bankrupt and leave 
over $41 million worth of claims unpaid?” 

West Virginia Blue Cross also hemor- 
rhaged an undetermined sum of money 
through a number of for-profit sub- 
sidiaries and affiliates, some of which were 
set up for the personal gain .of the health 
plan’s executives, a subcommittee chaired 
by Senator Sam Nunn (D-Georgia) found 
in a 1992 probe. An offshoot of one sub- 
sidiary set up to invest in real-estate and 
travel agencies sold computer equipment 
back to the health plan at mark-ups of 80 
percent to 130 percent, the state insurance 
commissioner found later. 

Nationwide, many Blue Cross plans have 
financed the creation of for-profit ventures, 
some health-related and some not, in an 
effort to earn extra money to hold down 
premiums. The Blue Cross national associ- 
ation in Chicago defends this practice and 





argues that subsidiaries altogether cleared 
some $195 million in profits in 1991 (al- 
though a Blue Cross spokesperson could 








not say how it affected premiums). 

But the Nunn subcommittee’s ongoing 
probe of the Blues has revealed a “tenden- 
cy ... to devote inordinate amounts of 
time, monies, and resources on sub- 
sidiaries not directly related to their prima- 
ry task of providing low-cost, quality 
health-care coverage,” a staff report notes. 
For example: 

* Washington, DC’s Blue Cross plan 
operated 45 subsidiaries, including a 
group of far-flung companies that provid- 


| ed tourist services such as evacuating ill 
travelers, finding lost luggage, and selling 
| trip-interruption insurance. It lost $32 


million; the health plan was close to failing 
when a neighboring Virginia plan agreed 
to take it over. 

* The Maryland plan is in trouble partly 
because of $120 million in subsidiary loss- 


| es. One subsidiary did make money: in 


1989 (the same year health premiums rose 
more than 25 percent), the health plan in- 
vested $14.7 million to set up BCBSM Fi- 
nance, which bought and sold stock. Be- 
fore shutting down in December, BCBSM 
Finance cleared $500,000 in profits — 
but that was far less than the $2.4 million 
it could have cleared had the $14.7 million 
been sunk into a passbook savings account 
paying four percent interest. 


Brando’s life mask 
It’s not always risky ventures that hurt 
health policyholders. According to indus- 
try studies, alleged internal fraud has 
played a noticeable role in the rash of in- 
surance-company insolvencies. 

Consider allegations involving George 
Washington Life of West Virginia, a $40 
million commercial life/health insurer that 
state regulators seized more than two 
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years ago. Regulators charge that John 
Wilbur, of Jacksonville, Florida, and other 
executives of the insurer and its parent 
company skimmed $14 million in premi- 
ums from George Washington for their 
private enrichment and conspired to mis- 
lead examiners about their activities. 

“GW Life’s money and assets were sys- 
tematically looted . . . from 1981 through 
at least 1991,” West Virginia’s insurance 
commissioner charged in a $45 million 
fraud-and-civil-racketeering lawsuit filed 
in September. Wilbur did not respond to 
requests for comment. 

That’s nothing compared to what 
emerged from the rubble left by the col- 
lapse of World Life and Health of Pennsyl- 
vania in 1991. It was licensed to sell 
health, life, and accident insurance in 18 
states, had 64,000 policyholders — and 
will cost $28 million to clean up. Here’s 
what Senate staff investigators and state 
regulators found: 

Some of World Life’s policyholders ac- 
tually were covered by two re-insurance 
companies whose principal assets were

laughably bogus. Among them were so- 
called “treasury bills” issued by something 
called “Sovereign Cherokee Nation Tejas.” 
State regulators contacted the purported 
Indian tribe’s office in Atlanta to check out 
the treasury bills. They wound up speaking 
with the treasurer, who called himself 
“Wise Otter” and spoke with a pro- 
nounced British accent. 

Wise Otter turned out to be Dallas 
Bessant, a British citizen and owner of 
the two companies. “Cherokee Nation 
Tejas is neither sovereign, Cherokee, nor 
a nation,” Nunn subcommittee investiga- 
tors later reported. “It is a sham, run by 
a group of ‘white’ or ‘Anglo’ Americans 
for the sole purpose of financial self-en- 
richment.” 


A question of trust 

Sensing that change is inevitable, the in- 
surance industry recently softened its op- 
position to any major reform of the health- 
care system. The Health Insurance Associ- 
ation of America has endorsed a plan in 
which the government would require em- 
ployers to buy a standard employee health- 
insurance package, and would tax more- 
generous health benefits. “[F]orcing some 
employers to buy your product seems a 
helluva lot better than having your indus- 
try shut down by the government,” a Na- 
tional Journal columnist noted. 

But given the industry’s stewardship of 
scarce medical resources, many people 
have a gut-level distrust of any health- 
care-reform plan that leaves insurance 
companies in control. ’ 

“If they decide to change and not con- 
centrate on profits but on people’s health, 
then it’s possible I could trust them,” says 
Jan Fenty, the small-business owner from 
Washington, DC. “But for the past 12 
years everybody had license to go crazy 
and forget the average person.”

A quirky new 
collection at MIT 


arren Seamans’s desk is covered with 
books and papers about holography. A 
nearby table is stacked with holography 
journals. These days, Seamans couldn’t 
be blamed if he sees holograms everywhere he looks. As 
director of the MIT Museum — which recently bought 
the largest collection of artistic and technical hologra- 
phy in the world — Seamans spends much of his time 
immersed in a crash course on the ethereal science. 

The quirky little Museum of Holography, founded in 








Manhattan in 1976, once drew 60,000 visitors a year. 
But that wasn’t enough to pay the bills, and the museum 
went bankrupt last year. Since MIT’s Spatial Imaging 
Group has done ground-breaking work in the relatively 
young science, and since the MIT Museum already has a 
small exhibit of holograms, Seamans was determined to 
bring the impressive holographic trove to Cambridge. 

Holograms are more than just pretty, three-dimen- 
sional-looking images on stamps and CDs. When holog- 
raphy was developed, in the early 1960s, it was intended 
to have laboratory applications. Today, there are a variety 
of medical, scientific, and design uses for holography, 

one of the most 

common being the 

testing for imperfec- 

tions in aircraft tires. 

Holographic 

technology has 

everyday uses, too. Look at your credit card. Most 

have a small holographic imprint on the face as a safe- 

guard against counterfeiting. And the optical scanners 

built into supermarket check-out counters use holo- 
graphic technology for reading bar codes. 

So it’s only natural that MIT would become home to 
the museum celebrating this technology. But getting the 
collection wasn’t as simple as flying to New York and 
writing a check. Seamans initially thought the entire col- 
lection could be acquired for $60,000, but a bankruptcy 
clerk ordered that it be put up for public auction. 

The museum director grew skeptical. Seamans feared 
that the collection would command as much as 
$300,000, or that it might be broken up and sold as indi- 
vidual pieces. 

He began searching for cash to fund MIT’s bid, and 
the donors lined up in a hurry. A former MIT presi- 
dent put up $70,000. A benefactor from Pennsylvania 
offered a blank check. “A lot of people wanted to keep 
this collection together,” Seamans says. 

On the weekend of the auction, Seamans, along 
with an MIT attorney and Stephen Benton, director of 
MIT’s Spatial Imaging Group and a pioneer in holog- 
raphy, made the trip to New York. “There was a sense 
in the audience that MIT was serious,” says Seamans. 
“But there was always a chance that a Japanese or 
German collector would come in saying they’d pay 
whatever it took.” : 

The auction lasted seven hours. Toward the end of 
the day, a rumor surfaced among the 150 or 200 bid- 
ders that an Englishman had made a large offer. In the 
end, however, MIT’s bid of $180,000 proved enough 
to take home the entire collection. 

“Not only did we get the collection, but we got the 
responsibility of maintaining the museum,” says 
Seamans.

Seamans takes a blue three-ring binder 
which he found in one of the boxes and opens it to

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caretaker.

Boston needs to reboot and power up

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“T hate it there,” agreed Dinosaur Jr.’s J Mascis, who was 
conducting the interview. 

“So do I,” Dando said. 

The exchange inspired a mini-stir back in the Hub. The 
Herald’s Inside Track reprinted part of the Ray Gun inter- 
view, and blasted Dando as an ingrate and a bonehead. 
Dando later claimed he was taken out of context, and that 
he meant no disrespect to the city that helped launch his 
career (see interview with Evan Dando in this week’s Arts 
section). 

It would be difficult to take his words as anything but a 
whack in the city’s chops. Whatever he meant, his words 
resonated — and powerfully — with young people about 
Boston, which was once considered one of America’s pre- 
eminent youth playgrounds. 

That truth is reflected in a growing legion of young peo- 
ple draining out of-Boston and heading for modern youth 
magnets like Austin, San Francisco, and Seattle; and in a 
swelling throng of disaffected young Bostonians left behind. 

Once upon a time, Boston was considered the ideal place 
to postpone adulthood. Kids would flock here for college, 
stay here, or travel Hubward afterwards. It was a great col- 
lege town, and, in some respects, it still is — there are 
250,000 students here, and they couldn’t all be wrong. But 
though the Hub may still be a fine place to get an education, 
there’s a growing consensus that it’s not such a great place 
to be young anymore. You can characterize the relation- 
ships of many young Bostonians to their city today as luke- 
warm on good days, downright hostile in rotten weather. 

“I couldn’t agree more,” says Sara Weiss, after hearing 
Dando’s crack. She’s a 23-year-old Chicago native 
hunched over a late liquid lunch at the Other Side Café. “I 
can’t wait to get out of here.” 

Weiss doesn’t blame the bad weather or the bad econo- 
my — though they’re both certainly part of the larger 
equation. She doesn’t cite the fact that bars and clubs 
close at two, or that the T stops running at 12:30 a.m. 
None of those things are new, but her sentiment is. And 
she’s not alone — the friction seems to run deep. 

“I’ve never been so happy to leave a place in my whole 
life,” says Bruce Henderson, a former manager of the 
Heretix, and of Axis and 29 Newbury, who spent 16 years 
in Boston before moving to New York. “For people in 
their 20s and early 30s, Boston’s social landscape has be- 
come totally disenfranchising. There’s nothing left for a 
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lot of us up 
there. Most of 

my old friends 

are either in other 

cities, or they’re trying to 
escape from Boston.” 

That dynamic portends a double 
whammy of bad tidings for Boston’s once- 
extraordinary youth culture: a draining of the Hub’s most 
vibrant lights coupled with a cadre of malcontents brood- 
ing in their wake.

“Why do I live here? Because we have a two-year lease.” 
— anonymous Bostonian quoted in the Boston edition of 
Monk, a youth travel magazine. 


An aging club-rat stumbles around the perimeter of the 
Middle East Café basement and settles across the counter 
from a bartender named Jessica Victor: “What do Fred 
Flintstone and Saddam Hussein have in common?” he 
slurs. The guy’s a pretty benign drunk, but when Victor 
doesn’t answer, his townie twang takes on a desperate edge. 

“C’mon, what do Fred Flintstone and Saddam Hussein 
have in common?” 

“I give up.” 

“Whenever they look out the window, they both see rub- 
ble,” he says, giggling as he staggers off. 

Left to sponge the empty bar, Victor smiles and shakes 
her head. She’ll be leaving soon, too. For Austin, Texas, 
where she plans to open a club of her own. It’s warm 
down there, there’s plenty to do, the people are nice. Vic- 
tor won’t miss Boston, either. In her estimation, the de- 
parted sot is a metaphor for the city. Aging. Boring. Chip 
on its shoulder. Past its prime. “These are lean years for 
Boston,” she says. “I need to get out of here.” 

Too bad. Jessica Victor represents the kind of vibrancy 
the city used to attract. She’s young (25), hip, friendly — 
the kind of person who makes a youth culture. Pours a 
good drink, too. 

But as soon as she gets some money together, it’s later 
Boston, hello Austin. The exodus continues. And Boston 
keeps getting older. 

According to 1990 census data from the Boston Redevel- 
opment Authority, the number of people aged 15 to 24 in the 
city decreased by 14.4 percent during the 1980s. But at the 
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same time, 
the number 
of people 
aged 35 to 44 
jumped by a 
remarkable 
47.4 percent. 

Other indicators, too, suggest there’s a youth drain afoot. 
A spokeswoman for U-Haul International Movers reports a 
seven percent and 9.9 percent increase in vans leaving the 
metropolitan Boston area over their last two years, respec- 
tively (U-Haul typically rents to people under age 35). 

Anecdotal evidence renders the same verdict. “If anyone 
else moves out to San Francisco, the place is going to fall 
in the ocean,” says Barry Hite, the production manager at 
Axis and Venus de Milo, who says he personally knows 50 
people who have fled Boston for the City by the Bay in the 
last two years alone. 

San Francisco represents today’s hot new American 
youth city, just as Boston holds down the other end of the 
spectrum. These things run in cycles, and it’s a good bet 
that the Hub will regain hotbed status one day — proba- 
bly when the economy turns around. No one can under- 
estimate the role of good weather, good jobs, and cheap 
housing in attracting a youth culture, and today’s Boston 
certainly falls short of perfection on all three counts. 

But jobs, weather, and plentiful apartments aren’t the 
only criteria for a good youth city. Seattle is thriving as a 
youth destination despite its rotten weather. And the 
Northern California economy has lagged for years, but that 
hasn’t stemmed San Francisco’s youth swarm. What these 
cities might lack in sunshine and employment, they com- 
pensate for in sensibility, embodying liberal values held 
dear by many young people today — tolerance, “niceness,” 
inclusiveness, and racial diversity. Boston lags behind the 
curve in these categories, too. And the city’s charm, though 
considerable, no longer seems to offset its social ills. 

“I don’t blame the youth of Boston for being disenchant- 
ed,” says Tim Harris, the director of Boston Jobs with 
Peace, and a native of South Dakota. “It’s become a very 
cold city, a very rude city, and a very racist city.” 

Boston has long suffered with the cold-rude-and-racist 
rap. But in days gone by, the city’s young corps of ideal- 
ists seemed formidable enough to buffer the sting. They 
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didn’t completely offset the 

city’s intrinsic harshnesses, its 

bitter weather, its lack of park- 

ing, its morons in the Fenway 

bleachers, or the fact that a lot of 

people’s idea of radical multi-cul- 

turalism in Boston was a bunch of 

Irish and Italian guys playing pick- 

up hoops. But we were all in this together, which at least 
made Boston’s backwater qualities easier to suffer. 

Today, a common theory posits that Boston’s youth cul- 
ture is not as cohesive as it once was. It’s become more a 
city of youth enclaves than a city with a united youth 
front, and that earlier feeling of solidarity is more elusive. 
Consider the local club scene. Boston has opened and 
closed many clubs over the years, but the tapestry seems 
to have fragmented over time, creating smaller “sub- 
scenes” that are increasingly isolated from one another. 

“It seems like every club has its own regulars, and every 
band has its own specialized listenership,” says Jeff Mar- 
shall, the founder of Boston’s Monolyth entertainment. It 
used to be, he says, a “giant roving musical party” would 
crusade around town bent on a good time. “It seemed like a 
much more inclusive bunch of people,” says Marshall. 

Michael Byrne, a 25-year-old guitar player who fled Bos- 
ton for San Francisco, distinguishes the two scenes this 
way: “In San Francisco, you’ll see a bunch of ravers at a 
rock-and-roll show, and a bunch of hippies at a rave, or at a 
gay street fair. The Boston scene is much more segregated. 
You’d never see a raver in the Rat watching the Heretix.” 

“Instead of a cross-section, now the townies go to 
places like Narcissus; the Euro-trendy crowd goes to 29 
Newbury, Axis, and M-80; and the college crowd has their 
own bars,” adds Bruce Henderson. In addition, niche-free 
places like Cambridge’s Middle East Café and the Green 
Street Grill remain few and far between. These are price- 
less joints, Henderson says, that “attract your basic Amer- 
ican, urban dwellers, people who are a little artsy, who live 
day to day, and who just want to have a good time.” 

You see people like that ali over New York. “I used to 
be one of them in Boston,” he says. “But it got to a point 
where there was no place for me in Boston.” 

So he moved to New York.

Music, perhaps more than anything else, defines a city’s 
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youth identity — 
and most would 

SSS ee ee ee ee ee agree that today’s 

local-music scene doesn’t 
hold a drumstick to the glory days of yore. 

In the late 1960s, the folk scene in Boston and Cam- 
bridge represented the centerpiece of the local countercul- 
ture. In the 1970s, Boston rockers like the J. Geils Band, 
Aerosmith, Boston, and the Cars exploded onto the na- 
tional stage. And in the early and middle 1980s, a wave of 
Boston garage bands like Human Sexual Response, and 
dancier pop bands like ’Til Tuesday and O-Positive, were 
all signed to national labels. 

“But when the ’80s bands didn’t really take off national- 
ly, the whole local scene started to dip,” says Jeff Marshall. 

“There’s been a longstanding enigma in Boston,” says 
Peter Wolf, late of the J. Geils Band, still of Boston. 
“Bands who tend to do well tend to leave. I don’t know 
what it is, but it makes it hard to keep anything going.” 

Wolf and others have observed a slight musical resur- 
gence of late, with the success of local acts like the 
Lemonheads, the Bosstones, and Juliana Hatfield. Recent- 5 
ly, several local bands have either been signed or re-signed § 
to major labels — among those, Orangutang, Gigolo I 
Aunts, Stomp Box, and Aimee Mann. And the folk scene i 
remains first-rate. But it’s become increasingly difficult, g 
Wolf says, for a city to carve out a regional identity. “MTV 5 
has nationalized music to a point where you can dilute the I 
pride a band takes in its hometown,” he says. : 

True enough, and it may account for this “New Kid- 
ization” of Boston, and the attendant disgrace it’s brought 4 
upon the city’s musical reputation. But cities like Seattle § 
and Athens, Georgia, have managed to subvert the satellite # 
era and forge their own musical personalities in recent 
years. Sure, it helps to lay claim to such hot tickets as Nir- 5 
vana and Pearl Jam (Seattle), and R.E.M. and the B-52’s § 
(Athens). But beyond marquee names, a vibrant, cohesive ! 
club population can itself define a youth “scene.” 

Anthony DeCurtis, a senior editor at Rolling Stone mag- 
azine, lived in Athens when R.E.M. and the B-52’s were § 
first happening in the late 1970s and early 1980s. “Athens # 
was this sleepy little town,” he says. “Except that there was 
a steady corps of 500 disaffected, music-loving bohemians 4 
going out to clubs and to each other’s parties. And that §

was our scene.”

A 1969 report in the Boston Globe 
called the Hub one of the pre-eminent 
“pot cities” in America. Hearing this, Jim 
“The Mad Monk” Crotty bursts out laugh- 
ing. “If Boston used to be a pot city, then 
it’s an ice-cream city now,” he says. 

Crotty is something of an expert on 
American youth cities. He’s publishes 
Monk, a travel magazine which purports to 
weed out the hip, the offbeat, and the ec- 
centric each town has to offer. For a few 
months last winter, Crotty and fellow 
Monk Michael Lane parked their mobile 
home in the Hub and immersed them- 
selves in the local youth culture. 

Now plunked down in Arkansas, Crotty 
says he enjoyed his stay in Boston just 
fine. But he sensed a sick metropolis, one 
that’s been bled of it’s essential character 
over time. “You get a sense from talking to 
people that Boston used to be this perfect 
place to be young,” he says. “There was a 
time when young people controlled the 
city and made it the hippest, most progres- 
sive place on the planet.” Harvard Square 
in the ’60s, he says, was the archetype for 
a thriving youth culture. 

Yes, it’s always tempting to pine for the 
past, but things have changed, especially 
the people. Boston used to attract a lot of 
activist, idealistic young students who, at 
one time, would graduate and settle down 
in such liberal meccas as Cambridge and 
Jamaica Plain. Today, Massachusetts liber- 
alism has been discredited nationally, the 
hot environmental battles are being fought 
out West, and it seems Boston’s zucchini- 
eating population has shrunk in accor- 
dance. 

Of course, politics aren’t the only force 
driving them away: only trust-fund babies 
can afford Harvard Square; Central 
Square has become increasingly unsafe 
(close to 60 percent of all Cambridge 
street robberies are perpetrated within a 
half-mile of it), and Jamaica Plain has 
grown increasingly poor (close to 40 per- 
cent of the JP neighborhood population 
lives in poverty). All things considered, to- 
day’s young idealists are more inclined to

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Being a college town, Boston will always 
comprise a mix of idiotic frat-heads as well 
as creative types. “You find a greater range 
between the brilliant and the boneheads in 
Boston,” says Crotty. Lately, though, bal- 
ance seems to have tipped to the bone- 
heads. 

Worse, Boston’s new youth has become 
boring. To describe the typical young per- 
son he met in the Hub, Crotty deploys 


| words like “safe” and “haughty,” and 


phrases like “status quo” and “people who 
play by the rules.” They’ve bought into 
what Monk characterizes as Boston’s in- 
sidious invasion “by mimes, jugglers, ice- 
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cream shops, and suburban-style stores 
filled with high-end cute, low-end cute, 
and horrifically cute merchandise.” 

In short, today’s Boston has something 
of an authenticity gap. Even the city’s 
newest hot-spots seem like pale imitations 
of the real thing. The Other Side Café, for 
instance, has contributed much to the 
city’s youth terrain, but it’s hard not to 
dismiss it as an overly self-conscious 
grunge museum. It might seem original by 
Boston standards, but the place is Seattle 
all the way. 

Today, the Harvard Square skate punks 
probably represent the most visibly inge- 
nious strain of the local youth culture. But 
most of them are still in high school.

America’s youth has been struggling to 
define itself for some time. It hasn’t been 
easy. This is a post-Boomer set — for 
our purposes, let’s say they’re people be- 
tween 18 and 29 — that fancies itself ne- 
glected, cynical, and hasn’t really sum- 
moned the imagination to leave much of 
a mark. 

But whatever the post-Boomers are do- 
ing, they aren’t doing it in Boston — at 
least not as intensely as they are elsewhere. 
Rave, the neo-psychedelic, all-night ware- 
house dance scene that originated in Lon- 
don, hit LA three years ago, has taken hold 
in San Francisco, but has barely begun to 
wend its way eastward. The grunge scene 
exists in Boston, but it’s less outlaw and 
more institutionalized than it is in cities 
like Seattle — and the national rage is 
about to wash out. (Monk’s Seattle issue, 
due out soon, is entitled “The Death of 
Grunge.”) 

No one seems more aware of local cul- 
tural sluggishness than the young people 
of Boston. “People in Boston are always 
complaining about how horrible it is, how 
they’re going to move,” says Michael 
Byrne. “The attitude feeds on itself, and 
takes on a life of its own.” 

That’s a pretty sad statement. At one 
point, after all, the Boston youth scene 
made its own fun, provided its own re- 
demption. It was never enough to be just a 
good college town. Boston aspired to be 
the Youth Athens of America, and it en- 
gendered in young people a sense of 
both pride and higher purpose — the 
kinds of sentiments you now find in other 
cities. 

“If you really like where you’re living, 
you’re more likely to make things hap- 


' pen,” says Byrne. “Young people in San 


Francisco swear by the place, and it does 
make a difference.” You hear the same 
thing about the youth of Seattle and Man- 
hattan. Young New Yorkers can bitch with 
the best of them, but they also share a kind 
of arrogant civic pride over surviving to- 
gether in Fun City. 

Civic pride breeds a sense of a common 
goal. And you can characterize the goal of 
many young people in Boston today as a 
yearning to get out of town, or be left be- 
hind as a self-styled school of big fish 
idling in a small, familiar pond. They re- 
sent their home as a kind of youth Par- 
adise Lost. They linger, bored, marking 
time, contemplating life in some mythic 
Other Place. g

Best of Boston Awards. 
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Is there life after Ta Chien II?

know that some readers have 

come to suspect that I love Chi- 

nese food so much I would never 

pan a Chinese restaurant. I’m 

afraid we’re going to dispel that 
impression right here. The Taiwan isn’t 
a horrid restaurant, but it’s no longer on 
a par with its neighbors, such as the ex- 
cellent Chef Chang’s House. 

A bit of history. This building used to 
house Ta Chien II (after earlier incarna- 
tions as a bank and an ice-cream parlor). 
Ta Chien I, in Harvard Square, was a 
rather good Mandarin-Szechuan restau- 
rant. It was owned by a family of Tai- 
wanese diplomats, including a contro- 
versial embassy officer who reportedly 
monitored the political activities of Tai- 
wanese students. The restaurant was 
named for the modern painter Tsung 
Ta-Chien, the “Chinese Picasso” who in- 
spired the well-known Szechuan dish, 
Ta-Chien chigken. 

Ta Chien II was a very decent Man- 
darin-Szechuan restaurant, a useful 
overflow choice. Then, the name 
changed, along with a 
sign mentioning new 
management. But a year 
or more later, the man- 
agement continued to use 
the old restaurant menu 
and stationery, and said 
they merely changed the 
name to avoid confusion 
after the Harvard Square 
branch was closed. The 
current take-out menu 
says “(Ta Chien d/b/a) 
Taiwan Restaurant.” 

Unfortunately, the food 
has changed, both toward 
a Taiwanese style, with 
more batter-fried compo- 
nents, and just for the 
worse. A recent dinner 
has taken the Taiwan 
restaurant off my list. 

Standard appetizers 
were acceptable, if expen- 
sive, and one might still 
bring children to the Tai- 
wan for barbecued spare- 
ribs ($5.80), Peking ravioli ($4), or 
crispy chicken wings ($4.80). The last of 
these were 11 segments, not quite 
crispy, but pleasantly fried with a hint of 
five-spice. The six Peking ravioli also 
had a touch of five-spice powder in the 
filling, and were otherwise typical of 
their breed. The six spareribs were better 
than typical, juicy, and crisp at the 
edges. 

But the Ta Chien shrimp ($9.80) 
shows what has happened to this restau- 
rant. The original Ta Chien chicken was 
a colorful, spicy stir-fry of chicken 
chunks, red and green peppers, and 
sometimes carrot rounds and mush- 
rooms — the palette of a Gauguin. The 
Taiwan has now breaded and fried the 
shrimp, put them in a sweet-and-sour 
sauce with some hot pepper to the finish, 
and surrounded them with a ring of raw- 
ish broccoli florets. It’s not a_horrible 
dish, but it’s not the Ta Chien style we 
expect, and it’s just like a lot of dishes 
(General Gau’s chicken, crispy orange 
beef) in the lesser suburban restaurants 
these days. Battered and fried. Of which 
the menu has no warning but the code 
word “crispy.” 

Garnishes are big in Taiwan — and at 
the Taiwan — so this dish had red bell- 
pepper rings and a large stylized bird 
carved out of daikon. But you don’t eat 
those. 

“Steam salmon with pea pods”

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to conceal slight deterioration of the 
pink fish. The white sauce and Western 
onions added nothing, though the sliced 
pea pods and scallions did. Mala delights 
($12.80) also had some funky seafood in 
the mix, probably the sea scallops. I liked 
the medium shrimp and the squid, 
scored with “dragon” scales. “Mala” im- 
plies pepper sauce, and this is a hot 
brown sauce. Again Western onions are 
a buzz-kill vegetable. 

Commendably, Taiwan has stuck a 
fixed price on its lobster dishes, and it is 
the magic $12.80 once again. We tried 
lobster and pea pods with meat sauce 
($12.80) and the traditional “lobster 
Cantonese,” and found the hacked-up 
pieces of lobster, again, breaded and 
stir-fried, with ginger and scallion 
shreds, as well as ground pork. The 
restaurant will likely respond to price 
changes by using lobsters of different 
sizes. The pieces we had might have 
added up to a fully-abled “chicken” 
lobster. 

Vegetarian lo mein ($5.40) was mostly 
a bovine mixture of sprouts and spaghet- 
ti. Moo shi chicken ($6.40) had a smoky 
tang of the wok, but canned mushrooms 
where tradition calls for 
more tree-ear fungi among 
the cabbage and shredded 
chicken. The four pan- 
cakes and dish of hoisin 
arrived in good order. 

The Taiwan has nothing 
special for dessert, but my 
fortune cookie said, “You 
have a reputation for hon- 
esty and straightforward- 
ness.” Too bad. 

The building has always 
been set up in rooms that 
are too large and too loud 
for real comfort. Smoke is 
hard to control. There is 
now more kitschy Chinese 
decor than I remember 
from previous visits. A 
full-liquor license enables 
the Taiwan to sell rum 
concoctions in ceramic 
human skulls. I don’t 
know what license you 
need to sell people the 
skull-cups, but they have 
that one, too. 


” 

Since we have some space left, I might 
as well unload some more poison before 
it corrodes my notebook. La Casa de Los 
Mariscos, at the Arbor House Restau- 
rant, 131 Morton Street, in Jamaica 
Plain, is the kind of place I love to dis- 
cover and praise: a chef from Spain, 
servers from South America, attempting 
the famous seafood dishes of Spain in a 
much-converted Howard Johnson’s on 
one of Boston’s more peaceful racial 
frontiers. I love the genre, I love the sto- 
ry, I live close enough to use a place like 
this. 

But I didn’t love the food. Actually I 
liked the fried-squid appetizer, "and you 
could have that with some beers while 
waiting for the Latin disco to come on. 
But when I tried the holdover American 
menu of fried seafood, it was mediocre, 
down with the weakest No-Name clones. 
Chowders assembled from cans, steam- 
table vegetables, sub rolls, foil-baked 
potatoes — an anthology of North 
American seafood errors that wouldn’t 
play in Kansas. 

On a return visit exclusively for the 
zarzuela ($15.95), the paella marinera 
($15.95), all that jazz — well, you could 
make better at home out of the Time- 
Life cookbook. In the inland capitals of 
Latin America there are Spanish seafood 
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The Chocolate Box 


Chocolate in the morning? The marriage sounds about as plausible as 
Liz Taylor’s next. But keep reading anyway. 

The Chocolate Box, a four-year-old cocoa haven located between Har- 
vard and Porter Square, on Mass Ave, isn’t just for chocoholics anymore. 
It is like a smaller, Cambridge-based version of JP’s better-known morn- 
ing fortress, Today’s Bread bakery. The Chocolate Box serves some of the 
best coffee and pastries you’ll find in the area, and makes for one of the 
best sit-’n’-linger venues anywhere in the People’s Republic. 

I spent a recent and heavenly Wednesday morning at the Chocolate 
Box, devouring the morning paper and a fresh-baked corn muffin filled 
with fresh raspberry jam (90 cents). The muffin tasted great (better than 


the paper), as did my low-fat pieces of banana bread and pumpkin bread 
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(90 cents each) and my 
frothily correct cup of cap- 
puccino ($1.75). 

Yes, I ate a lot, but I stayed 
for a while, soaked up the ambience (amid a quiet throng of New York 
Times-reading regulars), and headed off for work with lower blood pres- 
sure (if not lower cholesterol) than when I came in. A sweet morning all 
around. 

The Chocolate Box, located at 1768 Mass Ave, in Cambridge, is open 
Monday through Thursgay from 8:30 a.m. to 10 p.m., on Friday and 
Saturday from 8:30 a.m. to 11 p.m., and on Sunday from 11 a.m. to 10 
p.m. Call 868-7575.

WGBH’s new pledge 


Over the past few weeks, listeners to WGBH Radio 
89.7 FM have doubtless been delighted to hear spo- 
radic and brief on-air messages promise that the station 
is currently abstaining from those dreadful pledge-drive 
interruptions that drive otherwise loyal fans to "CRB or 
*BUR. ’GBH managers are hoping that their experi- 
ment with fundraising reminders, in lieu of begging, 
will become the on-air fundraising method. No doubt, 
public-TV and radio-station managers everywhere are 
eagerly watching. 

The station’s listener-money goal for this fiscal year 
(August ’92 to August ’93) is about $400,000. This in- 
terruption-free experiment began in January, when 
about $250,000 remained to be raised. The station also 
has a goal of about 1000 new members. Roberta Mac- 


ment (read: fundraising), 
hasn’t determined yet whether 
the experiment is working. By 
May or June, she’ll be able to decide whether the inter- 
ruption-free policy should continue through August. 

But why mess with what works? However damnable 
they are, "GBH’s pledge drives have kept its radio and 
TV stations in flower. MacCarthy says the television 
folks once went without pledge drives for two years. It 
worked the first year but not the second: member con- 
tributions were up to snuff, but new membership num- 
bers went down. 

Nonetheless, MacCarthy explains that the radio sta- 
tion was driven to this expedient because of the force 
and volume of listener complaints about the pledge- 
drive interruptions. And she’s asking previously dis- 
gruntled listeners to respond with favorable letters and 
checks. She reads one recent listener note: “Some years 
ago, we made a pledge. It was not to send you one 
more cent until you ceased your tiresome fundraising.”

LA photos prove that seeing 
‘is sometimes disbelieving

on’t believe everything 
you read. Or see. In fact, 
don’t believe anything, 
because, as the current 
show at the DeCordova 
would have it, there is no proof. 

There was a time when photographs 
were considered documents; the image 
stood as incontrovertible evidence of the 
event. Today, we have airbrushing, we 
have electronic imaging — computers toy- 
ing with photographic images, erasing 
this, adding that. 

But artists like Robert Heinecken and 
| John Baldessari began questioning the 

truth of photographs back in the ’60s, long 
before the scanner was invented. The ex- 
hibit “Proof” traces the transition of soci- 
ety’s understanding of the photograph as 
document to the use of photography and 
the photographic process as art — and the 
accompanying breakdown of our belief not 
only in the authenticity of the image but, 
to an extent, in anything at all. 

This show is about our loss of inno- 
cence in the information age, and our in- 
creasingly cynical reliance upon image- 
making — that is, marketing and presen- 
tation, rather than information — to get a 
message across. Is it any wonder that this

approach to making art — unquestionably 
a forerunner to postmodernism — should 
come from that mecca of glorified image- 
making, Los Angeles? 

Questions of authenticity and meaning 
in art were nothing new in the ’60s. After 
all, Marcel Duchamp had turned a bicycle 
wheel into a piece of art back in 1913, and 
Andy Warhol was busy with his soup cans 
by 1962. So it was natural that the Los An- 
geles school’s cachet should come from the 
use of that LA-centric tool, the camera. 

Edward Ruscha worked in the material- 
ist spirit of Warhol, declaring that photog- 
raphy was “dead as a fine art; its only 
place is in the commercial world, for tech- 
nical and informational purposes.” He cre- 
ated books that were not art pieces but 
functional, mass-produced documents of 
banal, everyday existence. Twenty-six 
Gasoline Stations (1962) was one; so was 
Every Building on the Sunset Strip (1966), 
a minutely detailed and infinitely boring 
piece of work on view at the DeCordova. 
But then, Ruscha’s point was not to be in- 
teresting. It was to throw highbrow photo 
art off its high horse. And he succeeded. 

Much of the work in the show takes 
very simple steps to show how photogra- 
phy can be manipulated to express some- 
thing that may look real but isn’t. William 
Wegman’s 1970 piece nhoJ, for example, 
is an apparently straightforward black and 
white portrait of a man, perhaps a me- 
chanic or a repairman, with his name 
stitched on his shirt pocket — backwards. 
The reversing of John’s name is the only 
indication that this picture is not a strict 
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document, because the negative has been 
flipped. It’s so simple, and yet a reversal 
like this could turn the world upside down 
and most of us would never even notice. 

A photograph invests its subject with 
importance. If something is being docu- 
mented, it must be worth saving, right? 
Many artists here skewer that arbitrary 
sense of value by creating images of virtu- 
ally nothing, like Ruscha’s gas stations. 
Douglas Huebler’s Location Piece #1: 
New York — Los Angeles, 1969 is a series 
of 13 black and white photographs taken 
from the window of an airplane flying 
west, one image shot over each state the 
plane passed. Yet a cloud over Buffalo 
looks no different from a cloud over 
Cheyenne. Huebler has imposed a struc- 
ture, and a narrative, on something that 
has no meaning. For all we know, he took 
all these images flying over Germany. It’s

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disconcerting to be set up for Something 
Meaningful and then get nothing. 

Eleanor Antin’s 100 Boots series (1971- 
’73) of black and white postcards has the 
artist creating something “important” 
enough to document — but does that 
make it a document of reality? Antin took 
100 tall, dark boots and set them up in a 
variety of sites: on the Staten Island Ferry, 
at an oil field in California. The boots stand 
upright in a group like absent soldiers at 
attention, or snake around in a conga line. 
Each image is a comical sight, but you feel 
as displaced as the owners of the boots. 

Antin, Huebler, and Wegman all took 
their cues from John Baldessari, who made 
a point of turning on its head whatever frag- 
ile sense of order pictures impose. His 1972 
Aligning Balls is a series of photographs of a 
bouncing red ball, but they are not present- 
ed, as you would expect, with the borders of

Erik Levine’s minimalist 
sculptures say volumes

ERIK LEVINE. At the Worcester Art

here’s a motion detector 

hanging over Erik Levine’s 

Wheel Box sculpture at the 

Worcester Art Museum that 

lets loose a high-pitched 
beep if you get too close to the work. It’s a 
practical, necessary security measure: 
Levine’s large, geometric sculptures are so 
tactile and simple-looking that small chil- 
dren are inclined to climb on them. Many 
of the works, which are formed from ply- 
wood in amalgams of circles, boxes, cones, 
and triangles, have been precisely engi- 
neered to balance on a single point, and a 
curious child could end up pinned under a 
toppled sculpture. 

“I love kids,” Levine says with a shrug. 
“But not around my work.” He is a gruff, 
weary man in the process of setting up con- 
current exhibitions in Germany, France, 
New York, and Worcester; he’s just flown 
in from Paris. A former ballet dancer, 
Levine is preoccupied with the way volume 
occupies space, with physicality, and with 
motion — or the threat of motion. 

The pieces assembled for this small ex- 
hibition date back five years; they’re sam- 
ples of the kind of work that brought the 
sculptor acclaim in 1989, at the age of 29. 


Levine walks in the minimalist footsteps of 
Donald Judd and Richard Serra, but his 
work lacks the forbidding austerity of 
those artists; his sculpture has a playful, 
engaging quality that goes beyond the 
minimalist charter to carve volume out of 
space. Because he works on a human 
scale, his sculptures invite a dialogue with 
viewers. And because many of them bal- 
ance precariously, they create a sense of 
tension and danger that contradicts their 


otherwise platonically ideal forms. 
“There’s a one-on-one correlation be- 
tween the viewer and the sculpture, be- 
cause of their size,” Levine explains. “I 
think there’s an ambiguous, kinesthetic re- 
sponse to another thing that is the same 
size. It’s more of a confrontation. Smaller 
works you look down on. Architecture sub- 
sumes you. And people respond to the per- 
fect shapes, too. There’s a clear, immediate 
visceral reaction that bypasses the mind.” 
Levine approached each sculpture with 
the challenge of combining two forms into 
one. Wheel Box, for instance, has the top 
half of a circle of plywood encased in a 
rectangular box. The thick, wooden circle 
would just take a light push to get rolling; 
if it weren’t art, standing in the middle of a 
museum gallery, I’d have pushed it. But 
after a quarter rotation, the box would 
crash to the floor and all hints at motion 
would be banished. The tension would be 
dissipated; the work would look dead. 
Untitled (Cone with Semicircle) has a 
semicircle jutting from the base of a cone

tled (Cone with Semicircie) (1990) achieves a delicate balance. 


(like a shelf) as the cone balances sideways 
on the circumference of its base. Pencil 
lines run from the tip of the cone to the 
base, and each is dabbed with wood putty 
where Levine has put a staple gun to work. 
Streaks of epoxy run at a diagonal to the 
pencil lines and perpendicular to the floor. 
The semicircle, sticking out from the base 
and parallel to the floor, has lines of putty 
making ghostly ribs along the curved in- 
tersection between shelf and base. 

Another untitled piece merges a ply- 
wood triangular solid enclosed within a 
wheel so that the triangle’s vertices all in- 
tersect the circumference of the circle. 
Like Wheel Box, this piece could be set 
spinning with a little shove, though it gives 
the illusion of being more firmly planted 
because the base of the triangle is low and 
parallel to the floor. 

Each piece is elegantly crafted, with ply- 
wood curving at the intersection. of planes 
like a taut, smooth skin over an internal 
skeleton. All are unfinished, marked up 
with pencil lines, drips of epoxy, and dabs 
of wood putty. These scars of creation in- 
clude the viewer in the process, from con- 
ception to eternity. 

For Levine, the process is the art as 
much as the product, and it goes on after 
the sculpture has been made as each view- 
er responds to the work. “There’s an irony 
or paradox in the activity of making some- 
thing — thinking, working — and making 
objects that are a direct question. Why, or 
how, or what do they mean? Or what are 
they for?” 

Indeed, Levine’s sculptures verge on the 
functional; just ask kids who wander in to 
see them. The simple merging of shapes 
takes you beyond geometry and suggests 
usefulness: a semicircle could be a shelf, 
or a seat. The circle in Wheel Box immedi- 
ately takes on the function of a wheel; the 












cube becomes a box. Together, they could 
be a wheelbarrow — only they aren’t. The | 
sculptor continually undercuts our natural 
inclination to make sense of these simple 
building blocks. While our busy minds are 
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the images in alignment and the ball bounc- 
ing up and down. Instead, the balls in the 
photographs are placed along a single hori- 
zontal axis, and the pictures themselves, full 
of streets and houses and cars, bounce ir- 
regularly along the wall. 

In 1965, Robert Heinecken said that 
“the photograph is not a picture of some- 
thing but an object about something.” In- 
deed, in manipulating photographs into art, 
Heinecken and his colleagues may have 
been robbing the medium of its immediate 
power as factual image but investing it with 
a deeper power as truth. His Child Guid- 
ance Toys, executed in 1965, is a black and 
white film transparency of an ad mounted 
at a distance from the wall. In it, a boy 
aims a rifle at an electronic rifle range; be- 
yond the bull’s-eye is a small statue of John 
F. Kennedy in a rocking chair. Ultimately, 
the boy is aiming right at JFK’s head. The 
transparency takes on a ghostly, ominous 
quality that makes it an art object and not 
simply a picture; it also wrestles to the mat 
the concept that photography is a window 
on the world. Heinecken’s references to in- 
nocence and violence were before his time. 

Even 19th-century photography got no 
mercy from the Los Angeles artists. Llyn 
Foulkes painted over old, anonymous por- 
traits, cabinet cards, and cartes de visite of 
men stiff and posed and overdressed for 
their long-exposure photographs. Foulkes 
toys with these poor fellows; when you see 
someone looking so uncomfortable, it’s a 
natural impulse to want to tickle him. 

Geometry Teacher (1973) is a photo- 
graph that has been completely painted 
over; the image underneath is present only 
as an invisible soul that has been blotted 
and scratched out by the rules and propri- 
eties of the day. His jacket, white shirt, 
and cravat are painted figuratively, but the 
man’s face is a simple glob of flesh, with 
an equilateral triangle painted over it. A 
ruler frames the image. It’s as if the teach- 
er had fallen victim to the limiting facts of 
geometry, just as we have fallen victim to 
the facts of the photograph. 

Artists like Heinecken, Foulkes, and 
Ellen Brooks — whose Flats: One 
Through Eight (1970) is as much a sculp- 
ture as a photograph depicting a couple 
taking a roll in the astroturf — didn’t 
hang the concept of the photograph as re- 
ality out to dry the way Baldessari and 
Huebler did; they went a step further and 
used it to their own ends. The results are a 
little less existential and blackly funny, a 
little more humane. “Proof: Los Angeles 
Art and the Photograph, 1960-1980” is a 
comprehensive show. Just remember, 
don’t believe anything you see. QO 





rushing to make something out of Levine’s 
cues, he is taking our notions apart. 

“These are whole and pure,” Levine 
notes of the shapes he works with. “They 
have a sculptural biology, like molecules. I 
was trying to reduce matter down to its 
essence. Reducing things scientifically, 
and sculpturally, to that level approaches 
the nature of meaning. What meaning do 
they have for us?” 

He walks over to Wheel Box, keeping 
his distance from the motion detector. 
“Here you have really basic things: a circle 
and a box, You look at the way it is juxta- 
posed, balanced and not balanced, because 
I have joined two polar opposites, like 
male and female. This is one of the most 
minimal works I’ve done, yet one of the 
most complex.” 

Untitled (Cone with Semicircle), on the 
other hand, cannot be considered as strin- 
gently minimal as Wheel Box because the 
more complicated the building block, the 
more meaning we read into it. If a circle 
can function as an atom, a cone is more 
like a molecule — more refined and pow- 
erful, less generally useful. “You can see 
an object, or symbol, or icon in a cone,” 
the artist explains. “It has more specific 
associations.” 

Levine adds that his more recent work 
(not on view in Worcester because he has 
so many exhibitions up at the moment) is 
“more opened up” than these geometric 
pieces. “They’re fractured, made with ply- 
wood, styrofoam, and polyurethane.” 

Pictures show the great units Levine has 
up in Worcester broken down, with long 
tubes of white styrofoam bending and 
twisting out of them like a fantastic jungle 
gym. It’s almost as if an egg had hatched 
and the formal purity of the ideal shapes 
had given way to a playground of complex 
forms. In fact, if the work Levine is show- 
ing in Worcester looks like the massive 
simple shapes that toddlers like to play 
with, the new work looks more appealing 
to the six- and seven-year-old set. Have 
motion detector, will travel.

Live and let die 


Bruce Craven is talking 
about his generation

or the last few.years, every- 

one has been trying to peg 

the progeny of Baby Boom- 

ers with their own genera- 

tional tag. The X Genera- 
tion, Baby Busters, Slackers. How about 
the Generation Generation? Generations 
Unlimited? 

Publicity for Bruce Craven’s Fast Sofa, 
which is published by William Morrow & 
Co. imprint Quill in the wide-body, big- 
flap style of Generation X, suggests anoth- 
er option — a hell-bent, yet-unnamed 
generation: “ “Besides,” added Rick. ‘It’s 
like survival of the fittest. The old and 
weak are weeded out by the young and 
strong. It’s all part of the evolutionary pro- 
cess. Darwin full-on. I’m just the wolf do- 
ing the weeding . . . getting blind ancient 
cunts off the road.’ He cackled and looked 
up in the rearview, showing his straight 
teeth. His eyes glistened behind the sun- 
glasses, the bridge of his nose like a finger 
pointed straight at your face.” 


Rick, a self-styled cowboy of the modern , 


West, has just bought a used Buick Skylark 
GS from an elderly woman no longer able 
to drive. He’s arrogated this mundane 
event into a self-important stratosphere he 
shares with few others, the last bastion of 
defiance ofan America that’s replaced its 
fightin’ spirit of selfish aggression with a 
hopeless spirit of selfless concession. 

For his part, Craven has crammed his 
character’s words and his own narration 
with invective, showy references, and lin- 
go, plus metaphors that force you to stop 
and construct your often nonsensical im- 
ages. Throughout the book, which is 
mostly about “twentysomething” Rick’s 
drug-sex-and-violence-laden journey from 
Los Angeles to Palm Springs, Craven ca- 
reers from pornography to ornithology to 
pop culture. Extended metaphors about 
modern life arrive via the Mille Bornes 
card game, the Life board game, seagulls, 
Gilligan’s Island, and heavy-metal music. 
Craven’s writing is everywhere and 
nowhere — an obscenely, randomly over- 
wrapped empty box. Just like Rick. 

Actually, this is one book you can judge 
by its cover, which shows a muscular, 
crew-cut, T-shirted tough in a souped-up 
dragster that spews smoke as it leaves the 
street, knocking over a mailbox and 
threatening a fire hydrant while his attrac- 
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tive blonde passenger is sent flying. A car- 
toon balloon has our hero saying, “Play 
this novel loud!” Right in the center there’s 
a disc with a small hole, like a record; at 
the lower right there’s a “Parental Adviso- 
ry Explicit Lyrics” label. On the back cov- 
er, the car bears down on a kid running 
into the street after a beach ball. What’s 
more, the book comes with a “sound- 
track”: two new songs (“Woman Hell” 
and “Cemetery Without Crosses”) from 
punk-metal band the Flesh Eaters. 

The oxymoronic philosophy of the post- 
Boom generation is crystallized in the title. 
Fast Sofa embodies Rick’s belief that one 
should sit back, relax, and blitz with aban- 
don through life, instead of mulling every 
move as if it mattered and going nowhere. 
Sure, he’s going nowhere too, but (to 
quote the Replacements’ “Treatment 
Bound”) he’s going nowhere fast as he 
can. His may be the new Existentialism, or 
it may nip any such movement in the bud. 

The guess here is he will nip it in the 
bud. Rick is too unlikable — too abusive 
and primitive — to attract potential pro- 
tégés. There’s too much hate in his live- 
and-let-die attitude as he scowls at the 
“squids” pitching themselves into dreari- 
ness and self-censure. 

And there’s a forced quality to his free- 
dom: “he wasn’t going to waste his time 
waiting for some squid to tell him when to 
party. .. . He just couldn’t accommodate 
himself to that nine-to-five tenseness. . . . | 
Cause life’d hose you if you let it. The 
trick was to stay casual. That was crucial. 
Monster on the partying and just stay 
casual.” 

Yet you don’t catch the characters in 
Henry Miller’s Tropic of Cancer or Jack 
Kerouac’s road novels spitting at the 
“squids” of their times or hitting out 
against life. Like Rick, they deplore the 
workaday world; they’re into drugs and 
random sex. But they’re not soured by cyn- 
icism. Even the mini-generation in Richard 
Linklater’s film Slacker skip merrily along 
the banks of the foolhardy mainstream. In 
Craven’s novel, however, Rick runs into 
lots of trouble (including having his head 
shaved by a pimp). That’s the point of Fast 
Sofa: because Rick is trying so hard, and 
because he faces an unforgiving. society, he 
can’t attain that On the Road freedom. 

Bruce Craven, who runs a poetry group 
in New York City and works a “McJob” 
there to pay the bills, began writing Fast 
Sofa in 1985 when he lived in the San 
Francisco Bay area. He says that the accel- 
erating AIDS crisis was one catalyst for 
the novel’s journey-toward-responsibility 
theme. He saw, in reaction to AIDS, a 
“franticness” among people to defy a cruel 
reality that stifled impulses. He and many 
people he knew went a little crazy trying to 
escape the broadening influence of that 
disease — not to mention the threat of 
yuppification. 

The generation he proposes to describe, 
like the one in Douglas Coupland’s Gener- 
ation X, despised the requisite path toward 
business suits and IRAs. Unlike the Gener- 
ation X folks, who escaped to Palm 
Springs to build walls of infotainment, 
conspiracy theory, and apocalyptic story- 
telling, Rick drinks-and-drives to Palm 
Springs to submerge himself further in 
numbing decadence — a horny porn star 
is waiting for him there. 

Craven says he began the novel to rid 
himself of a similar self-damning es- 
capism. “When I first started working on 
it, I had been popped for a DUI. I was re- 
ally the kind of person who could have 
gone out and got obliterated every night 
and just bombed around. It was time for 
me to change the womanizing and a lot of 
things about my behavior that Rick has.” 

Writing Fast Sofa helped him sort things 
out. “At some level, you come out of it with 
an understanding of yourself that you didn’t 
have when you went in. There are elements 
of these themes, the themes of individual re- 
sponsibility versus the desire to have beauti- 
ful events — by beautiful I mean fucked-up 
with a porn actress, or whatever.” 

Whatever. Craven’s writing has the 
same balls-out ribaldry that characterizes 
Rick. And, like Rick, it’s a turn-off 
(though some of the extended porno pas- 
sages are pretty good). Fast Sofa is better 
talk-show material than reading material. 
And Craven admits the press releases, 
which of course he did not write, distort 
the book’s potential to define a generation. 
Morrow’s PR department even claims that | 
“Craven says he feels more like part of a 
literary ‘Grunge Pack’ than of a ‘Brat 
Pack.’ ” Addressing this Grunge Pack no- 
tion, Craven says, “I just coined the term 
and I think it’s sort of a stupid term. Yeah, 
I’m part of it; I’m the only person who’s 
part of it.” Let’s hope so. Q

think it was Sartre who said that 
Hell is being trapped in a traffic 
jam on a hot day in car with no air 
conditioning and windows that 
don’t roll down. But it took Joel 
| Schumacher to come up with something 
even more excruciating. He pits his hero 





against the traffic jam plus a buzzing in- 
sect inside the car. That’s the exuberant 
opening scenario of Falling Down, Schu- 
macher’s black comedy starring Michael 
Douglas as the beleaguered D-FENS, 
who, thus bedeviled, abandons his car and 
sets off on foot, the world’s first briefcase- 
wielding vigilante. 

Where does D-FENS — a laid-off de- 
fense contractor named after his personal - 
ized license-plate — go? He first makes 
his way across LA’s Gangland, where his 
white shirt and his pocket protector raise 
eyebrows, not to mention switchblades. A 
bundle of raw nerves, D-FENS erupts 
when a Korean storeowner won’t give him 
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change for a phone call unless he buys 
something first. He lashes out, first with 
racial slurs. Then he takes the storeown- 
er’s baseball bat to each shelf of overpriced 
items and demolishes the place. 

Sound horrifying? Transfixing would be 
more accurate. In its best moments (most 
of them in the opening 20 minutes), 
Falling Down lets you become appalled by 
D-FENS and also dares you not to identi- 
fy with him. Who wouldn’t like to scream 
about convenience-store prices? With his 
defiant buzzcut and square-eyeglass 
frames, Michael Douglas embodies the 
nerdiness that infects us all when we think 
we’re getting ripped off. What’s fascinat- 
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ing is that he’s an anti-hero whose anger 
cuts across class lines, embracing the 
racial insecurities of working stiffs as well 
as the social vulnerability of the middle 
class. He’s mad at everyone. 

Indeed, the film is funniest when it 
strikes back at the petty fascism of every- 
day life, pitting D-FENS against a fast- 
food chain that won’t serve breakfast food 
at 11:33 because lunch begins at 11:30. 
Or letting him rail against the smug enti- 
tlement of affluent country-club members 
that extends to their silly golf hats. He’s a 
disenfranchised white male flailing about 
in a world that no longer automatically 
grants him privilege, or even a right to live. 
What can he do but collect weaponry and 
mow down every gang member or golfer 
in his path? Still, in one fascinating in- 
stance, he himself is appalled by a creepy 
surplus-store owner (Frederic Forrest), a 
neo-Nazi who literally inhales the anger 
D-FENS is emitting and insists, “We’re 
the same.” 

It helps that Douglas, with his demonic 
grin, straddles a perilously thin line be- 
tween articulate anger and sheer looni- 
ness. But as better directors than Schu- 
macher (St. Elmo’s Fire, Flatliners) have 
discovered, satire is the hardest genre to 
keep on its feet. The film loses its punch as 
soon as D-FENS’s path dovetails with that 
of Prendergast (Robert Duvall), a cop one 
day away from retirement who tries to 
prevent D-FENS from locating his es- 
tranged wife and child. The screenplay, by 
first-time writer Ebbe Roe Smith, prompt- 
ly degenerates into a formula pursuit. 
Schumacher, who films Douglas in an at- 
mosphere of heightened reality (he often 
looks like a demented robot) switches 
gears so drastically to tell the story of 
Prendergast that you’re apt to think you’ve 
been transported to an episode of Barney 
Miller. 

It’s no fun to watch Duvall trudge 
through a role as cliché’d as the cop who 
doesn’t really want to retire. Not to men- 
tion one who’s been saddled with Tues- 
day Weld as his clingy, neurotic wife and 
Rachel Ticotin as his remonstrative part- 
ner. The great Barbara Hershey plays the 
ex-wife whom D-FENS thinks he can win 
back but to whom, even before his break- 
down, he’s actually terrifying. You'll be- 
come terrified too when you realize that, 
like Hershey, you’re stuck inside a story 
that’s going to wind its way to a moronic 
confrontation between the newly inspired 
Prendergast and the now completely un- 
sympathetic D-FENS. Melodramatic 
endings, Sartre always said, are the death 
of satire. Qo 








Getting back 





Joel Schumacher and the wages of fear 


ou wouldn’t expect Joel Schumacher, the 
director behind such exercises in style as 
St. Elmo’s Fire, The Lost Boys, and Flat- 
liners, to create a satire as stark and 
bleak as Falling Down, in which an 
anonymous neo-Archie Bunker played by Michael Dou- 
glas spends one day mowing down everyone in Los An- 
geles whose difference threatens him. 

Schumacher recalls, however, that “one of the first 
movies I wrote was Car Wash, which was set in LA dur- 
ing eight hours on a hot summer day, and it’s sort of 
absurdly comic and has strange things to say also. But I 
don’t think they’re strange. I see things this way.” 

He points out that unpremeditated, arbitrary violent 
crimes like the Douglas character’s are increasingly fre- 
quent in real life. “The biggest change in our culture 
seems to be that, out of this rage that is bred from our 
social and economic inequities, people are acting out 
more. Every day, a seemingly ordinary person is hurting 
their family or co-workers. People are shooting people 
on the street, throwing their children off bridges. 
There’s a huge rise in domestic violence that corre- 
sponds with the rise in unemployment. 

“I was trying to put a face and a soul on this rage. 
He’s pissed off, the way a lot of white, middle-class 
Americans are, that the culture doesn’t belong to them 
anymore, that it belongs to everyone, which it always 
was supposed to. That’s confusing.” 

It’s as if the gunman were defending some outmoded 
white-male notion of culture against the multi-cultural 
onslaught, Schumacher notes. “I don’t know where this 
great bastion of culture is anyway that’s being under- 
mined. I don’t know who the keepers of it are. 

“What drives you insane is that you’re made to think 
you're supposed to conform to some mainstream, when 





we’re all unique and aberrant. We’re all neurotic. We all 
have confusing emotional, political, social, and econom- 
ic problems. There is no norm. In our individuality, 
we’ve somehow created error, that we’re not fitting in, 
that we’re somehow wrong and bad, that somehow our 
parents will find out what we really do in bed. 

“We’re all in boutiques now. We’re too separated. Ev- 
ery group wants to have a separate anger and separate 
rights. Everyone in this movie is a victim of the situa- 
tion. There are no villains. Even these Nazis whom I see 
on talk shows. I’m hardly on their side. But everyone is 
acting out against fear. People are frightened, and fear 


the Depression in Hollywood and has been fostered as a 
form of drug and medication on the public. The reason 
everyone is so dissatisfied and unhappy is that the 
movies and TV have led us to believe that we’re all sup- 
posed to have this vanilla, happy life, when the truth is 
we’re confused, and happy sometimes. 

“Only African-American filmmakers and rap music 
have been dealing with what’s really going on. We had 
this sanitized, benign thing where for 12 years every- 
body was saying, ‘It’s all fine. We just need to get back 
to traditional family values and it’ll all be okay.’ We 
weren’t okay. Everything was falling apart around us.” 

The only hope Falling Down offers for rebuilding our 
social bridges comes from Robert Duvall’s character, a 
cop who trails Douglas and shares his background but 
who reacts to the same urban pressures with more grace 
and equanimity. Says Schumacher, “I wouldn’t presume 
to show you how to answer these problems. It is a moral 
tale, and the reason it ends the way it does is we are 
only left with the Robert Duvall choice, just trying to 
find some compassion and forgiveness and understand- 
ing. That’s the only solution. The Michael Douglas op- 
tion does not work.” 





makes them attack others.” 

The universality of this fear assures 
Schumacher that the film will appeal to 
more than just white males. “I hope people 
will just see it as a story and not just identi- 
fy with it based on their background. Cer- 
tainly a movie like this is going to offend 
certain people. It’s an in-your-face movie 
for troubled times, about imperfect people 
in an imperfect world, certainly made by an 
imperfect director.” 

He’s also not worried about the possibili- 
ty the movie will inspire copycat criminals. 
“The violence in our culture incited this 
movie, as opposed to this movie’s inciting 
it. People who are looking to create vio- 
lence will watch Bambi and do it. There are 
things more violent than Falling Down 
coming out daily on the talk shows. It’s not 
gratuitous, glamorous violence.

magine Dirty Dancing as directed 

by Pedro Almodévar or John Wa- 

ters and you'll have a good idea of 

what Strictly Ballroom is like. 

Rookie Australian director/co- 
screenwriter Baz Luhrmann, adapting his 
own stage show, borrows heavily from 
Hollywood musical tradition, from his 
glossy-yet-tacky production values to his 
Cinderella plot; yet he plays the whole 
thing for maximum camp value. He’s 
not out to shatter any taboos or genre 
conventions, except perhaps the idea 
that a proper narrative can’t be built 
from broad archetypes and heightened 
artifice. 

Luhrmann turns the story’s predictabili- 
ty into a virtue by polishing it and painting 
it with candy colors. From the opening se- 
quence, when championship ballroom 
dancer Scott (Paul Mercurio) horrifies the 
all-powerful dance federation judges by 
daring to introduce his own innovative 
steps into his competition routine, the 
plot’s outcome is a given. Likewise, when 
Scott’s dance partner quits over the new 
steps, as awkward, gawky, timid Fran 
(Tara Morice) looks on, it’s clear that 
she’s destined to hook up with Scott and 
blossom under his tutelage, even as she in- 
spires him to hold fast to his ideals. It 
helps that Mercurio is an accomplished 
dancer, and that Morice really acts out 
Fran’s transformation, rather than just re- 
moving her glasses and letting down her 
hair. 

One thing that makes the story fresh is 
its socio-cultural spin. It turns out that 
Fran comes from a Spanish family of Latin 
dance virtuosos (her father is played by

flamenco legend Antonio Vargas), and her 
introduction of sensual, non-Anglo steps 
into the routine is what really has WASPy 
federation president Barry Fife (Bill 
Hunter) up in arms. In one of the film’s 
few moments of genuine, non-stylized ug- 
liness, Barry also proves himself to be a 
homophobe, even though his dancers 
dress like drag queens from Paris Is 
Burning and have names like Tina 
Sparkle. 

Ballroom \uxuriates in its 
kitschy taste and sequined 
excess. Like Scott and Fran, 
it plays to the audience 
rather than the critics. For 
all its slavishness to formu- 
la, it shines with the origi- 
nality of Luhrmann’s vision 
and sensibility.

The pk of Ballroom 
actually parallels the story 
of the filmmakers’ strug- 
gle for validation from 
producers, critics, and 
audiences. “We were 
dealing with the meta- /- 
phor of overcoming bu--~. 
reaucracy in the’ art world, 
where Brecht is God. We 
wanted to find our own 
style,” explains Luhrmann, who 
visited New York recently with his 
cast to promote the film. “Ultimately, 
Scott’s choice is the choice we had in 
making the film. Do we make it to satisfy 
ourselves and perhaps offend the critics 
but win the audience, or do we overtly 
make it an art film?” He adds, “The film 
tends to win audience awards at festivals. 
They like the dancing. But not always 
those in power. Certainly the film’s fi- 
nance corporation was my all-powerful 
federation.” 

He had to convince the film’s backers, 
for example, that little-known Tara 
Morice, who played Fran on stage, should 
get the role in the movie, just as Fran must 
prove that she, and not the celebrated Tina 
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Sparkle, should be Scott’s new partner. 


Morice says she endured multiple screen 
tests over several months. “I’d sit by the 
phone waiting, wondering what could I do 
to convince them. There was this unspo- 


ken thing: ‘The bottom line is, you’re not a 
name, and there’s nothing you can do to 
become one in a couple weeks.’ By the 
time we started filming, I felt like I’d lived 
the part.” 

Paul Mercurio also lived his role as 
Scott. “I identify with him wanting to do 
his own steps. For me, dancing is express- 
ing myself,” says Mercurio, who chore-

hen in August 1991, 
during the filming of 
Sonic Youth’s two- 
week tour of Europe, 
guitarist Thurston 
Moore called 1991 “the year that punk fi- 
nally broke,” he didn’t know how right he 
was. At the time, he was responding rather 
cynically to a fashion spread in Elle maga- 
zine entitled “Modern Punk,” and to Mét- 
ley Criie’s “sickeningly candy-ass” version 
of the Sex Pistols’ “Anarchy in the UK.” 
Who could have predicted that less than 
a year later, the relatively unknown trio 
who opened for Sonic Youth on the tour, 
Nirvana, would be a national sensation? Or 
that DGC records would be relying on 
Moore for A&R advice as Sonic Youth be- 
came one of the leaders in the new alterna- 
tive mainstream? Nobody is his or her 
right mind. And that’s what makes 1991: 
The Year Punk Broke so intriguing and en- 
tertaining. 

The film captures concert footage of 
Sonic Youth, Nirvana, and Dinosaur Jr., as

well as a song apiece by the Ramones, 
Gumball, and Babes in Toyland, with 
breaks in between for amusing backstage 
antics, incoherent interviews, and some of 
your basic rock & roll depravity. It’s a little 
too rough around the edges for widespread 
appeal, but director Dave Markey’s ciné- 


ma-vérité style is the perfect complement 
to what Moore emphatically calls “a live 
gig; not a clone, not a fake; just fucking 
live, man!” 


The Year Punk Broke is not a traditional 


concert film — the live footage comprises 
spliced segments of various performances 
set to a live recording. And it doesn’t aim 
to explain a particular genre or movement, 
like the 1981 films The Decline of Western 
Civilization and D.O.A. Instead, Markey, 
whose past credits include the cult classics 
Desperate Teenage Lovedolls and Lovedoll 
Superstars, strings together a series of sim- 
ple live music videos (17 in all) and for- 
goes standard chronological narrative in 
favor of candid Slacker-esque footage of 
Sonic Youth and Nirvana running amok in 
Europe. 

Off stage, Moore is the film’s de facto 
narrator/food-taster. In between bites and 
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SONIC YOUTH: their live perfor- 
mance is one of the film’s real treats. 






swallows, he manages to emit a con- 
stant stream of explanations coupled 
with nonsense (he shows us some 
food Bob Mould has prepared and 
calls it “an elixir of skinhead vio- 
lence”). Moore is particularly in his 
element when dealing with uncom- 
prehending foreign journalists, who 
get treated to psychotic answers like 
“I’m going to get a shotgun and just 
do it, do it, do it, man!” As Lee Re- 
naldo, Sonic Youth’s other guitarist, 
explains during one of these ses- 
sions, “this is another in a stream of 
interviews where you just don’t un- 
derstand what they’re asking, and 
they, in turn, have no idea what you 
are saying.” The overall impression 
is that everyone is having a damn 
good time, even Dinosaur Jr.’s nor- 
mally taciturn J. Mascis, who takes a 
break to joke with Sonic Youth’s 
Kim Gordon about the tragic depar- 
ture of Uma Thurman from 
Amherst. 

The live performances by Sonic 
Youth and Nirvana are the film’s real 
treat; they bring you closer to the 
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Barry Fife’s concern with appearances 
masks a xenophobia not uncommon in 
Australia. “What is ugly about Barry’s 
soul,” Luhrmann points out, “is that he is 
probably a gay man himself who deeply 
hates gays. There’s a huge and overt gay 
scene in Australia, but there is a thing 
about creating an outward appearance that 
is acceptable. It’s true that all the bad guys 
have blond hair, artificially dyed. The An- 
glo look is the ballroom look. And Fran, 
who’s Spanish, is hung up about all these 
Anglos and hides her family.” 

The real ballroom subculture may be as 
conservative and as outrageously gaudy as 
the movie depicts. Mercurio says he saw 
“replicas on the dance floors” of the film’s 
costumes, which allegedly caused a run on 
sequins in Australia. 

Morice adds that ballroom dancing “is 
an amateur sport, not an art form. It’s not 
about self-expression. If you want to be an 
individual, you’re in the wrong place.” QO 


bands than you ever could have gotten at 
any of these festival-size concerts. Ironical- 
ly, Nirvana outdo Sonic Youth in terms of 
pure chaos and noise with brutally raw ver- 
sions of “Endless, Nameless” and “Nega- 
tive Creep” that reminded me of LA’s ter- 
minally incoherent Germs. After watching 
Kurt Cobain on his knees, ramming his 
head into an amp cabinet, only to rise and 
throw himself into the drum kit with anar- 
chic glee, I could hardly believe he lived to 
become a teen-idol rock star in 1992. If 
nothing else, this should confirm Nirvana’s 
punk credentials for any doubters in the 
audience. 

Sonic Youth do their share of noise- 
mongering on “Brother James” and “I 
Love Her All the Time,” which features 
Moore and Renaldo systematically smash- 
ing and dismantling their guitars with 
drum sticks. They also prove to be a truly 
great rock-and-roll band with an electrify- 
ing on-stage presence, artfully blending 
churning feedback and dissonance with 
haunting melodies in unsettling songs like 
“Schizophrenia” and “Kool Thing.” 
Watching them tear through “Teenage 
Riot,” a punk anthem for the 90s with as 
much resonance as Nirvana’s “Smells like 
Teen Spirit,” gives you a real sense of just 
how influential Sonic Youth have been in 
encouraging bands like Nirvana, Dinosaur 
Jr., and countless other alternative, 
grunge, or, as Moore jokingly calls them, 
“indie guitar swing” bands. 

One of the last shots in the film is of Kim 
Gordon lying on her back on stage in front 
of thousands of people, wearing a short-cut 
striped dress, wrap-around sunglasses, and 
her big, Gibson bass. You really couldn’t 
capture the essence of ’90s punk rock any 
better than that. After watching two hours 
of such moments, you may find it even 
harder to believe that punk rock has indeed 
broken through in America. But as 1991: 
The Year Punk Broke seems to suggest, 
rather than wasting time trying to explain 
it, we should just enjoy the phenomenon 
while it lasts. Q

Simcha Jacobovici’s bold, 


evenhanded look at the Middle East

ne of the quickest ways to 
get into an argument with 
anyone is to bring up the 
issue of Israel and the 
West Bank. As Simcha 
Jacobovici points out in the prologue to 
Deadly Currents, his bold, imaginative, 
evenhanded look at the human face and 
toll of the crisis, it’s a problem as old as 
the Book of Genesis and as fresh as to- 
day’s front page. After 4000 years of strife 
in an area where solutions invariably be- 
come part of the problem, what’s needed 
is not more arguments but more empathy 
and understanding. Jacobovici’s film 






achieves that as it unravels the deadly cur- 
rents of stereotype and prejudice that 
shape historical tragedies. 

Jacobovici traces deftly and without 
commentary the points of view of both 
sides, both moderates and hardliners, un- 
dermining the smooth fagade of rhetoric 
with startling images from both sides of 
the conflict. His camera peers from 
rooftops as nervous Israeli patrols pass be- 
low, guns at the ready; then it glimpses In- 
tifada demonstrators from a press car mo- 
ments before one of their stones smashes 
the windshield. 

Everyday street scenes shudder into 
epiphanies of violence: a street performer 
douses blood onto his shaved head; a 
pedestrian is huddled away by a band of 
Palestinians to be executed as a collabora- 
tor. Innocence and savagery mingle: when

asked why they are removing a smily face 
painted on a wall, the leader of an Israeli 
squad explains that its colors are the same 
as the Palestinian flag. And it’s hard to say 
which is the more chilling: the soldier 
whose face has been burned off by a 
Molotov cocktail and who forgives his at- 
tackers; or the mother of a child shot in 
the mouth by a rubber bullet who says that 
when he recovers, she will tell him to 
throw rocks again. 

These impressions do much to jolt pre- 
conceptions of the Israeli-Palestinian con- 
flict, but Jacobovici is not content with 
shock effects and irony. He follows the 
lives of the people his camera captures, es- 
tablishes them as sympathetic human be- 
ings, then watches as their crossed paths 
unfold in a grim fugue. He offers neither 
background nor explanation nor solution 
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— only the hope that such courageous 
honesty as went into the making of this 
film might be the foundation of peace.

Simcha Jacobovici was born in Israel, 
grew up in Montreal, and returned to his 
native land for a few years during which 
he served in the army. Now he’s a Toronto 
filmmaker, and the last subject he wanted 
to tackle was the Israeli-Palestinian con- 
flict. “It’s too close to me.” 

Then one day someone showed him a 
photo from a newspaper. “It was a photo of 
a shadow of an Israeli soldier wielding a gun 
falling on a Palestinian baby,” Jacobovici re- 
members. “I had a visceral reaction to it. I 
felt that whole issue had been resolved into 
stereotypes — the Israeli had evolved from a 
human being to just a shadow of the univer- 
sal soldier. And the Palestinian is always 
shown as a victim or as a terrorist. I wanted 
go into that black and white photo and pull 
out the human beings. That became the in- 
spiration of the film’s opening and closing 
black and white image.” 

It’s a generic-looking shot of an Israeli 
patrol through the West Bank, one you’ve 
seen many times on the news. But by the 
end of the film the image has taken on 
new meaning: the faces in it are of people 
you know. 

“I wanted closure on a human image,” 
Jacobovici explains. “Not a political solu- 
tion.” 

He also wanted an entertaining picture, 
one that would return profits to his back- 
er, the Cineplex Odeon corporation. “I’m 
not ashamed of the word entertainment. 
Any film has to take you somewhere you 
haven’t been before. You can do that 
through special effects or you can do that 
with reality. 

“I’m not Steven Spielberg, so I better take 
them somewhere they haven’t been before. 
That’s why I wanted to be inside an Israeli 
military court or inside an interrogation. 
When you fuse the technique of feature dra- 
ma with the content of documentary — and 
nothing is staged in the film — that’s the 
most exciting kind of film for me.” 

Such filmmaking, he admits, has its 
risks. ‘ 

“The only time I knew I was in a situa- 
tion I wasn’t in control of was the scene in 
which the Palestinians are interrogating a 
suspected collaborator. I had just got a 
memo saying that Israeli intelligence were 
advising all journalists that some gangs 
were looking to kill a camera crew. An hour 
later, I got a call saying the collaborator se- 
quence was on. I was worried it might be a 
set-up, but my contacts reassured me. 

“We decided to do it. The only hitch was 
when we got to the place and they blind- 
folded us, the guy was supposed to get into 
the car and drive us, but he didn’t. I’m sit- 
ting there and I can’t hear and I can’t see. 
They could be smoking or they could be 
loading weapons. That was the only time 
during the shoot that I thought I might be 
doing something stupid here.” Q

very year there are categories 
in the Oscars with films that 
no one, perhaps not even 
Academy members, have ever 
seen. One such is Animated 
Short Feature. Lately, though, the prolifer- 









| ation of best-of-festival programs has famil- 
| iarized audiences with this vital field of 
filmmaking. And the Best of the Hiroshima 


Festival screening at the Museum of Fine 
Arts is lucky to have among its selections 
three of this year’s five Oscar nominees. 

All the same, this trio of catchy and well- 
crafted shorts is far from representing the 


| best of the festival’s four programs. Weak- 


est of the three is “Adam” (screens in Pro- 
gram 4, Thursday March 11, at 8 p.m.), a 
claymation alternative reading of the Book 
of Genesis by British animator Peter Lord. 
Its cleverness expires with the credit se- 
quence: God’s hand dips into clay inscribed 
with the word “ADAM” and shapes it into 
the first human. The word is made clay is 
made flesh; unfortunately, Adam proves a 
lop-eared dolt who occupies himself with 
mugging, mudpies, and a penguin. 

More ambitious are Paul Berry’s “The 
Sandman” and Michaela Pavlotova’s 
“Words, Words, Words” (both screer in 
Program 2, Wednesday March 3, at 8 


p.m.). The first is an Edward Gorey—ish 
retelling of the grisly bedtime story — 
only, the sleepless little boy whose eyes are 
at stake is a lot more terrifying than the 
bogey man who stalks him. “Words, 
Words, Words” is a blithely drawn critique 
of communication in which the words take 
on shapes and colors of their own; it be- 
gins flimsily but by the end of its eight 
minutes has analyzed the rise and fall of 
true love with more acumen than any of 
the Hollywood feature films nominated 
this year for Best Picture. 

As it does in every category, Oscar has 
snubbed the most challenging possibilities. 
Among those are British filmmaker Philip 
Hunt’s “Spotless Dominoes” (screens in 
Program 1, Wednesday March 3, at 6 
p.m.), a creepy coming-of-age tale in 
which a fey little boy struggles against 
swarming chimeras in a surreal Magritte/ 
M.C. Escher-like landscape. And Swiss 
filmmaker Claude Luyet’s five-minute de- 
construction of film, boxing, and narcis- 
sism, “The Square of Light.” The Acade- 
my may have overlooked these; you 
shouldn’t make the same mistake. Aft the 
Museum of Fine Arts, March 3-11.

ARMY OF DARKNESS 

At the end of Sam Raimi’s horror spoof 
Evil Dead 2 (1987), his hapless, one-hand- 
ed hero, Ash, is sucked into the vortex of 
the dead and deposited face down in 
Arthurian England. Army of Darkness picks 
the story up from there for a campy, satiri- 
cal take on Conan the Barbarian—style 
sword-and-sorcery silliness. As in the Evil 
Dead movies, Raimi supports the script’s 
one-liners and slapstick antics with enter- 
taining sjccial effects and clever references 


to familiar Hollywood blockbusters and 
lesser-known cult classics. 

Ash is, once again, played with blunder- 
ing, square-jawed bravado by Bruce 
Campbell. An Indiana Jones in a King 
Arthur’s Court, he awes his hosts with 
modern toys like his “boom stick” (shot- 
gun), and he counters their Monty Python 
medieval-speak with amusing anachro- 
nisms like “Groovy” and “Give me some 
sugar, baby.” Ash also unwittingly awak- 
ens an army of undead skeletons whose 
gruesome leader is easily distinguished 
from his legions by a face of rotting flesh 
and a nasty lockjaw problem. The battle 








that ensues is resolved in a frenzy of bone- 
shattering cartoonish violence but with a 
minimum of gore, since the Army of 
Darkness is relatively blood-and-gutless. 
The film does get a little repetitive to- 
ward the end — once was enough to hear 
Ash bait a sword-toting skeleton with the 
tough-guy line “Come and get some.” 
Still, the steady stream of allusions to the 
likes of Star Wars, Mad Max, and Gulliv- 
er’s Travels should keep trivia buffs happy 
right down to the final, sequel-friendly 
scene. At the Cinema 57, the Fresh Pond, 
and the Circle and in the suburbs.

Joann Green (Zazofsky) is back 
and Athol Fugard’s got her

or fans who’ve wondered 
whatever happened to Joann 
Green, artistic director of 
the celebrated Cambridge 
Ensemble, there’s good news 
and, well, weird news. On the up side, 
Green’s gotten her first gig with a local 
stage company since working, during the 
early ’80s, at the American Repertory The- 
atre and at the Boston Shakespeare Com- 
pany as Peter Sellars’s artistic associate. 
And she’s coming back in typically high — 
and challenging — style as the guiding di- 
rectorial spirit behind the Boston-area pre- 
miere of Athol Fugard’s intellectually de- 
manding My Children! My Africa! (at the 
New Repertory Theatre through April 4). 
If anyone can whip into shape the South 
African playwright’s meeting of the 
tongues, which is based on the school boy- 
cotts in his native land, it’s Green. 

That’s when the strange stuff kicks in. 
She’s not Joann Green anymore — at 
least, not when she’s working in the the- 
ater. Her moniker for the footlights is now 
Joanna Zazofsky, and the director insists 
that enquiring minds shouldn’t think she’s 
hiding out from the mob or the IRS. It’s 
just that her roots aren’t Green. 

“The cast thinks that maybe I’m trying 
to do this play anonymously,” she says 
with a laugh. “It’s not true, not true. I had 
an occasion a few months ago to discover 
my father’s naturalization papers, on 
which I found his real name, which I had 
not known growing up. I’m keeping the 
name Green for personal reasons, it’s con- 
nected to my children and all that. But it’s 
wonderful to be able to use my grand- 
mother’s real name. And I always wanted a 
name that began with Z, even when I was 
in elementary school. Probably I wanted to 





be a director even then and wanted to be 
at the end of the line watching how every- 
body else moved.” 

By whatever name, Zazofsky has an al- 
most legendary reputation based on the 
small-scale but extraordinary work of her 
Cambridge Ensemble, which disbanded in 
the late ’70s. Local actors and critics speak 
her (old) name with plenty of respect. 
Which raises the quéstion of why it’s taken 
her so long to pilot a show on a local stage. 

“There are two reasons,” she says. “First, 
nobody asked me. Two, I haven’t asked

anyone. It’s certainly true that I haven’t had 
an urge to go out and direct at any other 
theaters. It’s not that I haven’t worked at all 
— I’ve worked at the National Theatre of 
the Deaf, as well as other theaters of the 
deaf. I’ve been artist-in-residence at major 
universities and done my own shows, 
worked at the Chamber Theatre, which 
performs for students around the country, 
and left before completing the work I was 
hired for. I was given a script that adapted 
stories in a way I wouldn’t have done. It 
wasn’t a way I was most comfortable work- 
ing, in the framework of a given set, given 
costumes; everything was set up for you. I 
had to work my way into a given situation 
rather than discover it on my own.” 

The director’s unhappy experience with 
the Boston-based Chamber Theatre Pro- 
ductions raises the issue of whether Zazof- 
sky’s style of direction — metaphorical, lit- 
erate, and visual — fits into what has be- 
come the standard fare for local stages, rote 
realism. “I believe in the word and the im- 
age pretty much equally,” she says. “The 
heart and stomach and mind pretty much 
equally too. I’ve been out of town a lot of 
thé time, and after working with Peter Sel- 
lars in Washington, I chose not to work for 
a while. It’s true I didn’t see a theater where 
I saw myself. But then, why should I? Why 
should another theater be like what I have 
in my mind? I don’t mean to put a judg- 
ment on any other place or on myself. The 
plays I saw here for the most part weren’t 
the plays I would have chosen, not because 
they weren’t good plays, but because I felt I 
didn’t have anything to contribute.” 
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At first glance, My Children! My Africa! 
looks like a difficult script for Zazofsky’s 
“hands-on” creative approach. The con- 
flicts among a black teacher, his prize stu- 
dent, and a female white student who be- 
friends the two are handled though an ex- 
change of ideas rather than through dra- 
matic action. But Zazofsky demurs at the 
suggestion that the play’s naturalistic, de- 
bate-style form isn’t quite her style. 

“I think Fugard’s work is profound and 
touching and deals with real issues both 
on a world scale and on a personal scale,” 
she argues. “It raises issues about dealing 
with repressive regimes — how should we 
act, think, write, work within the system, 
without the system — that come up again 
and again, in country after country. I think 
Fugard’s language is rich and unexpected, 
and for all those reasons he is just the kind 
of playwright I would want to work with. 

“You know, the notion of realism and 
non-realism is frequently a director’s 
choice, not the playwright’s. A play is not 
etched in stone; even though it may look 
realistic on the page, it doesn’t have to be. 
Realism works best for me in the movies 
and on TV. The stage, simply because it is 
an imitation of something, has got to be 
about expansion.” 

As for the suggestion that by changing 
her name from Joann Green to Joanna Za- 
zofsky, she’s giving up a chance to expand 
on her own hard-earned reputation, the di- 
rector only chuckles, a wry gleam in her 
eye: “Aren’t you the one who asked me how 
come I haven’t worked in the city for sever- 


al years? I think it’s not really an issue.” QO |

Sister act 


Frances West is Amy Clampitt’s 
Dorothy Wordsworth

$ your average feminist re- 
visionist knows, history has 
been cruel to those whom 
nature assigned the right 
pedigree but the wrong 
chromosome. Forgotten sisters of famous 
writers haunt our literary landscape like in- 
dignant banshees, from Shakespeare’s 
imaginary sibling, who occupies Virginia 
Woolf’s A Room of One’s Own, to the real- 
life Alice James, a brilliant woman declining 
in the shadow of her famous brothers. 
Brought back to life by vigilant biogra- 
phers, these wraiths embody the tragedy of 
social strictures that, for centuries, ren- 
dered women artists invisible. 

That’s the case with Dorothy Words- 
worth, whose life in the service of poetry 
has heretofore gone uncredited. The sister 







| of Romantic poet William Wordsworth is 


the subject of Mad with Joy, Amy Clam- 
pitt’s work-in-progress that’s getting a 
staged reading this Monday, March 1, 
courtesy of the Poets’ Theatre, under the 
direction of Andreas Teuber. 


Actress Frances West, who plays 
Dorothy, explains that though Dorothy 
probably didn’t consider herself an artist, 
she provided companionship and intellectu- 
al savvy without which her brother’s poetry 
would not have thrived. “I think she 
thought of herself as a friend, confidante, 
and helper of somebody who was an artist, 
that she made it possible for him to be a 
writer.” Not only that; according to 
Clampitt, Dorothy often put words in the 
mouths of her brother and his good friend 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge. 

That’s no small claim given that the play 
focuses on the creative synergy that pro- 
duced not only Wordsworth’s “Tintern 
Abbey” but also Coleridge’s “The Ancient 
Mariner” and “Kubla Khan.” Mad with Joy 
spans 30-odd years of Dorothy’s life, dur- 
ing most of which she lived with her broth- 
er in England’s Lake District, with Co- 
leridge close at hand; and it follows her 
through a midlife breakdown. Originally 
entitled The Three of Us (theatergoers may 
remember a 1989 staged reading at the 
Lyric Stage), the play, which draws heavily 
on Dorothy’s journals, isn’t necessarily 
meant to limn a new identity for its hero- 


ine. But as West puts it, “When you read 
the scenes, the picture of her begins to 
emerge.” 

“What’s interesting to me,” the actress 
continues, “is that Dorothy is so devoted to 
her brother. I mean, completely devoted. 
She loves nothing more than being with 
him and with Coleridge as they compose 
their poems. And when they can’t think of a 
line, she has a line. What, perhaps, would 
she have been herself in another time? It 
seems to me that she made the choice of 
sacrificing herself to take care of her broth- 
er. That comes across very clearly in the 
play — though she would have never put it 
that way.” 

What’s also been interesting for the ac- 
tress is working on the character as she 
emerges dramatically. Mad with Joy is 
something of a maiden theatrical voyage for

Clampitt, an acclaimed poet whose mem-

bership in the Academy of American Poets | 
didn’t come with a how-to manual on writ- | 


ing plays. Her stay at the Poets’ Theater 


did, however, arrive courtesy of a sizable | 
Lila Wallace-Reader’s Digest Award for the | 


poet, plus a smaller grant for the theater | 


company, which allowed Clampitt to be- 
come the first poet to develop a script with 
the Poets’ since its revival five years ago. 
However thus blessed, the marriage has 


been something of an exercise in fitting a | 


poet’s vision to the constraints of a theater 
stage. 

West is working from a script she sus- 
pects isn’t the final one, but it’s not the first 


one either. “The interesting thing Clam- | 
pitt’s now put in,” she says, “is the fourth | 


character, Thomas De Quincey.” This his- 
torical figure and friend of the Words- 


worths “acts as a narrator who fills in the | 
historical and personal information about | 
them. It’s seen through his eyes.” Still, “the | 


conflict really has to do with the relation- 
ship between the three of them and the ef- 
fect on Dorothy of this kind of stifling of 
the self in the service of her brother without 
realizing that’s what’s she’s doing.” 

West was last year’s winner of the Elliot 
Norton Awards’ Charlotte Cushman Prize; 
her most recent historical impersonation 
was in a one-woman show about Edith 
Wharton. “It’s so much easier for us now,” 
she points out. Still, the fiftysomething ac- 
tress laments that “you play heroines up 
until: you’re in your 40s and then you’re 
kinda dead and you’re not supposed to 
emerge until you’re an old gray character. 


There are no parts. But the fact of the mat- | 


ter is that, in today’s world, to be in your 
late 40s and early 50s is such a creative, vi- 
tal time.” QO

Turf’s up 


Past is prologue in Robbie 
MecCauley’s look at Boston

hat with our having so 
few examples of con- 
temporary political 
theater, it’s safe to say 
history has been all but 
exorcised from the stage. Yet there is a 
movement, led by such black performers 
as Obie-and-Bessie-Award-winner Robbie 
McCauley and the celebrated Anna Dea- 
vere Smith, to train a spotlight on the po- 
litical unconscious. 

In the wake of her 1992 Mississippi 
Freedom, which looked at the ’60s voting- 
rights struggle, McCauley now examines 
American race relations in Turf, which is 
slated for eight performances at four Bos- 
ton locations: the Boston Center for the 
Arts (March 5 and 6), the Charlestown 
Working Theater (March 12 and 13), 
Dorchester’s Strand Theatre (March 18 
and 19), and the South Boston Boys and 





| Girls Club (March 26 and 27). A collabo- 








ration with 10 Boston-area artists, the 
piece centers on the 1974 court order to 
desegregate Boston’s public schools. 
Using the reflections and stories of peo- 
ple involved in traumatic public events, 
McCauley means to conjure up the acri- 
monious spirit of the past without in- 
dulging in didactic dramatics. The purpose 
of Turf, she says, is “to break the silences. 
There is a lot of silence between black and 
white people. People just stop talking and 
go off into their own groups. So we 
haven’t dealt with what made slavery 
work. Which was to dehumanize black 
people, which was internalized by all of us. 
And that is what we are still struggling 
with. But in not facing that, we carry it in 
our bodies. And we have to start facing it. 
Part of the solution is to give yourself the 
right to speak about things without fear.” 
So dialogue permeates every aspect of 
Turf — the mixed-media piece is a jazzlike 
collaboration among McCauley, the audi- 
ence, and the performers, who transform 
themselves into various real-life-inspired 
personae. “The actors are part of the pro- 
cess,” she explains. “Their work is to go 
out into the community and interview peo- 
ple. I also do interviews. I get the tapes and 
make a working script, which is made up of 
the stories and interviews with witnesses, 
which is what we call the people we talk to. 
“That becomes the basis for a working 


| script, with the actors and me taking our 


own experiences and forming them into a 
performance for an audience. The audi- 
ence is the final element in the dialogue. In 
the discussion period, I argue back and 
forth with people. Whatever comes up, we 
talk about.” 


What attracted McCauley to Boston was 
the ironic contrast between the city’s repu- 
tation as a cradle of liberty and the violent 
conflict over forced busing, an exhausting 
fight that brought together issues of class, 
race, and culture. What she’s found in lis- 
tening to those who took part in the tur- 
moil of the ’70s is that Boston typifies a na- 
tionwide attitude toward race. “Oh, sure. It 
has to do with inside and outside. It has a 
lot to do with turf, but also with who is in- 
side one’s experience and who is outside. 

“You hear it over and over in many dif- 
ferent ways. There’s not, strangely 
enough, clarity about the land here, where 
in Mississippi that was really clear for ob- 
vious reasons. There’s a lot of talk about 
turf here, but it feels insecure.” 

McCauley also found that Bostonians, 
unlike the citizens of Mississippi, have tried 
to make sense of their experience. “In Bos- 
ton there’s an attempt to analyze. Of 
course, there is some of that everywhere 
when people are looking back. But in Bos- 
ton, there is a real attempt to understand 
one’s behavior. People will tell a story and 
at the same time try to analyze it, to give 
the other points of view around it. And that 
has a different kind of swirl, because this 
gives a story a moving dynamic. What I am 
trying to hear is the music of analysis.” 

Included in Turf’s tune is McCauley’s 
own inner melody. Unlike Smith, who takes 
a neutral approach to contradictory voices, 
inviting audiences to make up their own 
minds, McCauley feels it would be dishon- 
est not to stake out her position. “I feel that 
as an artist | am material to be used. My 
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experience is material to be used; my | 


thoughts and feelings about my material are 
to be used. So I use myself in the work, 
very consciously — my anger, frustrations, 
joy, fantasies, all of that. My work is not as 
smooth as Anna’s. And that is why I em- 
phasize the actor in my work, because the 
actor as instrument is able to do all of that.” 

Yet McCauley argues that Turf isn’t 
about her settling old scores or rigging the 
debate about race. The piece is about re- 
covering a sense of history, of the past as a 
connection that can bring about dialogue 
and the fragile possibility of putting things 
in proportion. 

“My life does not only include my own 
small biography — it has to do with my 
ancestors, my dreams for the future, and 
my present reality. What I would like is to 
inspire people to see that they are also 
part of a story, that they are not stuck in a 
moment. And that is why I like looking at 
an event many years later, because, al- 
ready, people have repressed the memory. 
An actor knows that you can’t ignore 
what’s in your bones, and that’s how I see 
history.” Qo

Cain-type erotic noir thriller, with Jorge 
Sanz and Victoria Abril (who, admittedly, 
could teach Sharon Stone a few new tricks 
with scarves). 

A League of Their Own (1992). Penny 
Marshall’s bland comedy, in which wartime 
women ballplayers Geena Davis, Madonna, 
Lori Petty, and Rosie O’Donnell prove that 
girls are a diamond’s best friend. Jon 
Lovitz is hilarious as a talent scout. 

South Central (1992). Acclaimed but 
little-seen drama about a former LA gang 
member trying to keep his son from re- 
peating his mistakes. 

Guncrazy (1992). Fine performances by 
Drew Barrymore and James LeGros as the 
white-trash couple on the run in Tamra 
Davis’s accomplished noir, which genu- 
flects before Joseph Lewis’s 1949 cult clas- 
sic Gun Crazy, as well as Bonnie and Clyde, 
Badlands, and River's Edge. 

Light Sleeper (1992). Appropriately 
soporific title for Paul Schrader’s drama of 
a drug dealer (living skull Willem Dafoe) 
having a midlife crisis. Enlivened by Susan 
Sarandon as his New Agey boss and an 
atypically raw Dana Delany as his ex. 

Delicatessen (1991). French black- 
comic cult fave about a post-meat city of 
sewer-dwelling vegetarians, a tenement 
whose residents are disappearing, and the 
mysteriously well-stocked deli downstairs. 





Raise the Red Lantern (1991). Another stunning, heartbreaking por- 
trait from master filmmaker Zhang Yimou (Ju Dou, Red Sorghum). An educated 








woman in 1920s China reluctantly marries a rich, old landowner. She’s one of 
four wives pent up in separate residences, and she struggles to learn the power 
games that set the wives against one another as they struggle for status, privi- 
leges, and the favor of the master. Zhang’s eye for symmetry and vivid color, 
plus another astonishing performance from his leading lady, Gong Li, makes the

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Lemonheads’ 
Evan Dando deals with 
fame — and critics

an, you’ve got to clear 
my © ame in Boston,” 
say: iead Lemonhead 
Evan Dando by phone 
from Los Angeles. It 
seems he’s mighty worked up about a re- 
cent item in the Herald’s gossip column, 
which recycles an inter, ew excerpt in Ray 
Gun magazine betwe' Dando and Di- 
nosaur Jr. leader J Mascis. Asked in that 
article whether he’d been to Boston re- 
cently, Dando replied, “For a couple of 
days. But I didn’t like it at all. It seemed to 
be a weird, hostile fuckin’ town.” 

“I guess me and Mascis sat around and 
dissed Boston for a while,” Dando told me 
last week. “So they called me ‘Bonehead’ 
and said I shouldn’t be so callous about all 
the fine clubowners who gave me my start. 

“Sometimes Boston disappoints me in 
its closed-mindedness. I grew up there, 
they don’t.have to tell me how cool Boston 
is. But some things about it piss me off, 
like the frigidness and closed-mindedness 
of people on the street, and how you can 
be in a club and people won’t come up and 
talk to you. When you sit around with 
Mascis, some of the cynicism is bound to 
| rub off; and if the Herald doesn’t like that, 
| they can fuckin’ take it somewhere else. 
Maybe I’ll come back to town if we can get 
a neutron bomb hooked up to a few build- 
ings — no, I didn’t say that.” 

When I reached him by phone, Dando 
had just spent a day driving from Texas; he 
was crashing for a day in LA before start- 
ing an international tour with the band. “I 
don’t have any home. I’m just here in Hell 
A today and tomorrow, then I’m staying 
with friends in their spare rooms in Syd- 
ney. Then we play Japan, then New 
Zealand; and we won’t miss Boston and 
those fuckin’ Herald losers. I know that 
sounds stupid, but it bummed me out.” 

Ask Dando what his newfound recogni- 
tion feels like and he’ll tell you how it 
sounds: “It’s static. It’s this weird KR- 
RISSSH buzz, something to do with elec- 
tronics and brain waves. It’s really weird, 
but it’s a real force. Something to do with 
computers and fluorescent lights, anything 
that interferes with your brain or anything 
you’re trying to do. It’s just some kind of 
energy I’m trying to get away from. 

“I go to Australia to escape all the static 
here, because it’s all deafening after a 
while. Australia is like a big, natural Vali- 
um. Originally they had no animals with 
hard feet, as in hooves — it’s that mellow 
a country. I’ve found that over there, peo- 
ple are not as disposed to making a big 
deal out of things, so they treat you nor- 
mally. They’re into living their own lives, 
not bothering someone else. 

“All I can do is tell people that I truly 
don’t hate Boston,” he adds toward the 
end of our interview. “Surely the crocuses 
will come up on Comm Ave before long 
and it will be cool, so people should go out 
for a walk and enjoy themselves.” 

Last year at this time, nobody was ask- 
ing Dando whether he liked Boston, ex- 











cept maybe his Allston neighbors and a 
handful of diehard Lemonheads fans. Fact 
is, the band looked suspiciously like a dead 
issue at the time, though one with a histo- 
ry to be proud of. 

Over the course of three albums on the 
Taang! label, Lemonheads were a 
quintessential Boston outfit: inspired by 
punk but aspiring to pop, their sensitive 
moments balanced by bratty humor and an 
unwillingness to take anything too serious- 
ly. (When they played WBCN’s Rock ’n’ 
Roll Rumble in 1988, they stuck in a Phil 
Collins cover and announced, “Hey, this 
thing is rigged.” They didn’t win.) Sure, 
national success seemed a possibility; but 
it seemed at least as likely for Taang!’s 
other two star bands at the time, Moving 
Targets and Bullet LaVolta. 

Although Lemonheads never settled on 
a steady line-up, they were always a full- 
fledged band, and Dando wasn’t always 
the guy up front. Guitarist Corey Loog 
Brennan (later of Bullet LaVolta), guitarist 
John Strohm (later of Blake Babies and 
Antenna), and singer/guitarist Ben Deilly 
were all key members. In fact, the last 
Taang! album, Lick, was mostly Deilly’s 
show, with Dando having temporarily 
switched to drums. A solid album, it was 
overshadowed by a semi-joke cover of 
Suzanne Vega’s “Luka” that was released 
soon after as a single (and has since been 
added to the CD). 

The old Lemonheads had already fallen 
apart by the time the band signed to At- 
lantic, where 1990’s Lovey was made by a 
stripped-down trio of Dando, longtime 
bassist Jesse Peretz (who left soon after), 
and new drummer David Ryan. The old 
band’s eclecticism was intact, with its mix 
of punk pop, jangle pop, a ’70s metal 
homage, country rock (a Gram Parsons 
cover), and a bit of outright weirdness (the 
mysterious last track was a phone message 
left by Dando’s friend Polly Noonan, later 
the woman on the cover of It’s a Shame 
About Ray). 

But the humor was missing and the style 
jumps didn’t work as well without a full- 
strength band. The only truly vintage 
Lemonheads track from these sessions was 
a non-sarcastic cover of the New Kids on 
the Block’s “Step by Step” that appeared 
on the accompanying EP, Favorite Spanish 
Dishes. All told, Lovey sold a miserable 
12,000 copies. Something clearly had to 
give. 

It did, in a big way. But keep in mind 
that It’s a Shame About Ray wasn’t an out- 
of-the-box hit. Like Nirvana’s Nevermind , 
it was released without a mess of hype, 
and the buzz started first among critics 
and serious fans. What they heard on Ray 
was a more streamlined Lemonheads 
sound, with Dando phasing out the 
group’s metal and punk leanings and zero- 
ing in on the pop-and-hooks side. Produc- 
ers the Robb Brothers (who were in a gen- 
uine "60s garage band) added a shimmer- 
ing, semi-acoustic sound, and the pres- 
ence of Juliana Hatfield (on bass and 


back-up vocals) gave you two alternative 
stars for the price of one. 

Within months Dando’s brooding face 
would turn up on TV and on magazine 
covers, including this month’s /nterview. 
(My own mom recently asked whether I’d 
heard of the Lemonheads, after she’d seen 
them on Entertainment Tonight.) By then 
it was too late for critics to create a back- 
lash; most of us had already gone on 
record as calling Ray the best Lemonheads 
album — though we probably liked it bet- 
ter in the first pressing, before the cover of 
“Mrs. Robinson” was tacked on. 

“There’s no reason it shouldn’t be wide- 
ly heard and liked,” is Dando’s take. “It’s 
more simple, a friendly album; it’s not 
afraid to state the obvious. It’s not neces- 
sarily better, but more coherent. I can 
completely understand why the other al- 
bums failed and this one is succeeding.” 

Indeed, it makes you wonder what the 
Lemonheads’ more innocent fans might 
think if they heard Creator, where the sen- 
sitive acoustic song is a Charles Manson 
cover; or Lick’s “Cazzo di Ferro” (Italian 
for “Ironside”), which is specifically about 
Raymond Burr’s alleged habit of eating his 
own shit. “It would be funny if people lis- 
tened to the older records, but I don’t have 
any evidence that they would. They’d 
probably like ‘em; they’d find isolated cas- 
es of prettiness.” 

Then again, they did catch some of the 
old Lemonheads attitude from “My Drug 
Buddy,” one of the best tracks on Ray. 
Neither a pro- or nor an anti-drug ser- 
mon, it writes with warmth about the drug 
experience (which drug isn’t specified) 
and the bond between people doing them. 
“Sure, some people gave me a negative re- 
sponse about the song’s title, but the song 
isn’t about those people. Drugs are poison 
and they’re not good for you, but all I can 
do is look into my own experience, and 
into why J do drugs. It’s basically about 
this friend I have, and an account of one 
night.” (But that’s evidently enough to 
make the Atlantic folks a little nervous. On 
the second pressing of Ray, the song’s title 
has become simply “Buddy.”) 

If anything’s bugging old Lemonheads 
fans, it’s less the music than all this “alter- 
native hunk” business. We all know that 
Dando’s a good-looking dude, but nobody 
likes to see alternative-rockers pulling star 
trips. Gone are the days when Dando 
would pose for photos with a goofy grin 
and his face scrunched into a coathanger 
(as he did on the innersleeve of Creator ). 
Now he sports the perfect hair and intense 
stare of Matt Dillon in Singles, and the 
current Lemonheads press kit uses the 
word “sexy” on each of the first two pages. 
Meanwhile, his friend Juliana Hatfield’s 
next album reportedly includes an angry 
song about how women act silly over rock 
stars. The song was written after she saw 
female fans doing just that over Dando. 

“It’s all true,” he responds. “And it’s all 
a laugh. It’s a thing I don’t mind if it helps 
me get whatever music I can scrape to-

gether across. It’s just a vehicle, a funny | 


little jalopy that I can roll along with. I 
never cared what the masses thought of 


me, so if they think good things, then it’s | 


on the upside. I'll just go ahead with what 

I do, which is to write words and music. 
“If people see me a certain way, I can 

always deprogram their brains if I’ve had 


enough rest. I’m a bit of a ham and be- | 


coming more of one every day, and there’s 


no better place for a ham than on a maga- | 
zine cover. I’m totally into thaty and I can 


swing with it for a while. 


‘{’ve always thought that if I write a song, | 
I want as many people as possible to hear it. | 


So now I’m propelled to rise to the occasion. 
I get a lot of power from that, as in the pow- 


er of self-discipline. I can feel myself writing | 


cool songs that a lot of people are going to 
hear, and it makes me happy.” 

So what happens to an alternative hunk 
when he hangs out in rock clubs? “Um, 
well, I just think it’s good to get a hug now 
and again. I try not to abuse that, and to 
stay really cool about it. I don’t want peo- 


ple to do things that they’ll regret. | made | 


a new rule for myself not to pick up girls 


when I’m drunk, because I physically | 


dropped this debutante the other night at a 


bar. I saw this girl that looked like she | 


wanted to be messed with a little bit. So I 


picked her up and I just fuckin’ dropped | 


her. So I learned a lot about how you 
shouldn’t go picking up girls, literally.” 
While we’re on the tough questions, I 
bring up the current EP by ex-Lemonhead 
Ben Deilly’s new band, Pods. The title, It’s 
a Bummer About Bourbie, was assumed to 
be a slam at Dando. Ex-manager Rachel 


Tanzer says it’s actually an album title that | 
the original Lemonheads were planning to | 
use for the never-made follow-up to Lick. | 


On the other hand, the opening track, 


“Name in Vain,” really is a slam at Dando, | 
invoking the title of the first Lemonheads 


album and accusing him of selling out: 


“That’s how it goes when you hate your | 


friends . . . You take the name in vain, 
*cause that’s show biz.” 


Dando’s response? “My answer to him | 


is that I’m just glad he did it. I would en- 


courage him to write as many songs as he | 
wants about me. And maybe I'll write one | 


back to him.” 


But probably not on the next Lemon- | 
heads album, which is more than half writ- | 


ten and is set for recording in May. 
They’re back to a steady line-up, with Ryan 
on drums and Nick Dalton on bass. “I 
know I’m going to be homeless for the next 
couple of years, but I'll be back in LA for 
this year’s riots. We’ve got lots of really 
killer songs — I’ve written eight, and I’m 
well on the way to finishing more. We'll try 
to get Juliana in to do some singing as well. 

“I’ve got this crystal ball here, and I fore- 
see simpler and louder. I want a more com- 
pact guitar sound, thinner and less dense, 
and all electric. I’m gonna try to narrow it 
down to a rockin’ guitar sound, but I can’t 
be sure until I get in there. Oops, the crys- 
tal ball just went all hazy.” OQ

STILL PURE PUNK 


If you’ve followed fIREHOSE since 
D. Boone’s tragic death finished the 
Minutemen in 1985 and Mike Watt 
(bass) and George Hurley (drums) 
hooked up with upstart guitarist Ed 


| Crawford, then you already know that 


they embody the iconoclastic do-it- 
yourself spirit and power of punk 
rock — not stagnant, mindless, three- 
chord slash-and-burn posturing, but 


| idealistic punk that defies conven- 


tions, boundaries, and expectations. 

If you’re not familiar with fIRE- 
HOSE, then Mr. Machinery Operator 
(Columbia) is a good place to start. 


| You can hear the elements that have 


made this a great band from the be- 
ginning: their ability to fuse the energy 
of punk with the power of hard rock, 


| the groove of funk, the improvisation- 


al possibilities of jazz, and the famil- 
iarity of folk and country — all with- 
out sounding studied or contrived. At 
the same time, fIREHOSE don’t fall 
into the trap of thinking the road to 
maintaining underground credibility is 
paved with low-fi production and 
sloppy playing. And here, with J Mas- 
cis producing, they not only expand 
their vision but improve the execution. 


hard-edged bebop, the band settle into 
a melancholy, minor-key Dinosaur 
Jr._style groove, with Watt’s muscular 
bass line guiding the melody. The cho- 
tus arrives with sheets of heavy distor- 
tion, thundering drums, and a great 
moody vocal (“Stay a while/ Let’s talk 
about it/It’s crazy/To witness”). It’s 
like Dinosaur Jr. with better vocals 
and a stronger rhythm section. 

With some spirited vocal help from 
Freda of LA’s Zarcons, fIREHOSE 
pull off a convincing take on early- 
’70s Sly and the Family Stone funk, 
“Hell-Hole,” which features the most 
soulful reading of the phrase “Get the 
fuck out of here” that I’ve ever heard. 
There’s also some of Watt’s no-wave 
funk (“Herded into Pools”), instru- 
mental improvisations (“4/29/92”), 
lyrical folk (“The Cuffs Thrown”), a 
danceable drum solo (“More Famous 
Quotes”), and a song that sounds 
strangely like subdued Joy Division 
(“Sincerely”). In short, there’s every- 
thing that makes fIREHOSE great.

RICKY FORD: 
MEATY CHOPS 


Ricky Ford lives! The once next-big- 
thing on the Boston jazz scene has

gives songs like “Blaze” an added 
kick by bringing the slashing guitar 
up in the mix. Mascis also lends a 
great over-the-top wah-wah- 
drenched solo to “Blaze” and some 
subtler guitar shadings elsewhere. 
Mascis’s influence is also apparent 
on the real standout tune, a Hurley/ 
Crawford collaboration called “Wit- 
ness.” After a quirky intro that’s pure

But on Hot Brass you can hear 
what made Ford such a favorite with 
the graybeards in his early days. It 
wasn’t just the authority of his light- 
ning speed and hearty tone; it was the 
suppleness of his imagination. At 
their best, Ford’s solos — even his 
speediest phrases — pause and take 
in the surrounding Jandscape before 
moving on, building ideas from one 
phrase to the next, shifting textures in 
mid-phrase, from rounded, mid- 
range eighth notes to low, quarter- 
note honks or high, airy whispers. 

Ford makes similarly organic use 
of his influences. He’s never been a 
slavish stylistic imitator: Dexter Gor- 
don, Coleman Hawkins, and Ben 
Webster have all shared room in his 
style, but they’re filtered through 
Ford’s post-Coltrane sensibility, mak- 
ing brief cameo appearances in the 
midst of his solos. Webster emerged, 
inevitably, in the sweet upturned 
glisses of Ford’s “Chelsea Bridge” at 
Scullers, and he’s there again in Hot 
Brass’s “Banging, Bashing and Blow- 
ing.” Hawkins appeared at Scullers 
in a direct quote of the clarion cry 
from the epochal 1939 “Body and 
Soul”; you could likewise hear him in 
flashes of Ford’s phrasing — his 
muscular, forward-leaning push 
through the chord changes. 

Hot Brass also affords a look at 
Ford the arranger. As the title implies, 
this is an augmented small group, with 
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spent the past eight years as artist-in- 
residence at Brandeis, and he’s been 
all but invisible except to those ventur- 
ing to Waltham. There audiences have 
been able to hear Ford leading student 
ensembles through his arrangements 
of the music of such visiting luminar- 
ies as Steve Lacy, Abdullah Ibrahim, 
and Walter Bishop Jr. But Ford has 
also been busy making albums — the 
latest is Hot Brass (Candid). And on 
February 11 he played his first 
Scullers gig ever, with 83-year-old 
bass great Milt Hinton, drummer Alan 
Dawson, and pianist Dave Stewart. 

In the late ’70s, long before the ad- 
vent of the Wynton-ites, tenor-saxo- 
phonist Ford was the young jazz mu- 
sician to watch. A New England Con- 
servatory student (and Boston na- 
tive), he was nurtured by NEC profs 
Ran Blake and Jaki Byard and was 
wowing the cognoscenti not only in 
his performances with those two but 
in jam sessions at hot spots like Wal- 
ly’s and Michael’s Pub. Before long, 
he had played in bands led by Mercer 
Ellington, Charles Mingus, and Ab- 
dullah Ibrahim. 

In the meantime, Ford, who’s now 
38, recorded a dozen albums as a 
leader on Muse and three with the re- 
activated Candid label (a fourth is 
due this spring) while splitting his 
time between New York and Bran- 
deis. Even though his résumé is im- 
pressive, these independent releases

Antenna pick up on a new 


direction;

ome people were born to 
front rock-and-roll bands; 
Antenna’s lead singer/gui- 
tarist John Strohm insists 
he’s not one of them. “I’m 
very not into being a frontperson. People 
ask why the guitars are so loud in this 
band, and it’s because I wanted them to 
drown out the vocals. I thought that 
there’d be more attention on the vocals if 
we did some jangly pop thing; since I was 
so insecure, we started rockin’ out on all 
the songs.” 

Of course, Strohm has worked with his 
share of charismatic frontpeople in the 
past. He played part-time in Lemonheads 
and full-time in the Blake Babies, whose 





| respective leaders, Evan Dando and Juliana 
_ Hatfield, are now household names. 
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Now it’s Strohm’s turn to make some 
big noise, though of a different kind. Due 
in stores this Tuesday from Mammoth, 
Antenna’s second album, Hideout, (and 
their first since becoming a full-time 
band) is a first-class hard-rock album, 
with wall-to-wall guitars, strong melodic 
hooks, and a mood of melancholy and re- 
lease. Once you get over the complete 
lack of Blake Babies resemblance, you’ve 
got a band who can easily stand on their 
own. 

“When we played at the Middle East a 
few weeks ago, I had a couple people come 
up to me and say, ‘Where’s the jangle, 
where’s the nice pop sound?’ All I could 
say was, ‘Sorry, this is what we’re doing 
now.’ It’s just the natural direction we’ve 
taken. 

“With the Blake Babies, we sat down 
and said, “We’ll have a band that’s kind of 
pop, but with a hard edge and a girl 
singer.’ But with Antenna we just said, 
‘We'll wing it and see what we come up 
with.’ Lately we’ve been listening to a lot of 
60s garage-type records, like the 13th 
Floor Elevators. And we’ve been covering 
that Lyres song ‘How Do You Know,’ 
which is about as different from the Blake 
Babies as you can possibly get and still be 
working in a pop context.” 

The band have already changed since 
making the album, with Ed Ackerson 
joining on second guitar and ex—Blake 
Baby Freda Love rejoining on drums (re- 
placing Patrick Spurgeon, who plays on 
the album); Jacob Smith remains on bass 
and co-lead vocals. Gossip columnists can 
take note that Strohm and Love were a 
couple during the Blake Babies years and 
that Smith and Love are a couple now, 
but Strohm says it’s no big deal. “It may 
seem weird on the surface, but I like Jake 
a lot, and Freda and I were never ready for 
each other. It’s brilliant having Freda back 
in the band; the group dynamic is exactly 
where I wanted it to be. Plus it’s good hav- 
ing a woman in the band, to offset the 
whole guy thing.” 

Antenna were born during a confusing 
time. The Blake Babies slowly fell apart 
during their 1990 tour in support of 
the Sunburn album — ironically, just 
when their popularity was at a peak. 
“There was a point where we decided to 
break up, but it was kind of complex. Fre- 
da and I had been talking about doing 
something different; we were feeling cre- 
atively stifled by the rigid format in that 
band. 

“We wound up having a big fight. Ju- 
liana had her concept about what she 
wanted to do, and she was the frontperson

Strohm and Love made the first Antenna 
album, Sway, during a tour break; then 
Strohm rejoined the Blake Babies for their 
final European dates. Love was the first to 
leave the Blake Babies, and she was so 
miffed at Strohm for not leaving that she 
temporarily left Antenna as well. 

But the problems had nothing to do with 
Hatfield’s emergence as a alternative star. 
“Juliana is a natural-born celebrity. She’s 
an attractive woman and a good singer- 
songwriter, so she’s going to get attention. 
When we started the band, we thought, 
‘Either the band’s going to take off, or she 
is. 

“So we fully expected that to happen. 
I’d worked with Juliana and with 
Evan, and they’re both natural frontpeople, 
but they had to change the format they 
were working in to make it successful. 
But things would have been a lot easier 
if the Blake Babies had been more demo- 
cratic.” 

By contrast, Antenna are an all-equals 
band who work out their songs through in- 
formal jams. The title. Hideout comes from 
Smith and Love’s basement apartment, 
where the album was written and re- 
hearsed. 

“We spent all our time down there writ- 
ing songs, not venturing into the outside 
world at all. But you can probably find a 
connection between the title and some of 
the lyric themes. I’d say the album is 
bummed out, but in a hopeful way. I can’t 
write a happy song to save my life. What 
makes me write songs is the need to es- 
cape being bummed out. I guess that’s 
what I have to express at this point in my 
life.” 

There are a few left curves as well. The 
fastest and catchiest track, “Rust,” in- 
cludes a neat rock manifesto: “I don’t want 
to spend my life in a slow decay, I wanna 
rust, wanna rust quickly away/I want 
to see things that I’ve never seen/And I 
want to touch the heart of a love 
supreme.” That’s when you notice that the 
song’s main riff is lifted from the John 
Coltrane piece he’s just mentioned. “It’s 
a little corny, that ‘Love Supreme’ thing, 
but it’s just fun, just us paying tribute. 
We also put in a little sample of Col- 
trane playing backwards. My dad liked 
it, so there’s finally some connection 
there.” 

The band still gig frequently in Boston 
(they’ll be back in April), but they’re now 
based in Bloomington, Indiana, where 
Strohm and Love lived before Blake Babies 
days. “I left Boston around the fall of ’90. 
At the time it was a financial thing; I 
couldn’t keep a job because we were on 
the road so much. Then I’d get back from 
a tour with $100 in my pocket and the rent 
would be due. 

“It’s cheaper in Bloomington, so we can 
live off Antenna, and there’s a good music 
community here. In Boston, everybody as- 
pires to get record deals and tour around. 
Here, people start bands because it’s a 
hoot. They do it to play somebody’s base- 
ment patty, get loaded, and have a good 
time.” 

And do Antenna hope to get the national 
attention of Strohm’s former bands? 
“Well, the record company wouldn’t 
mind that. But since we’re going to be 
recording and playing anyway, it wouldn’t 
suck.”

HEY, JUDE. I was watching Jude Cole’s 
Paradise show last week with my Phoenix 
pals Jon Garelick and Matt Ashare, and 
we were trying to decide who he reminded 
us of most. “Bob Seger Mellencamp,” was 
my suggestion.

He 
used to be a member of the Records 
(though he joined after their classic single 
“Starry Eyes”); he did some work with 
Dwight Twilley and Del Shannon. So how 
he turned into a generic heartland rocker 
is anybody’s guess, but he’s learned all the 
tricks: big anthemic choruses, sweeping 
lyrical statements, and the standard rebel 
persona — all with close to zero personal- 
ity or song hooks of his own. Cole arrived 
with a lot of big-label muscle behind him 
(his Start the Car is on Reprise), but as he 
performed, you had to wonder why they’d 
get so excited over a guy who’s the very 
model of boring competence. 

On the other hand, I have three words 
for any high-powered A&R types who 
might be reading this column: sign Jill

she came off as the more resourceful 
songwriter and more appealing 
singer/personality by far.

Dynamics and tunefulness 
win this month’s playoff 


by Sandy Masuo 


ebruary Demo Derby win- 

ners Black & Grey favor 

neutrality when it comes to 

image. Frontman Jonny Rely 

explains: “We just wanted a 
name that wouldn’t imply any false pre- 
conceptions to people about the band.” 
Their music, however, is vibrant and lively, 
thriving in the choppier waters of that pop 
realm occupied by artists like U2 and 
R.E.M. Their six-song demo is full of up- 
lifting pop elements enhanced with patches 
of dramatic dynamics, with an edge that is 
ragged rather than jagged. 

After a lonesome bass intro, “Invisible 
Friend” develops into a scratchy portrait of 
isolation laced with wailing guitar. The mu- 
sic takes a perky turn in “Nation,” with 
Rely’s vocal hovering somewhere between 
Bono and the Boss. “Girl on the Corner” is 
a paean of sorts to Sinéad O’Connor’s “I 
Do Not Want What I Haven’t Got,” with 
Rely’s circuitous refrain of “You can’t have 
what you don’t want” lurking in an other- 
wise straitlaced piece of mellow guitar pop. 
The surprise seventh track, none other than 
Neil Diamond’s “Cracklin’ Rosie,” is a real 
treat, showing off Black & Grey’s form 
while serving as a reminder of Diamond’s 
prowess at penning pop tunes — a highly 
valued skill in the Black & Grey camp. 

“That’s extremely important to us,” Rely 


drumsticks pattering around Harding’s 
vocal. Eventually the pace picks up and 
she skips across the rockin’ rhythms 
swathed in wonderfully harsh guitar. 

The Stickmen dig the harsh approach 
too, though they blend it with a Chili Pep- 
pers exuberance rather than moodiness. 
“Get a Life” revs into a chunky funk-metal 
commotion with a bodacious shout-along 
chorus, a self-satirizing lyric, and un- 
abashed guitar exhibitionism. “No Self 
Control” features a great guitar grind that 
bumps into funky bounding bass lines as 
frontman Steve Demirjian drops a semi- 
rap over it all. The big gust of feedback 
that ushers in “Greed” brings to mind 
Tribe’s “Abort,” though it quickly esca- 
lates into an elocutionary cram fest, inter- 
spersed with semi-laid-back passages in 
which Demirjian counters the slower pace 
with venomous delivery. 

From the first note of “Time Is Not 
Money,” it’s clear that Beat Soup are en- 
thusiastic purveyors of fine, blissed-out 
ska that skips and reels irrepressibly be- 
tween layers of crisp percussion and bright 
horns. “Down” decelerates drastically, set- 
tling into a ska take on the power ballad, 
albeit one broken up by blazing double- 
time choruses. “Peace” reprises the up- 
beat, major-key joy of “Time Is Not Mon- | 
ey”; “Smoke” closes out the tape on a 
strange note with an alluringly off-kilter 
melodicism.

says. “We want to be more song-oriented, 
as opposed to a sound or a style. We find 
that a lot of attention to little things that 
you wouldn’t even notice makes a song 
better — little bits of instrumentation here 
and there, the dynamics on the tape. I try 
to write the song to create a mood.” 
Stranger Than Pretty had a strong 
showing with a new three-song tape that 
captures the essence of their pensive, edgy 
sound even better than their last effort. 
“Smalltown Boy” opens with a bracing 
gust of guitar, then settles into a saunter- 
ing narrative with Claire Harding’s vocal 
reflecting shades of everyone from 
Chrissie Hynde to Sinéad O’Connor with- 
out losing her own sense of style. “Love 
Song” twists with an ironic smirk, its grit- 
ty guitar, stumbling percussion, and slight- 
ly bitter ambiance offset by a sweetish 
melody line in the choruses. The prologue 
of “Something’s Missing” reverberates 
with eerily hovering guitar and rat-a-tat 


twangier than John Cougar Mellencamp, 
Dennis Brennan and the Iodine Broth- 
ers rounded out this month’s Derby with 
a four-song sampling of well-written, pert 
guitar-pop blended with a touch of C&W. 
In addition to its optimistic sentiments, 
“Boulder on My Back” also features some 
great piano flourishes by Tom West. 
“Things I’ve Heard Said” finds Brennan 
delivering another solid tune in a chug- 
ging rhythmic frame. “Lies” is a husky 
ballad accented with more heartfelt guitar 
from the multi-dimensional Kevin Barry, 
who is as adept at bold soloing as he is at 
mournful slide playing.

Ithough we can hope that 
the novelty of a black 
hard-rock band has worn 
off, the consensus remains 
that Living Coloiir are a 
tough combo to pigeonhole. They’d be 
generic metal if it weren’t for the occa- 
sional odd harmony and poppish melody, 
or for guitarist Vernon Reid’s periodic 
imaginative outbursts. 

Advocates of the band might point to 
these flourishes and say, “See, besides all 
that dumb stuff, they really can play.” But 
to my ears, the sophistication has always 
worked as a running commentary on the 
dumbness — the bloated riffs, the flat 
hammering of the drums, the bits that in a 
less musically proficient but perhaps more 
sincere group would be the heart of the 
matter; and it’s given the music a gloss of 
studied attitudinizing. Compare Living 
Coloiir, say, to Metallica: with that band, 
love ’em or hate ’em, you know they mean 
it and they’re doing the best they can. 
With Living Coloiir, neither seems to be 
the case. 

This problematic quality was most ap- 
parent on their first two albums. Stain 
(Epic), their new one, is generally blunter, 
with fewer lapses into skill-mongering 
than its predecessors. They’re still playing 
down to their audience, but they’re getting 
better at it. 

So they’re not scummy authentic arti- 
cles like Motérhead, but they’re not hard- 
working bores like Megadeth, either. Their 
music is fake-dumb and occasionally witty; 
their lyrics are humanistically concerned, 
and occasionally pop-controversial. And if 
their “socially conscious” lyrics get a little 
leaden now and then, you can figure that 
that’s some kind of conceptual joke too. 
Not that they don’t approach their top- 
ics with an initial affinity. As African- 
Americans, they identify with the unfairly 
excluded; “stain” is meant to be taken in 
the sense of “stigma.” Maybe they can 
make music as chunky and plodding as 
any tight-assed Aryan dream march, but 
the personas they champion are more like- 
ly to be found on the muddy side of the 
neo-Nazi boot. 

“Auslander” (German for “foreigner”) 
is in defense of the immigrants whose 
mere Otherness has stirred the always la- 
tent German paranoia. Given the nature of 
metal, it’s an inventively counterbalancing 
idea, though the song’s tag line, “Every- 
thing that I want/Isn’t everything that 
you've got,” is a little mealy-mouthed. 

“Bi,” an amusing and catchy song about 
bi-sexuality, might offend our own home-

grown pseudo-fascists if only the 
Buchananites listened to hard rock. More 
likely it will offend serious metalheads, 
a/k/a Homophobe Nation. Even more 
likely, it will upset almost no one, since the 
whole idea of “pop controversy” isn’t to 
give offence but to congratulate oneself on 
one’s own tolerance. 

Aside from those two songs, Stain gives 
the impression that the whole sensitive- 
awareness thing is getting to be a bit of a 
strain. On “Go Away,” lead singer Corey 
Glover (whose often mellifluous voice is 
another drop of ambiguity in the group’s 
mix) bemoans: “I don’t want anybody to 
touch me/I’m thinking everybody has 


AIDS/What’s the point in caring for | 


you/You’re gonna die anyway,” and then, 
“I sent my 20 dollars to Live Aid/Now go 
away!” You think they’re mocking a cer- 
tain type of edgy apathy, but given the in- 
herent mockery of all their music, you 
can’t be sure. 

Besides, “Go Away” is the opener and is 
immediately followed by a bit of muscular 
resignation called “Ignorance Is Bliss”: 
“I’m just trying to survive/Pay my bills and 
stay alive/All the world’s problems ain’t 
my fault/I take it all with a grain of salt.” 
“Leave It Alone” takes this whole with- 
drawal shtick to a more personal level: 
“I’m not down with this one/Their motives 
are much too severe/And that one, they’re 
much too serious/I didn’t plan to make 
this a career.” Add “Mind Your Own Busi- 
ness” and you have a theme: nouvelle 
burnout for the ’90s. 

The rest of the album comprises odds 
and ends of varying effectiveness: a metal 
cartoon psycho-killer thing called “Post- 
man” (Glover sounds like Ozzy on this 
one); two serious drug raves, “WTFF” (an 
instrumental) and “Hemp” (title tells all); 
“This Little Pig,” which the group have 
taken pains to point out isn’t just about 
cops; and “Nothingness,” an attractive bit 
of cosmic despair with its synth-guitar, 
chirping crickets, and hip, rubbery tex- 
tures from the group’s new bassist, ex- 
Tackhead bottom-liner Doug Wimbish. 

Stain would be pretty much a mess if 
the aforementioned unauthenticity vibes 
these guys radiate didn’t hold it together. 
The new disc will probably stiff — not 
enough hooks and too much competition 
from the genuine trogs — but the band 
will continue. Possibly the further suppres- 
sion of their musical abilities will find an 
outlet in increasingly churlish lyrics, with 
their line between parody and I-mean-it 
stances blurring even more. Possibly the 
group will get religion or Reid will return 
to jazz. In any event, Stain is a polished 
genre exercise — not the sort of thing to 
leave any lasting traces. Q

tand by Your Man,” which 
is included on the three- 
disc Tammy Wynette ret- 
rospective Tears of Fire: 
The 25th Anniversary Col- 
lection (Epic), is maybe one of the dozen 
or so greatest country performances ever 
| put on record. I was appalled by the slimy 
attacks Hillary Clinton had to put up with 
during the campaign, but I was also ap- 
palled by her attempt to squeeze the song 
into the ideological slot it’s resisted for 25 
years. 

In a piece that came to Wynette’s de- 
fense after Hillary Clinton’s remark on 60 
Minutes, Doug Simmons, in the Village 
Voice, wrote that people have been so busy 
trying to read the song that nobody’s both- 
ered to hear it. The story “Stand by Your 
Man” tells lies in the way Wynette sings 
the plain-as-day lyrics (“Sometimes it’s 
hard to be a woman”) through choked 
sobs that find their only relief in the surg- 
ing, almost defiant chorus (“Stand by your 
man/And tell the world you love him”). 
It’s the sudden fervency of that declaration 
that tells you you’re listening to a deeply 
hurt woman’s fantasy of how she wishes 

| she could feel. The more insistent Wynette 
gets, the more it sounds like a denial. 
That’s the emotional nakedness the 
song’s detractors have ignored, along with 
the withering dismissal that precedes the 
chorus: “After all, he’s just a man.” No at- 
tack on the song has ever acknowledged 
that the women Wynette was singing 
about, and to, had little choice but to stand 
by their men — especially if they fulfilled

the social expectation that decreed they 
were solely responsible for rearing their 
kids. 

Which makes it all the harder to say that 
there are too many other places on Tears 
of Fire where you hear everything that 
“Stand by Your Man” has been accused 
of. Songs like “I’ll See Him Through” and 
“He Loves Me All the Way” are about how 
it’s a woman’s duty to stay with a drink- 
ing, cheating son-of-a-bitch and make the 
best of it. They wallow in masochism. 
Maybe (since these songs were recorded 
after “Stand”) it’s the old case of trying to 
repeat a successful formula and missing 
what made the original special. But one of 
the collection’s best songs, “Your Good 
Girl’s Gonna Go Bad,” where Tammy in- 
forms her cheating spouse that she’s going 
to emulate the barflies he chases after, is 
an exception. 

What’s most frustrating is the disparity 
between Wynette’s big voice, powerful yet 
plaintive, and the sappy material. It’s easy 
to go with a second-rate piece of songwrit- 
ing like “D-I-V-O-R-C-E” because 
Wynette sings the hell out of it. But try lis- 
tening to four or five songs about a wom- 
an discovering how awful her marriage is 
after she sees her kids emulating her and 
her spouse’s lousy behavior. 

And this collection has been padded to 
fill three discs (any of the one-disc great- 
est-hits collections around represents a 
cheaper and better alternative) with some 
real dreck. Do we need to hear Wynette 
(or anybody) do “You’ll Never Walk 
Alone” or “Sometimes When We 
Touch”? You have to be alert not to miss 
terrific numbers like “Apartment #9” or 
the heart-rending “Till I Can Make It on 





My Own” (recorded after her divorce 
from George Jones), or the duets with 
Jones. And Billy Sherill’s gloppy produc- 
tion (on most of the first two discs) 
doesn’t help. Is there any reason, for in- 
stance, for “We’re Not the Jet Set,” Jones 
and Wynette’s proud, tongue-in-cheek 
declaration of their jess-folks status, to 
feature strings? 

Things pick up a little on the third disc, 
which is given over largely to duets with

the likes of Vince Gill and Emmylou Har- 
ris. Sherill is gone and so is much of the 
masochism. But the songs aren’t particu- 
larly distinctive. 

What does stand out is the strangest 
thing Wynette has ever done, “Justified 
and Ancient,” her duet with British pop 
weirdos the KLF. Over a dance beat, 
which includes what sounds like an inces- 
santly ringing firebell and a backing cho- 
rus that could be little green moonwom- 
en repeating “All 
bound for Moo- 
Mooland,” Wynette 
delivers one of the 
most committed 
performances on 
these three discs. 
The lyrics are gib- 
berish (“They’re 
justified and they’re 
ancient/And they 
drive an ice cream 
van”), but the vocal 
comes from a sing- 
er who’s suddenly 
seems 20 years 
younger. It’s the 
sound of a hoe- 
down on Mars. 

“Justified and An- 
cient” is not the sort 
of thing you do if 
you’re interested in 
playing it safe (it 
must have baffled 
Wynette’s longtime 
fans). And pursuing 
a career in music 
while being a single, 
working mother to 
three children (as 
Wynette was in the 
’60s) is not the path 
taken by a shrinking 
violet. Tears of Fire 
requires you to 
work past much of 
the lyrics and the 
musical maple syr- 
up to hear the 
strength of the 
voice underneath. If 
only Wynette could 
hear it herself. QO

Peter Wispelwey’s Beethoven; 
Yo-Yo Ma’s Stephen Albert

he young Dutch artist Peter 
Wispelwey returned last 
week with his favorite Amer- 
ican partner, pianist Lois 
Shapiro, to play the com- 
| plete Beethoven cello sonatas. Two years 
| ago, Wispelwey was scheduled to play 
| them with his regular piano partner, Paul 
| Komen; but Komen was called back to 
Holland on a family emergency (you can 
hear their lively collaboration on a new 
Channel Classics CD, with Komen playing 
an 1823 Broadwood pianoforte). A friend 
| suggested that Wispelwey contact Shapiro 
| rather than cancel the concert. It must 
| have been fate. The response to that event 
was ecstatic. I heard this program at the 
| Wellesley Chapel a little over a year ago, 
and that performance made my 1991 10 
| Best list, though I never got to review it. 
Beethoven’s five cellos sonatas span the 
| range of his creative career. The first two, 
Opus 5, practically invent the form full 
grown. They are exuberant, exploratory, 
yet fully confident large-scale works. The 
| last two, @pus 102, from the beginning of

original and complex, with a profoundly 
intimate, even introverted voice — 
Beethoven not trying to prove any- 
thing, almost improvising. In the 
middle, Opus 69 in A is mellow oa 
and full-hearted, on the in- 
spired level of the Kreutzer 
Sonata or the first Ras- 
soumovsky Quartet. 

On one program, all five 
sonatas can be almost as 
demanding on the audi- 
ence as on the players. Yet 
the concert was gripping. 
What a unified view 
Shapiro and Wispelwey have 
of these

; Beethoven’s late period, are structurally 
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pieces, which sounded like parts of one 
larger work, with common inflections and 
thematic similarities. 

Wispelwey played without a score — 
risky, but how liberating! I loved that 
hearty buzz — that guffaw, that “Ha!” 
— when he disengaged his bow from the 
last reckless note of Opus 5, Number 2. 
Could any duo play such teasing, hair- 
trigger cat-and-mouse games in the Opus 
102s without eye contact? They built vast 
expanses of tension with the subtle long- 
range dynamic shadings of their crescen- 
dos and decrescendos. And each stepped 
back to let the other shine when that’s 
what the music called for. They could af- 
ford such generosity because they were 
giving themselves so completely to the 
music.

Stephen Albert’s Pulitzer Prize eight 
years ago was greeted with a general sense 
of surprise: who was Stephen Albert? 
That’s how far out of the musical loop he 
was was — partly because he was not an 
academic (he was a Newton stamp deal- 
er), but probably more because the kind of 

“New Romantic” tonal music he was 
composing was only just start- 
ing to be taken seriously 

again. The BSO was finally 
getting around to him 
when, on December 27, 
he was killed in a car ac- 
cident on the Cape. 
The first Boston perfor- 
mance of Albert’s Cello 
Concerto, played in his 
memory last week, was 
clearly an emotional 
event. Members of his 
immediate family, several 
still suffering from injuries 
sustained in that 
crash, were 
present.

The soloist was Yo-Yo Ma, for whom the 
concerto was written (he played the world 
premiere with the Baltimore Symphony 
under David Zinman in May 1990). Seiji 
Ozawa was scheduled to conduct, but he 
came down with the flu and the BSO’s 
gifted assistant conductor Robert Spano 
stepped in. 

I wish — oh, how I wish — I could say 
I loved the concerto. I thought its four 
movements clearly yet innovatively orga- 
nized. I found the second of the three 
opening cello statements memorable in its 
introspective melancholy. The writing is 
grateful for both cello and orchestra — 
everything “sounds.” And it’s serious with- 
out pretension, which hasn’t always 
seemed the case with other Albert pieces 
(a number of which are inspired by James 
Joyce but not by his subversive humor). 

The concerto had strong advocates in 
both Ma (remember when he was accused 
of neglecting new music?). and Spano. 
For the cello, it’s a challenging and varied 
vehicle. The opening solo is perhaps too 
familiarly Middle Eastern in its melisma, 
yet listening to Ma’s gorgeous, humane 
tone was like hearing a cello for the first 
time. 

Finally, though, I feel the concerto 
doesn’t reach far enough. Instead of en- 
riching its germinal material, it noodles 
(especially in the fast sections). Instead of 
developing its own voice, it borrows 
Stravinsky’s, Debussy’s, Richard. Strauss’s, 
Bart6k’s, and especially — in its brassy 
and sarcastic marches — Shostakovich’s. 
I was happy to hear it, and to re-hear it on 
the radio. But I wish there were more in it. 

Spano has practically made a career of 
saving performances at the last minute. The 
program began with a sensitive Haydn 
Clock Symphony, with a particularly insinu- 
ating and expansive tick-tocking slow 
movement and some exquisite wind work 
from oboist Alfred Genovese, bassoonist 
Richard Ranti, and, in an enchanting solo 
in the Scherzo, flutist Fenwick Smith (is 
there a more musical flute player around?). 
The evening ended with a lilting, easy- 
rolling, far-from-routine Dvorak String 
Serenade, Opus 22, perhaps Dvordak’s pret- 
tiest score, though certain moments of en- 
semble (not!) and intonation (ouch!) are 
best left forgotten. g

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*** David Murray, MX (Red 
Baron). This timely tribute to 
Malcoim X is one of Murray's more 
straight-ahead sets, though as a 
soloist he remains forever in 
hyper-drive. Even on a light-bop 
thing like the title cut (penned by 
Glenn Osser and producer Bob 
Thiele), he rushes into edgy dou- 
ble-timing. At least on his own 
compositions “Icarus” and “El Hajj 
Malik El-Shabazz,” he displays his 
trademark post-Ayler tonal color- 
ing, ambling effortlessly from the 
pinched-note stratosphere to the 
low honking end. 

Tenor saxophonist Ravi Col- 
trane plays it closer to the vest 
with a wiry persistence. Comettist 
Bobby Bradford is the median 
between the two tenors; for 
stretches he could pass as a tradi- 
tionalist, then an eccentric out- 
burst nudges the envelope. The 
democratic rhythm section of 
pianist John Hicks, bassist Fred 
Hopkins, and drummer Victor 
Lewis is versatile enough to rise to 
the varied occasions. Their dra- 
matic free-jazz scramble on the 
Osser/Thiele “Blues for X" is a 
model of disciplined spontaneity; 
but on Murray's “Harlemite” they 
sound like early Messengers.

*1/2 Gonzalo Rubaicaba, 
IMAGES (Blue Note). With his 
dazzling fingers, pure tone, and 
clean articulation, this 30-year-old 
Cuban pianist earns a gold medal 
for technique, but doesn’t make 
much of a showing in the emotion- 
al-depth category. On his third 
Blue Note recording in as many 
years, Rubalcaba rarely displays 
more than robust cheer, and most 
attempts at contrast are mere 
melodrama. Perhaps bassist John 
Pattitucci and drummer Jack 
DeJohnette, appearing with him 
for the first time, don't push him 
hard enough — though DeJohn- 
ette, with his lagging funk beat, 
stumbling tom-tom fills, and waves 
of swooshing cymbals, does add 
some creative tension to an other- 
wise banal version of John 
Lennon's “imagine.” 

Still, the album has its plea- 
sures. On “Jodo,” a solo piece 
dedicated to his new-born son, 
Rubaicaba’s careering 32nd notes 
stop on a dime and reverse direc- 
tion, plow up into massive note 
Clusters, and come to rest in placid 
ripples, expressing the hope, 
apprehension, and tenderness any 
father must feel. His mind is as 
nimble as his fingers, and he rises 
to the challenge of “Giant Steps,” 
the triathlon of jazz tunes, with 
harmonic sophistication and four- 
minute-mile speed.

xxx Jellyfish, SPILT MILK 
(Virgin). If you thought the first 
Jellyfish album was weird, you 
ain't heard nothing yet. Plenty of 
groups have dabbled in retro 
psychedelia, but few others have 
been this shameless about it. 





Studio trickery, lysergic lyrics, gig- 
gly harmonies, funny jumps into 
odd time signatures, homages to 
Queen and the Move and Super- 
tramp — they've got it all, along 
with every pre-synthesizer key- 
board sound known to man. 

Album sales will doubtless suf- 
fer, especially since there’s no 
obvious single to follow up the first 
album's “That Is Why.” But this 
album goes so far over the top 
that it takes on a loopy kind of 
integrity. Consider the epic finale, 
“Brighter Day,” which includes the 
band's most telling lyric (“If you've 
had it up to here with what's 
real/I'm here to tell you that it's no 
big deal”), along with about a 
dozen layers of carnival horns. 
The whole thing would fall apart if 
it had the slightest trace of cynical 
camp, but Jellyfish are serious 
about this: they want to reclaim 
the giddy optimism of psychedelic 
days, and they'll storm the gates 
of Pepperiand to get it.

** Martha Wash, MARTHA 
WASH (RCA). Wash has sung 
diva roles since 1979, when, as 
one of the Two Tons o’ Fun, she 
wailed “| Got the Feeling.” Add 
1982's Weather Girls hit “It’s 
Raining Men” and her 1990 
cameos for Black Box's Dream- 
land and C+C Music Factory’s 
“Gonna Make You Sweat” and you 
have fans of loud, big-bodied 
expressions of joy all ready for 
Wash’'s first session under her 
own name. No such luck. 

Wash's dusky, mezzo-soprano 
flash sounds like an efficient pré- 
cis of early-'80s Aretha Franklin, 
without Franklin's willingness to 
cruise humorously through pas- 
sages that don't require emphasis. 
Addicted to technical flash, Wash 
shouts, shouts, shouts through 14 
cuts of stop-and-jump music with- 
out varying her pitch — she 
sounds like a late-night hawker 
hard-selling pain pills. Producers 
Todd Terry and Brian Morgan shift 
the music's focus from deep- 
house throbs (“Give It to You") to 
piano dances (“Runaround”) to 
new jack (“Things We Do for 
Love”) to blue-light fervor (“Carry 
On,” “So Whatcha Gonna Do”) 
without managing to break Wash 
of her predictable mannerisms. 
When the tempo at last slows to 
“Now That You're Gone,” her sup- 
posedly sad solo lacks body or 
even affect. So shatters a diva's 
reputation.

**xx T.D Bell and Erbie Bowser, 
ABOUT TIME (Spindletop). 
Austin’s venerable duo of gui- 
tarist/singer T.D. Bell and pianist/ 
singer Erbie Bowser have been 
playing blues together for more 
than 40 years. /t's About Time 
captures their tag-team approach 
with deadeye accuracy, showing 
Bell as a nasty-toned proponent of 
the T-Bone Walker school of Texas 
guitarslinging and Bowser as his 
wily sparring partner with a feel 
that sometimes approximates Otis 
Spann. They tumble through a 
sterling collection of shuffles, slow 
ballads, swing, and soulful Bobby 
Bland-style workouts. Also look for 
Spindletop’s new album from octo- 


genarian pianist the Grey Ghost. 
It's artists like these who put down 
the local roots for performers like 
the Vaughan Brothers, and who 
helped make Austin the musical 
mecca of the Southwest.

** Carnival Art, WELCOME TO 
VAS LLEGAS (Beggars Ban- 
queU/RCA). According to the liner 
notes, “Vas Liegas lies between 
here and there . . . all the bars are 
full and the libraries are empty . . . 
and the streets are claustrophobic 
in their desolation.” In other words, 
Vas Llegas is a Hotel California for 
Generation X, and Carnival Art's 
sophomore effort is basically a 
concept album about the twisted 
denizens of this imaginary place 
that’s somewhere between LA's 
glitzy despair and Las Vegas's 
unbridled excess. 

Unfortunately, Michael P. Tak's 
nonsense rhyming and doubles- 
peak lyrics, like “Here is where it’s 
never been/Outside on the 
in/Underneath some nylon hair/is 
where it’s always been,” don't offer 
any insight (or meaning). You can 
infer that his characters are suici- 
dal (“Bullet Surprise”), drug-addict- 
ed (“Gold Plated Crazy"), or simply 
deranged (“Little Elvis"), but 
beyond that the lyrics come off as 
a string of cynical in-jokes with no 
punch lines. And that’s too bad, 
because the band have no trouble 
locking into forceful guitar-driven 
grooves with clever punkish-pop 
hooks that could have been better 
served.

**1/2 David Rothenberg, 
NOBODY COULD EXPLAIN IT 
(Accurate). Most of this CD is a 
Cooke's tour of ethnomusicology 
for solo clarinet and MIDI contin- 
uo. Some of the specific traditions 
Rothenberg investigates have 
longstanding connections to the 
clarinet. The Chasidic slow air 
“Nigun of Ladi" is a prototype of 
klezmer’s lamentations. And the 
original “Ras al Khaima” is built 
around a Middle Eastern scale 
and rhythm not far from the likely 
site of the clarinet's invention in 
Egypt. 

In other cases, he exploits the 
clarinet’s melodic and timbral flexi- 
bility to explore characteristics of a 
specific ethnic form. in “Se Lo,” 
from Tibet, his steep trills suggest 
the beat frequencies of harmonic 
chanting. The eerie raga-like 
development of “Mani” (also 
Tibetan) is the most exotic piece 
here, with its keening flute and 
bowl , 
Mostly, however, Rothenberg 
concocts pan-ethnic tone paint- 
ings. In “Keeping Still,” he recites | 
Ching verses to an Oriental pas- 
tiche of chimes and wind synthe- 
sizer; “Thoreau Falls” evokes the 
rushing water with random washes 
of percussion that the clarinet 
floats above. Despite virtuoso 
solos and backdrops that involve a 
considerably more complex notion 
of harmony than a dyed-in-the- 
wool New Ager would allow, 
there's an enforced placidity, a 
paucity of drama, that you may 
find inconsequential rather than 
timeless.

**xx* The Flonzaley Quartet, 
Harold Bauer, Ossip Gabrilo- 
witsch, ROMANTIC MASTER- 
PIECES (Biddulph). The Flonza- 
leys were one of this country’s first 
full-time professional string quar- 
tets, though the personnel was 
entirely European, mainly from the 
Franco-Belgian school (the origi- 
nal members included violinists 
Adolfo Betti and Alfred Pochon 
and cellist Iwan d’'Archambeau; 
there were several different vio- 
lists, ending with the Russian 
Nicolas Moldavan). They were 
founded in 1903 by a Swiss-Amer- 
ican banker, Edward J. de Coppet, 
for his private salon, but within two 
years they'd gone public. The 
recordings here date mainly from 
the late 1920s, near the end of 
their brilliant run, andthese are 
among the miracles of chamber 
performances. A two-LP set was 
issued by ACA in 1973.and is long 
out of print; this is the Flonzaleys’ 
first appearance on CD. 

What characterizes their style is 
restraint. The playing is extremely 
fleet and light, graceful, elegant. 
The players’ refusal to wear the 
hearts of the great Romantic com- 
posers on their sleeves makes the 
music all the more moving and 
poignant. 

Included here are the Flonza- 
leys' two most famous recordings 
—the Schumann Piano Quintet, 
with legendary Russian pianist 
Ossip Gabrilowitsch (Mark Twain's 
son-in-law!) in the exhilarating and 
poetic central role, and the 
Brahms Piano Quintet, with the 
marvelous British pianist Harold 
Bauer (there's a new Bauer recital 
disc, also on Biddulph, in which he 
plays a staggering Moonlight and 
Appassionata, his breathtaking 
Chopin Fantasie-impromptu, and 
a splendid miscellany from Bach 
to Liszt and beyond). These are 
two pianists who feel no conflict 
between strength and delicacy, 
and who are all the more impres- 
sive for their spirit of co-operation 
(they often performed together). 

The Schubert G-major Quartet, 
the Schumann :A-minor, and the 
Canzonetta movement from 
Mendelssohn's E-flat Quartet are 
equally indelible; and an abbrevi- 
ated Brahms B-flat Quartet that 
was recorded 65 years ago is 
finally getting its very first release 
(only the third movement was ever 
issued). This is an absolute must 
for anyone who thinks chamber 
music is the highest expression of 
musical art — and perhaps even 
more important for anyone who 
thinks the power playing of today’s 
most-recorded chamber groups is 
the best, or only, way to approach 
this music. 

Ironically, in order to cram 
everything onto two discs, Bid- 
dulph had to split the Schumann 
Quintet, so you have to change 
discs after the first two movements 
(something you didn't have to do 
on an LP). Perhaps it would have 
been smarter to choose a less 
impetuous work for this division. 
On the other hand, more than 73 
minutes per disc is a real bargain.

And so the Muppets’ 
take on the Dickens classic fails to 
rise to the comic heights of previ- 
ous Muppet excursions or plunge 
into Dickens's terrifying dark night 
of the soul. The Mups (Kermit as 
Bob Cratchit, Miss Piggy as his 
Mrs., Fozzie Bear as “Fozziwig”) 
do an admirable job of staying in 
character, without losing the traits 
each is known for. But as Scrooge 
Michael Caine seems to be having 
too much of a good time; his con- 
version to niceness isn't much of " 
conversion at all.

Stacy Cochran's charming feature 
debut is a deadpan noir farce with 
an attitude somewhere between 
feminist and punk. Diane Lane is a 
New Jersey housewife whose 
domineering doctor husband buys 
her a gun for protection. Instead, 
the gun propels her out of her 
pampered cocoon and into the 
arms of the scruffy, suspicious- 
acting young man (James LeGros) 
across the way, who's trying to 
protect his mother (Tess Harper) 
from her abusive ex-husband.

Lachman give the suburban set- 
tings a lovely, subdued pop look.

ED WEAPON I (1993). Since the 
last Lethal Weapon picture was 
already a parody, this spoof would 
be beside the point even if it 
weren't pathetically inept. Emilio 
Estevez and the talented (and, 
here, wasted) Samuel L. Jackson 
take the Gibson and Glover roles, 
The filmmakers are trying for 
Airplane!/Mad-magazine-style 
absurdity. But the deadpan surface 
can't disguise how flailing and des- 
perate the movie is. Cinema 57, 
Fresh Pond, Circle, suburbs. 
@NATIVE SON (1986). After 50 
years, Richard Wright's novel 
retains its power to stun. Director 
Jerrold Freedman’s movie, howev- 
er, is one of the most disgraceful 
literary adaptations in movie histo- 
ry. The film version defuses the 
book’s explosiveness in order to 
make its protagonist, Bigger 
Thomas (Victor Love), who acci- 
dentally kills the daughter (Eliza- 
beth McGovern) of a white, liberal 
philanthropic family, sentimentally 
pitiable. Nowhere in the movie is 
Bigger allowed the feelings of con- 
trol and power the murder gives 
him in the book — he’s become a 
sacrificial lamb for (presumably 
white) audiences to weep over. 
The performances by Carroll 
Baker, John McMartin, and Geral- 
dine Page are a nightmare, but 
McGovern captures the daughter's 
flightiness, and Oprah Winfrey qui- 
etly outclasses everyone in the 
cast as Bigger’s mother. Boston 
Public Library. 
**&*kNEAR DARK (1987). Kathryn 
Bigelow's vampire thriller is one of 
the most original horror films of the 
80s, and s the most atmo- 
spheric. There’s no close equiva- 
lent to this movie's dream-laden 
aura of erotic dread, or its bursts of 
unsettling wit. Bigelow’s inspiration 
is to make the vampires a socio- 
pathic nuclear family: they travel 
the American Southwest in beat-up 
vans, crash by day in dive-motel 
rooms, and come out at night to 
feed. They aren't lonely, accursed 
creatures, though; since their vam- 
pirism is reversible, they've chosen 
their life of bloodlust. The terrific 
supporting cast includes Lance 
Henriksen, Jenette Goldstein, the 
sensational Bill Paxton, and Jenny 
Wright.

their relationship. The movie has 
penetrating moments, but it ram- 
bles; it’s an almost luxurious wal- 
low in upper-class angst.

John Sayles returns to the reflec- 
tive self-castigation of The Return 
of the Secaucus 7, with two repre- 
sentatives of the Woodstock gen- 
eration finding their way past 


ing, paralysis, and Southern hospi- 
tality. Unfortunately, it takes two 
and a half hours of his quirky 
bathos and Mary McDonnell com- 
plaining in a wheelchair to get 
them there. She’s a soap-opera 
Star recuperating from an accident 
on her family’s Southern estate, 
and chal by her feisty nurse 
(Alfre Woodard), whose determi- 
nation to prevail over her own 
secret handicap matches her 
charge's despair.

The evocative simplicity 
of Norman Maclean's novella 
about two brothers and the fly fish- 
ing that bonds them escaped 
director Robert Redford and sce- 
narist Richard Friedenberg, who 
combine snatches from the book 
with invention and bits of 
Maclean's life, belaboring what 
Maclean artfully suggests. The 
result is a conventional male com- 
ing-of-age story about two broth- 
ers, one a straight arrow (Craig 
Sheffer), the other “troubled” (Brad 
Pitt). The latter's resemblance to 
the young Redford, and the way 
the camera idolizes him, makes 
this a narcissistic movie, less 
about its source than about its 
director's bid to put himself on the 
Rushmore of American Classicist 
Filmmaking. With Emily Lloyd 
(who's utterly charming) and Tom 
Skerritt. West Newton. 
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%*1/2 SCENT OF A WOMAN 
(1992). Overlong, clumsy, and 
unfortunately titled, Martin Brest's 
film is the story of a blind, retired 
Army officer (Al Pacino) who's 
holed up in embittered alcoholic 
misery with his niece's family. To 
get him off her hands over 
Thanksgiving weekend, the niece 
hires a poor but honest prep- 
school student (Chris O'Donnell) 
to look after him. Pacino coerces 
the boy into taking him on a final 
fling in New York where — sur- 
prise! — the boy’s innocence and 
the man’s experience rub off on 
each other. This bid for Oscar suc- 
cess swings from variations on tri- 
umph-over-infirmity pictures to 
variations on Rain Man and Dead 
Poets Society.

SHACK OUT ON 101 (1955). A 
waitress working near a missile 
factory fingers two spies in this 
noir directed by Edward Dein and 
starring Terry Moore, Keenan 
Wynn, and Lee Marvin.

Based on The Return of Martin 
Guerre, this mythic film tells the 
folklorish tale of a soldier (Richard 
Gere) returning to his hometown 
years after having been reported 
as killed in a Civil War battle. The 
townspeople recognize him, but 
his wife (Jodie Foster), who 
remembers him as a wastrel brute, 
and his son remain unconvinced 
until he reveals himself to be a 

man. Director Jon Amiel

and the homely; Gere and Foster 
shape a love story that's thrillingly 
universal and heartbreakingly spe- 
cific.

(1990). The camera barely moves 
in this Eric Rohmer film, the first of 
the projected series “Tales of Four 
Seasons,” but somehow the bot- 
toms of its two young actresses, in 
snug, faded denims or longjohns, 
always end up in the center of 
countless perfectly composed 
frames. (Perhaps Tails of Spring- 
time would have been a more 
appropriate title.) The characters 
are Jeanne, a philosophy teacher 
in her late 20s, and Natasha, a 
student 10 years her junior who 
offers Jeanne a place to stay. 
Jeanne compartmentalizes her life 
and keeps herself in a state of 
vague dissatisfaction; Natasha is a 
coquettish pain. Rohmer seems to 
be challenging himself to come up 
with a movie on as trivial a subject 
as he can. At this rate, he'll be 
devoting series to people who split 
infinitives.

*1/2 THE TEMP (1993). After 
some mildly barbed social com- 
mentary, the movie settles into a 
substandard “Invader from Hell” 
thriller with Lara Flynn Boyle as 
evil-eyed secretary bedeviling 
befuddied-looking junior exec 
Timothy Hutton. The movie lurch- 
es toward a climax that stops infu- 
riatingly short of catharsis. And the 
actors are too self-conscious for 
the irony of their epigrams and 
double entrendres to have any 
sting. At least Boyle is icily menac- 
ing. Charles, suburbs. 

***xTHAT OBSCURE OBJECT 
OF DESIRE (1977). Made in the 
playful, mocking spirit of his late 
years, Luis Bufuel's last film is a 
droll romantic satire, the story of a 
wealthy older man’s consuming 








desire for an unattainable younger 
woman. It stars Fernando Rey as 
the man and, as his “object,” two 
extremely erotic actresses — cool, 
svelte Carole Bouquet and dark, 
voluptuous Angela Molina. It's a 
one-joke movie, but the joke 
expands as the movie goes on: 
Rey's desire to have this young 
woman is the one thing that gives 
his bored existence some direc- 
tion, yet her refusal to satisfy him 
— the thing that’s keeping him 
going — is driving him mad with 
frustration. There are also some 
baffling analogies between Rey's 
erotic quest-and the activities of a 
Catholic terrorist group. Brattle. 

**x%*xTOUS LES MATINS DU 
MONDE (1992). The story of the 
eccentric, tormented 17th-century 
master musician Sainte-Colombe 
(Jean-Pierre Marielle) and his suc- 
cessful but self-loathing pupil 
Marin Marais (Gérard Depardieu) 
could have been an Amadeus 
rehash, but Alain Corneau’s film 
focuses less on the Salieri figure 
than on the more interesting 
Mozart precursor. And the direc- 
tor’s spare, austere direction plus 
a haunting, melancholy score of 
compositions by both musicians 
(played by Jordi Savall) keeps the 
film focused on its emotional cen- 
ter, Sainte-Colombe'’s unending 
grief over his wife's death.

* *& & XK UNFORGIVEN (1992). 
This Clint Eastwood film can join 
without embarrassment the com- 
pany of America’s great Westerns. 
Eastwood plays Will Munny, a for- 
mer murderer “saved” by the iove 
of a pious woman who's now 
dead. Trying to raise his two chil- 
dren on a Kansas pig farm, he 
decides to go after a bounty put up 
by prostitutes for the man who 
slashed the face of one of their 
number. He enlists his old com- 
padre (Morgan Freeman) and the 
nephew of a former confederate 
(Jaimz Woolvett) and heads for 
the town of Big Whiskey, which is 
presided over by an old nemesis, 
Sheriff Little Bill Daggett (Gene 
Hackman in his most complex, 
inspired performance in years). 
The climax is horrifying and exhila- 
rating, the culmination not just of a 
multi-layered masterpiece but of a 
career. With Richard Harris.

*&*&*kUNTAMED HEART (1993). 
This love story for twentysome- 
thing slackers is unabashedly 
romantic. Set in a Minneapolis 
diner, it’s like a blue-collar Frankie 
& Johnny, with Marisa Tomei as a 
waitress fearful of getting involved 
after a string of ill-fated relation- 
ships and Christian Slater as a 
childlike, feral orphan busboy who 
believes the King of the Baboons 
gave him his heart. Then there’s 
Rosie Perez as Tomei's cynical 
co-worker; her chemistry with 
Tomei is so much fun to watch, it's 
a shame the film has to leave her 
smart-mouthed Eve Arden update 
on the sidelines so often. Slater is 
a pleasant surprise, but it's Tomei 
who's the real reason to see this 
movie of modest aspirations, 
which reminds you why less is 
sometimes more.

*%*xxkUSED PEOPLE (1992). This 
is the standard Stee! Magnolias/

But 
there are unexpected delights in 
the garlicky twists of Marcello 
Mastroianni’s performance and in 
the skewed direction and 

taste of Beeban Kidron. Shirley 
MacLaine plays a Jewish widow 
who, after her husband's death, 
faces life as caretaker to her loony 
offspring. Suddenly there appears 
a stranger (Mastroianni) who's 
been in love with her for nearly 23 
years. Kidron guides her cast 
(which includes Kathy Bates, 
Jessica Tandy, and Marcia Gay 
Harden) to their deepest and most 
troubling emotions without bloating 
the comedy into shtick or the 
drama into mawkishness.

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*1/2 THE VANISHING (1993). 
What gave director George 
Sluizer's Dutch thriller about a 
man who spends three years try- 
ing to discover what happened to 
his disappeared girlfriend such 
weight was the performance of 
Johanna Ter Steege. This remake, 
also directed by Sluizer, substi- 
tutes an agreeable actress named 
Sandra Bullock whom you have 
trouble remembering 10 minutes 
after she’s gone. So the focus 
switches to Kiefer Sutherland as 
the surviving boyfriend and Nancy 
Travis as his new lover — neither 
of whom you'll want to remember. 
Jeff Bridges is another matter; as 
the sociopath responsible for the 
disappearance, he's ingenious 
and intriguing from moment to 
moment.

We all inhabit the island 
of Wells’s mad grafter

THE ISLAND OF DOCTOR MOREAU, 
by H.G. Wells, a variorum text edited by 
Robert M. Philmus. The University of

eventy-eight years after 
Mary Shelley’s Franken- 
stein elicited apocalyptic 
howls of disgust, English 
critics had a similar reac- 
tion to a novel about a crazed vivisectionist 
who turns animals into men. H.G. Wells’s 







| The Island of Doctor Moreau, published in 


1896, was branded “an exceedingly ghastly 
book,” an excursion into “the lower depths 
of nastiness,” and a work of “fantastic im- 
becility” by reviewers who felt betrayed by 
a young writer who, in his earlier book, 
The Time Machine, had almost single- 
handedly invented modern science fiction. 
Unlike his French counterpart, Jules 
Verne, who concocted impossible adven- 
tures, Wells claimed to root his fantasies in 
the fact of science, his prophecies in the 
creed of Darwinism. Yet the unsavory saga 
of Moreau’s experiments seemed to be a 


| merciless satire of evolution as well as reli- 


gion. In no other book did Wells so dar- 
ingly — and viscerally — chomp at the 
limits of Victorian gentility. 

So it should come as no surprise that The 
Island of Doctor Moreau has never been out 
of print. The book has inspired a number of 
novels and films, including the classic Is- 
land of Doom (1932), starring Charles 
Laughton as a linen-suited and musta- 


_ chioed Moreau who goes beyond Wells’s 





creation by attempting to mate a panther- 
woman with a human being. Though not as 
well known as The Time Machine or The 
Invisible Man, The Island of Doctor Moreau 
proffers a grotesque mix of social critiqué, 
sadism and voyeurism, myth, and philo- 
sophical speculation that makes it an indis- 
pensable part of the transformation of the 
genre of science fiction from the revived 
dead bodies of Frankenstein into the emetic 
gaucheries of post-Gothic bloodfests. 

Like Frankenstein and Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde, The Island of Doctor Moreau is a 
horror story that — for all its physiological 
repulsiveness — slices and dices in the 
name of cosmic questioning. Cutting, past- 
ing, and hypnotizing animals into parodies 
of men, Moreau is Natural Selection on 


| amphetamines, the personification of evo- 


| lution as an absurdity governed either by 
| chance or by God. Narrator Edward Pren- 
dick, a traveler who ends up on Moreau’s 


South Sea island, not only has to put up 
with the daily howls from the Doc’s labora- 
tory (the “House of Pain”) but also is trau- 
matized by a jungle full of botched experi- 
ments, Beast Men who are neither human 
nor animal but a hellish amalgamation of 
the two. These Beast Folk appear to wor- 
ship Moreau in their chanting of the cho- 
rus “His is the hand that makes,” and in 
their tenuous adherence to “the law,” a 
parody of the Mosaic Decalogue. 

Morcau’s divine indifference leaves his 
creatures with the worst of both worlds: 
they are driven by animal instinct to strug- 
gle with one another. but held back by hu- 
man law [from arriving at any resolution of 
that struggle. Alter Moreau is dispatched

by a puma, the Beast Folk revert to the 
bestial, martyrs to the triumph of the flesh. 
The Doctor Frankenstein of our post-Dar- 
winian world, sawbones Moreau is still 
very much in style, especially when today’s 
surgeons are sewing baboon livers into hu- 
man beings. 

Given Moreau’s importance, the decision 
to issue the novel in a fancy scholarly edi- 
tion — the first time a science-fiction tome 
has been accorded such treatment — is 
unassailable. Editor Robert Philmus has 
done a meticulous job with the text, includ- 
ing Wells’s numerous revisions, a discard- 
ed first draft, and reams of footnotes. Sec- 
tions on the novels and movies inspired by 
Wells’s shocking jungle book are informa- 
tive (there was a satire of Moreau in 1896 
entitled The Island of Professor Menu), 
though Philmus should also have come up 
with a selection of contemporary critical 
responses to the work. His annotations are 
bonbons for Wellsians who want to know if 
there really were such things as the “rhi- 
nocerous rats of the Algerian zouaves,” and 
that Edgar Rice Burroughs’s Tarzan may 
be a result of seeds planted by Moreau. 

But Philmus-skimps on some of the 
book’s most tantalizing implications. 
There’s little discussion of Wells’s style, 
which is so breathlessly visual it’s probably 
indebted as much to the author’s knowl- 
edge of the developing techniques of film 
as to his calculated attempt to make high- 
brow ideas palatable to a mass readership. 
(“[T]he coming to reading age in 1886-88 
of multitudes of boys and girls,” Wells 
wrote the year he published Moreau, has 
“changed the conditions of journalism and 
literature in much the same way as the 
French Revolution changed the conditions 
of political thought.”) 

Philmus thinks The Island of Doctor 
Moreau is a Swiftian satire, a modern Gul- 
liver’s encounter with humans as beasts 
rather than Houyhnhnms. Philmus is right, 
but he doesn’t venture far enough to ac- 
count for the story’s disorientating pizzazz

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— he balks at looking at the novel as a 
dreamy shocker, a deconstruction-by- 
scalpel of Greek fables of the centaur, faun, 
siren, and harpy. Rereading the book for 
the first time in decades, I found its vision 
of man as evolution’s loser remains deli- 
ciously sick and haunting. 

When Moreau first appeared, Wells de- 
fended himself against charges that his mad 
scientist’s grafting techniques were. poppy- 
cock. But in the ’30s he admitted that his 
early “scientific romances” weren’t quite as 
scientific as he claimed. “They belong,” he 
wrote, “to a class of writing which includes 
the Golden Ass of Apuleius, the True Histo- 
ries of Lucius, Peter Schlemil, and the story 
of Frankenstein.” Chock-full of archetypes 
and perversity, The Island of Doctor More- 
au lies in the seas of the mythopoeic. 

Philmus complains about books and films 
taking Moreau into the kinky realms of 
camp, but Wells’s tale has plenty of intima- 
tions of the scientist as a godlike Marquis 
de Sade, complete with hapless captives 
and suggestions of sexual mutilation. The 
tale also works as an allegory for (or is it 
parody of?) colonialism, though that may 
just be an unconscious reflection of Wells’s 
own bigoted attitudes. Philmus refers to the 
writer’s well documented anti-Semitism 
and racism and discusses the slurs that run

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through the first draft of the book, but 
steers clear of the subject when talking 
about the final version. He wants to protect 
the celebrated image of Wells as the brilliant 
prophet of technological progress and tire- 
less champion of Utopian idealism. The 
truth, to anyone who has read Wells, is that 
he could be about as reasonable, and nice, 
as Moreau. 

And Philmus misses a revealing clue to 
Moreau’s meaning when he dismisses a 
comment, made by Wells in the ’30s, that 
the trial of Oscar Wilde influenced the 
novel. It’s true that the proceedings were 
well under way when he took up the work, 
but the reference to Wilde raises the ques- 
tion of homosexuality as something that, 
for Wells, links the bestial with the creative. 
It also suggests the influence of The Picture 
of Dorian Gray, which was published in 
1891. As the portrait is a dissolute Gray, 
the Beast Folk are Moreau’s doppelgangers, 
the living embodiments of his twisted ani- 
mal nature as well as of the hypocrisy of 
Victorian morality. And Gray’s preference 
for art over nature, its hints that the artist 
improves God’s own handiwork, also links 
the horror story with Moreau. For Wilde, 
the aesthete is in the state of perpetual 
self-transformation, not only shaping, but 
being shaped — because no shape can be 
regarded as final. It’s a state of conscious- 
ness that Hegel calls “infinite plasticity.” 
Moreau uses the word plasticity when 
talking about his experiments, and it’s 
tempting to see his mania as emblematic 
of modernism’s hubris, its disdain for lim- 
its. He’s an artist/scientist/god for whom 
the flesh is infinitely moldable material. 

Yet, as Philmus insists, The Island of 
Doctor Moreau is primarily a stinging vi- 
sion of the fragility of civilization. When 
Prendick returns to London, he is es- 
tranged from his dehumanized fellows in 
an urban, capitalistic jungle: “I could not 
persuade myself that the men and women 


I met were not also another, still passably | 


human, Beast People, animals half- 








wrought into the outward image of human | 


souls, and that they would presently begin 
to revert, to show first this bestial mark and 
then that.” He also sees “weary pale work- 
ers go coughing by . . . with tired eyes and 
eager paces like deers drippiAg blood.” 
Wells suggests, through his hero’s ap- 
parent delusion, that such a competitive 
struggle of all against all is the sign of a re- 
version to the bestial. The Island of Doctor 
Moreau is not just a travesty of religion’s 
conflict with Darwinism, or of divine cre- 
ation and its cruel injustice; it is also a fa- 
ble that directs painful probings at the 
contemporary miscreation of the world 
that we call human. Like it or not, More- 
au’s island is the place we call home. J 
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p! Oof! Pow! 


Doomsday now! 


Everyman and his talking fish 
witness the end of the world

ou Reed is my own hero,” 

the late rock critic Lester 

Bangs wrote in 1975, “prin- 

cipally because he stands for 

all the most fucked up things 
that I could ever possibly conceive of.” 
Steven Tunney, the author of Flan, isn’t 
my hero and it’s not likely that he ever will 
be. But Tunney’s first book put me in 
mind of Bangs’s feelings for Reed; on a 
purely visceral level, Flan is among the 
most comically fucked up and unholy nar- 
ratives I’ve ever bumped my cranium 
against. 

Flan is a monstrously attenuated sick 
joke — 400-odd pages of cartoonish, 
world-gone-mad vignettes that pop out at 
you and scream for attention, like that 
brutish little beastie that explodes out of 
John Hurt’s belly in Alien. 

As absurdist entertainments go — the 
book follows an Everyman (and his talk- 
ing fish) who navigates his way through a 
gruesomely char-broiled, post-holocaust 
city — Flan is particularly high-concept. 
Tunney, a New York painter and a post- 
modern Renaissance Guy, has already re- 
leased a “musical version” of Flan on his 
own record label, Shimmy-Disc, and a 
few of his artfully blocky sketches adorn 
the book cover. (In his noir-ish jacket 
photo, Tunney puts his hand to his noggin 
as if he’s try to come up with other 
Flan tie-ins — .-shirts, caps, faux vomit.) 

Tunney’s publishers are pushing hard 
for Flan, too. The overheated publicity let- 
ter that accompanied my review copy 
manages, in the space of a few paragraphs, 
to compare Tunney, implausibly, to Joyce, 
Cervantes, and Voltaire, as well as to 
“anti-writers” like Kathy Acker and 
William Burroughs. To their credit, the 
publishers also threw in, with a bit more 
accuracy, comparisons to Night of the Liv- 
ing Dead and Looney Tunes. If Flan is go- 
ing to find an audience, it is going to be

with admirers of the latter two. This is be- 
cause Flan barely feels like carefully imag- 
ined fiction at all. Instead it has the gassy, 
exaggerated quality of talk — of story- 
telling. I don’t think it would be entirely an 
insult to call the book a great American 
campfire story. It’s so giddily sarcastic you 
almost want to read it aloud. 

Flan coasts on its own 
dream logic. The narra- 
tive commences when 
the hero, Flan, 
wakes up one 
morning to find 
his bed on fire. 
He manages to 
rescue his 
smouldering 
toupee and his 
screaming pet 
fish, Ginger 
Kang Kang, 
before stum- 
bling out into a 
world that’s be- 
come a comic- 
book version of 
Dante’s Inferno. 
Once outside, he 
finds not only a 
crispy-fried urban 
landscape but sees 
that 


[t]housands of 
human beings, 
people, citizens, 
neighbors and 
friends, were naked 
or barely dressed 
and were scream- 
ing and running 
and trampling over 
one another, naked, 
naked, bleeding and 
burned immense crowds 
of panicking terrified 
people running like mad 
ants in the streets of melting 
tar and sinking into the muck, 
horrible horrible disfigured victims 
running from the fire, everyone and 
everyone, plucked out eyes, veins flap- 
ping from broken jaws wide open, ev- 
eryone running from the fire and into 
the fire. 
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Tunney’s childish, streaming prose and 
that yelling fish (“Help me, Flan!”) clue us 
in early to the fact that this won’t be your 
average doomsday scenario, and it’s not. 
For one thing, I’m not sure that any writer 
anywhere has shown such an affinity for 
gore and surreal bodily harm, nor has one 
shoved so much of it into our faces. To 
read Flan is to confront vividly described 
maimings, rapes, suicides, torture scenes, 
vomiting, defecation, and all-around hu- 
man misery. In their struggle to survive, 
Flan and his fish also routinely come 
across such sights as: armless people who 
suck blood from their own dangling veins 
as if from straws; parents who carry their 
eyeless children around by their sockets, 
like bowling balls; men who juggle the 
heads of decapitated babies; adolescent 
girls who are raped and kept alive and eat- 
en one limb at a time (so the rest won’t 
rot). The carnage and sadism piles up and 
up and up. For Flan, just crossing the 
street means crunching his way across a 
carpet of eyeballs and loose teeth. 

Tunney plays all of this mayhem for 
kicks. It’s cartoon horror, The Three 
Stooges carried to an impossible extreme, 

and you half expect to see “Pow!” “Zap!” 
and “Oof!” after every other phrase. 

More often than not, Tunney turns 

the carnage into campy, flyaway 

poetry. When a screaming man sets 
himself alight, he becomes 
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a gigantic yellow ice cream cone ex- 
ploding. 

Bursting gobs of bright sunshine ice 
cream! 

Lemon sherbet, orange fruit delight! 


The book generates much of its black 
comedy from Flan and Ginger Kang 
Kang’s banal, Beetle Bailey-like reactions 
to the nightmares around them. They’re 
the straight men in a world that’s one hor- 
rible punch line after another: 

Flan: “Oh! Oh! This is terrible! People 
are committing murder out in the open! 
Everyone’s house is burning and now I see 
people killing each other!” 

Ginger Kang Kang: “I think we have to 
get out of here, Flan! I think we have to 
split and run like rats!” 

Golly! 

Flan becomes something of a road nov- 
el when the hero and his fish hit the road. 
Flan hopes to escape the city and certain 
death by heading for the mountains, 
where his girlfriend lives. Along the way 
they defend themselves as best they can 
from all variety of mutant species (zebra 
dogs, elephant men, a bee with the head 
of Abe Lincoln), and a love story of sorts 
even erupts when Ginger Kang Kang los- 
es his fins and blooms into a beautiful 
woman. 

Throughout, Tunney throws every 
prose gimmick he can think of into the 
mix — endless sentences, 

paragraphs that sprinkle 
across the page like poetry, 
white type set against 

black pages — and even- 
tually he seems too much 

like a nervous host at a 

fizzling party, rushing 

around to plunk fresh 
ice cubes into his bored 
guests’ drinks. Flan’s 
voyage never takes on 
the allegorical weight 
that Tunney intends it 
to — we’re supposed 

to realize that there’s a 
little bit of Flan in all of 
us (sigh) — and the 
book's manic inventive- 
ness merely comes to feel 
like a game of can-you- 
top-this. 

Tunney’s no Acker or 
Burroughs, at least not 
yet. His writing, unlike 
theirs, doesn’t resonate 
morally or intellectually; 
he’s composing tinny 

verbal slapstick. But 
give Tunney this 
much credit: as 

the end of the 
millennium ap- 
proaches, being 
the most cheer- 
fully demented 
storyteller/musi- 
cian/painter in 
America is no mean feat. Flan 
imagines the end of the world as we 
know it, and Tunney’s feeling 

wretchedly divine. Q

Tall tale 


For Manute Bol, it was 


out of Africa, into the NBA

ach spring the piles of sports 
books in the stores grow 
taller and taller, but the sto- 
ries in them get thinner and 
thinner. The stats-maniac 
compendium dominates one end of the 
category and the overwrought belles lettres 
sports book the other; in between lie the 
cheerless tape-recorder autobiographies of 
superstars. 

Still, listen to a bunch of weekend soft- 
ball players in a barroom and you'll know 
the essence of sports: story-telling. 

In his 20 years as a sports columnist at 
the Boston Globe, and now as a senior writ- 
er at Sports Illustrated, Leigh Montville has 
written about people, not games, and spun 
stories instead of compiling summaries. 

“I don’t know much about games,” 
Montville said in an interview at a break- 
fast place near his Brookline home. “When 
I watch football, I watch the quarterback. I 
don’t know about all that other stuff. I’ve 
never been an expert on anything.” 

Working at Sports Illustrated frees the 
writer from daily deadline pressure and 
lets him simply pass the time with his sub- 
jects. “In the 20 years I worked at the 
Globe, I never went to a guy’s house — it 
was all locker rooms and meeting guys in 
their underwear,” Montville says. 

That he works for Sports Illustrated —

which figures in every adolescent athlete’s 
stardom daydreams — makes athletes, for a 
change, eager to spend time with a sports- 
writer. “They always put their best foot for- 
ward. I wind up liking these people,” Mont- 
ville says and shrugs. “I like most people.” 

Montville, still red-headed and freckle- 
faced at 49, grew up in New Haven, the 
son of “an Irish woman teaching in a He- 
brew day school” and an inspector at a lo- 
cal firearms factory. At Notre Dame High 
School, teachers considered him “a class 
clown, a screw-up guy. I went out for the 
school paper, but the teacher decided I 
was just too silly.” 

At UConn, he worked first as sports edi- 
tor and then editor of the campus daily, and 
graduated to a sportswriting job at the New 
Haven Journal-Courier (“Of course, I 
planned to stay about a month, but I was 
there for three years”). He had delivered 
the same newspaper as a boy. “After I’d fin- 
ish my paper route, I’d sit down and read 
the paper, and I’d see the sports columnist 
with the little picture of him at the top of 
the column, and he’d be at the World Se- 
ries. I thought I'd really love to do that.” 

The old Boston Evening Globe hired 
Montville in 1968 — as a result of the 
same remarkable talent hunt that brought 
in the young Bob Ryan and Peter Gam- 
mons. Ray Fitzgerald, a wonderful colum- 
nist and gentle soul, mentored the young 
Montville. “Ray was the first guy 20 years 
older than me that I could swear with and 
call by his first name,” Montville says. 

By age 30, Montville was a columnist, 
and through the 1970s and ’80s he was far 
and away the best sports columnist in Bos- 
ton. Still, another dream lingered. “I'd al- 
ways wanted to write a book,” he says. 
The run-of-the-mill sports book held no 
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interest for him. “You can never sell out 
and write The Pete Rose Story,” Montville 
says. “I mean, when you pick up The Sun 
Also Rises, it doesn’t say ‘as told to Ernest 
Hemingway.’ ” 

Montville found his subject in Manute 
Bol, a 7-7, 185-pound Dinka tribesman 
from the Sudan who before 1979 had nev- 
er heard of basketball — or 
America. Bol now plays in 


to get Bol into the country and to smuggle 
a 7-7 frame past other college coaches. 
Feeley tells Montville of awaiting the 
plane at Logan Airport, never having seen 
Bol and his Sudanese companion: “ ‘We 
had no idea if they were on the plane,’ 
Feeley says. ‘Mackey and this other guy 
had sent the tickets. We didn’t know any- 
thing after that. The plane 
was late. We were waiting 





the NBA, which has made 
him a multi-millionaire. It’s 
quite a story. “The whole 
thing seemed off the norm,” 
says Montville delightedly. 

In the preface, Montville 
writes about all the people 
who would silently cock an 
eyebrow when he told them 
of the book he was writing: 
“Is not the good story sup- 
posed to be based on a jour- 
ney, a quest? I talk about 
the longest journey, the 
largest quest I have ever 
seen, undertaken by the 
longest, largest person I 
have ever seen.” 

Bol grew up with giraffes 
in his backyard and lions and 
hippos lurking along the trails 
he walked. As part of his initiation rites, he 
had tribal scars carved in his forehead and 
several of his front teeth pulled out. 

When an American coach stumbled 
across Bol playing in Africa, some college- 
basketball lifers saw the opportunity of a 
lifetime. Bol “was a doodle from a coach’s 
notebook come to life, the biggest X imagin- 
able to place against the five opposition Os 
on-the blackboard,” Montville writes. “Is 
there any more attractive quality to any bas- 
ketball man anywhere? Height is the fuel of 
the basketball dream.

One of the delights of Montville’s book 
is watching as college coaches ecstatically 
try to hustle this genetic miracle into their 
team’s uniform. “There aren’t books that 
talk about the schemin’ and dreamin’ in 
college basketball. Books about college 
basketball have no delight in them,” 
Montville says. 

Although Bol couldn’t read or write (the 
Dinka have no written language) or speak 
a word of English, and had lived only the 
tribal life, Cleveland State University 
brought him to the US to play for its team.

NO MORE NICE GIRLS: COUNTER-

llen Willis gained fame as 
the world’s most intellectu- 
al popular-music critic, 
moved on in the ’70s to be- 
come pop culture’s virtually 
single female voice, and re-emerged in 
the ’80s as a radical feminist political 
commentator. Her new collection, No 
More Nice Girls, is her first since 1981’s 
Beginning to See the Light, and it repre- 
sents a decade of keeping an eye peeled 
on friend and foe alike. Indeed, in this 
anthology of book reviews, personal mus- 
ings, and responses to political events 
(many of which appeared in the Village 
Voice), Willis takes aim at liberals, con- 
servatives, feminists, cultural icons, and 
sloppy thinkers. 

Snuggling between a spirited defense of 
space exploration and a glum farewell to 
Andy Warhol are Willis’s thoughts on the 
future of the family, the price (and the 
prize) of sexual liberation, the sobriety of 
the New Sobriety, the uses of political vio- 
| lence, and her own persistent defense of 
| the counterculture. 

Sound heady? For relief, there’s “Es- 
cape from New York,” an account of a 

| cross-country trip Willis took on a Grey- 
| hound bus. Here, she comments on why 
| she likes to sit at the back of the bus: 

“Though I am a non-smoker, loyal to my 

tribe, there is no getting around the fact 

that the goody-goody quotient is higher 
among abstainers of all sorts.” 

Willis has taken a similar seat at the 
back of the liberal bandwagon, complain- 
ing about the smoke and the goody- 
goodies alike. What’s especially notewor- 
thy is that many of Willis’s essays declaim 
the fact that feminism was becoming 
tragically factioned — something it took 
the rest of us 10 years to figure out. In 
more than one piece, she points out that 
arguments among women’s groups “fore- 
stall debate on real issues” — abortion, 
for example, or the way women and chil- 
dren usually end up economically de- 
prived by the very divorce laws set up to 
protect them. 

In “The Greening of Betty Friedan,” a 
review of Friedan’s The Second Stage, 
Willis takes the grandmother of the wom- 
en’s movement to task for pointing out 
that there’s no real liberation in women’s 
desire to have it all, and then blaming radi- 
cal feminists for insisting we could. Willis 
reminds us that it was the radicals, some 
20 years ago, who anticipated how self-de- 
feating it would be for women to try to ful- 
fill multiple roles. 

Indeed, there are few writers who 
come close to having Willis’s ability to 
see a leftist cause hoist on its own con- 
tradictory petard. (“The classic blind 
spot of liberals is their faith that all so- 
cial conflicts can be settled by peaceful 
compromise.”) And because it’s the area 
she cares most passionately about, Willis 
sinks her dissecting blades most vigor- 
ously into feminism. In “Lust Hori- 
zons,” she reminds us that early femi- 
nists assumed that women had a “kind 
of collective wisdom that would sponta- 
neously emerge as the existence of a 
movement encouraged women to believe 
change possible.” How then, she won- 
ders, did we get to a place where femi- 
| nism is merely a response to the right 

and not a vital movement on its own? 

Is feminism still good for us? One of 

| the book’s most haunting essays is a re- 
view of two collections of writings on

pornography, in which she wrestles with 
the thorniness of a feminist sexual agen- 
da. (“My nomination for questions most 
likely to get a group of people all of 
whom like each other and hate Ronald 
Reagan into a nasty argument: Is there 
any objective criterion for healthy or sat- 
isfying sex, and if so what it is?”) Equally 
compelling are “Looking for Mr. Good 
Dad” and “The End of Fatherhood,” in 
which Willis looks at the ways that toss- 
ing out traditional male and female roles 
has not necessarily allowed better behav- 
ior to arise in their place. 

If these concerns seem oddly familiar to 
the attuned feminist ear, it may be be- 
cause Willis raises and treats many of the 
same questions that Camille Paglia does, 
or would if Paglia were a more disinter- 
ested thinker. And like Paglia, Willis often 
comes across as removed from real life. 
(It’s hard to imagine either Willis or 
Paglia actually facing the indignity of a 
fondling in an elevator.) So what can 
Willis tell those of us who just want a 
primer for getting through the day? Part 
of the answer lies in Willis’s persistent 
mantra — “Without contradiction there 
can be no change.” The same might be 
said of scrutiny. Surely some of us sleep 
better at night because one intelligent per- 
son of Willis’s ilk is burning the midnight 
oil, monitoring the revolution.

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SHOOT THE WOM- 

EN FIRST, by Eileen MacDonald. Ran- 
dom House, 241 pages, $20. 

e had hand grenades down my front 
and flight plans and instructions in 
my underwear,” recalls Leila 
Khaled, hijacker extraordinaire, in 
an interview in Shoot the Women 
First. Dressed in the height of 1969 fash- 
ion — a white pantsuit with matching hat 
— Khaled had coolly diverted a TWA 
plane to Syria, thereby making herself an 
international media star and, almost inci- 
dentally, drawing attention to the Pales- 
tinian cause. 

Her sex-symbol status became a liability 
when the Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine wanted her to carry out a sec- 
ond mission, so Khaled volunteered for 
five months’ worth of painful plastic 
surgery to transform her face. After botch- 
ing the second hijacking and surviving 
capture and imprisonment, Khaled decid- 
ed that she wanted her old face back, so 
she endured the agonizing process in re- 
verse. Now a decidedly unglamorous mid- 
dle-aged organizer living in a Damascus 
refugee camp, Khaled looks back fondly 
on her hijacking days, but, she asserts, 
“the most difficult mission I have ever had 
is being a mother.” 

Women these days find it hard enough

to reconcile their gender and their career 
aspirations, but what happens when those 
career aspirations include the role of 
armed guerrilla? Not a whole lot of child 
care or maternal leave are included in that 
package. Plus, women who commit acts of 
violence are considered “doubly deviant,” 
defying cultural taboos not only against 
killing but against any kind of female ag- 
gression as well. When women do take up 
arms, flaunting society’s expectations that 
they will be passive and nurturing, they 
tend to overcompensate. “Shoot the wom- 
en first,” the head of Germany’s anti-ter- 
rorist squad instructs new recruits,.con- 
vinced that an armed female is far deadlier 
than the male of the species. 

Is this an accurate perception, or does it 
reveal more about male fears and fantasies 
than about women who fight? Journalist 
Eileen MacDonald set out to learn. She in- 
terviewed women from the Basque ETA, 
the Irish Republican Army, German ex- 
tremist groups, and Palestinians in the in- 
tifada, plus several “stars” of the interna- 
tional bombing circuit, to discover what 
makes them, well, tick. 

Her findings are both anticlimactic and 
curiously unnerving. No common person- 
ality profile emerges: the women range 
from the robotic “Miss Kim” (Kim Hyon 
Hui, a North Korean hijacker), whose only 
regret was that she didn’t crunch her 
cyanide capsule just right, to Alazne, a 
Basque woman who had been tortured un- 
til she seemed “terribly, almost mortally 
hurt in both a spiritual and physical sense.” 

Overcoming her own fear of these wom- 
en, MacDonald discovers that “they are 
not obviously mad, bad, and hairy . . . they 
do not have bloodshot eyes and do not 
much like talking about killing people.” In 
short, she says, they “look and speak 








much like the next-door neighbor or the | 


woman behind you in line at the check- 
out.” They bear “a remarkable similarity to 
the rest of the female species.” 

Like the rest of the female species, they 
feel they have to outperform men on the job 
— so they do. Like the rest of the female 
species, their bodies are built to endure pain, 
so they stand up well under torture (though 
interrogators of both sexes apparently take 
particular delight in hurting them). 

Even sexism and the double standard 
can be used to their advantage: Miss Kim, 
for instance, slipped through security be- 
cause she looked too delicate to bother her 
pretty head with thoughts of blowing up 
planes. Today, Palestinian women conceal 
stones and hand grenades under their tra- 
ditional garb, where soldiers dare not 
search, and motherly-looking IRA opera- 
tives wheel “baby bombs” past unthinking 
male guards. 

Though Shoot the Women First is long 
on personal narrative, it’s short on analy- 
sis. MacDonald offers a dubious hypothe- 
sis that women fight like tigers because 
they transfer their maternal emotions to 
the movement, but I was struck by a more 
compelling dynamic that she also identi- 
fies. Most of the fighters she interviews 
are from Catholic and Muslim cultures, 
where women suffer severe oppression. 
By joining the resistance, such women are 
also engaging the struggle for their own 
rights and power as women. Breaking the 
taboo against violence means that, “for 
however brief a period, and no matter that 
it may mean a shortened life,” they appro- 
priate a power usually wielded against 
them. But at what cost? It’s hard to know 
whether to be cheered or chilled by the 
group of young Palestinians who agreed 
that “[a] girl’s first duty is to be on the 
streets, throwing stones.”

ad Anita Hill lived, say, in 
the 13th century, she 
probably would have had 
to endure a fate far worse 
than mere humiliation 
and degradation on national television. In- 
deed, according to English law, a woman 
who rails against others (a “scold” is the 
official term, although clearly a scorned 
woman with a vendetta fits the bill), could 
be whipped, shackled, ducked (drowned), 
or have her jaws clamped shut with a bri- 
dle. All this just for speaking her mind. 

Certainly, today women have a (relative- 
ly) easier time of it — a menstruating 
woman is allowed to cook her husband 
dinner without the fear of being killed; a 
woman who engages in extra-marital af- 
fairs doesn’t run the risk of having her 
ears and nose cut off; a teenage girl need 
not worry that Dad might sell her into 
slavery if she loses her virginity. But wom- 
en haven’t always been so lucky. 

In Of Bridles and Burnings, E.J. Burford 
and Sandra Shulman outline, in elaborate 
detail, the tragic and inhumane ways wom- 
en have been dominated, subjugated, and 
victimized by men throughout the cen- 
turies. Focusing largely on England, but 
with some references to former US prac- 
tices (for instance, an 1872 recommenda- 
tion that a woman’s ovaries be excised in 
order to cure “suicidal or erotic tenden- 
cies, over eating[!], and simple female 
cussedness,”) Burford and Shulman 
describe how, by law and by tradi- 
tion, women underwent horrific 
tortures for “crimes” such as be- 
ing raped, bearing illegitimate 
children, having an abortion, 
practicing witchcraft, and yes, 
masturbating — to say nothing 
of prostitution and adultery. 

The authors date gynephobia 

to pre-biblical times, when ‘ 
men finally connected procre- *. 
ation to sex, thus, they argue, 
minimizing the woman’s role 

as Great Mother and essen- 

tially reducing her to a recep- 

tacle. Later, of course, Eve was 

held accountable for man’s fall 

from grace. Burford and Shul- 

man quote Saint Ambrose (circa 

AD 340-97), who wrote: “Adam 

.was led to sin by Eve and not Eve 

by Adam. It is just and right the 
woman accept as lord and master 
him whom she led to sin.” 

And just how did the lord and master 
keep his woman in check? There were 
myriad ways, most notably locking her 
into a girdle of chastity, a “leather or chain 
mail belt holding a metal plate over the pu- 
denda with vulval and anal openings to al- 
low for urination and defecation.” Inci- 
dentally, the chastity belt was still being 
manufactured in France as late as 1910, 
where fashion-conscious men could pur- 
chase one made of silver. 

This is an important book, filled with in- 
teresting, albeit tragic, anecdotes and de- 
scriptions of ancient and some not-so-an- 
cient punitive measures taken against 
women. The style is a bit dry, so if you can 
get past the feeling that you’re listening to 





a stodgy old history professor lecturing in 
a monotone, you just might enjoy this. 
And you never know — you could very 
well pick up some useful tips. For in- 
stance, according to the Decretum, written 
sometime between 1007 and 1012 AD by 
Bouchard, Bishop of Worms, women who 
fell victim to their husbands’ amorous 
whims “anointed their bodies with honey 
and then rolled in flour using the mixture 
to make cakes to cool the ardour of an 
over-passionate husband and thereby pre- 
vent unwanted pregnancies.” Alas, if only 
it were so simple. 
« 

On the lighter side, Autumn Stephens’s 
Wild Women: Crusaders, Curmudgeons, 
and Completely Corsetless Ladies in the 
Otherwise Virtuous Victorian Era, is the 
perfect antidote to the Burford book. 
Stephens celebrates the wild women of the 
Victorian era — in America, that is — 
with quick, humorous vignettes of their 
lives. Other than the obvious — Isabella 
Stewart Gardner, Louisa May Alcott, 
Lizzie Borden, Annie Oakley — Stephens 
counts among her wild women Victoria 
Woodhull, the first female presidential 
candidate; Cordelia Botkin, the jilted lover 
who shipped her married beau a box of ar- 
senic-filled chocolates; and Lucy Stone, 
who refused to take her husband’s name. 

“A wild woman, at least in the Victorian 
era, was someone who thought of herself as 
a human being first,” the San 
Francisco-based Stephens 


Association, which entitles you to an official 
membership card, mailings on future publi- 
cations, and a “Wild Woman” button. 

“Part of the purpose of the book is to 
put women back in history and to give us 
a sense of what’s happened before,” she 
said. “So when Hillary Clinton gets flak 
for being a professional person, we real- 
ize that this isn’t the first time this has 
happened.”

TRANSLATED WOMAN: CROSSING 
THE BORDER WITH ESPERANZA’S 
STORY, by Ruth Behar. Beacon Press,

his is a narrative about borders. 
And borders, particularly the one 
between Mexico and the United 
States, have been described as 
wounds. The mission of Ruth Be- 
har, a Cuban Jew and ethnographer, pro- 
fessor of anthropology at the University of 
Michigan, is traversing that wound with 
the story of Esperanza Hernandez. Many 
borders are crossed in this tale: nation, 
culture, language, class, and gender, 
which Behar discusses in an unsparing, 
careful, and sensitive manner. Each cross- 
ing brings something new, vital, and re- 
freshing, but not without a sense of loss,

Esperanza’s life in a brutalizing patriar- 
chal world is already a sort of supreme act 
of translation, since she has had to interpret 
that reality and make it part of her own in 


order to survive. Behar’s compilation of Es- 
peranza’s life implies selection that borders 
on translation. Rendering it from Spanish 


to English, so that it can be read in the US, | 
and putting it into book form is another | 


kind of border-crossing/translation — Be- | 


har must build a bridge between two cul- | 
tures so that what she narrates is intelligible 


and compelling to readers here. 


Esperanza Herndndez’s life is one of | 


hardship, betrayal, violence, abuse, and 
heartbreak, and yet through all the treach- 
ery and oppression, she manages to survive 
and make a life for herself and her chil- 
dren. She endures the beatings and infi- 
delity of her husband, Julio, until she leaves 
him. Later she must deal with her mother’s 


illness, the sexual advances of her son to- | 


ward her stepsister, the sordid machina- 
tions of her mother-in-law, the rejection 
(for a time) of her mother’s affection, not 
to mention the loss of six children in the 
first two years of their life. 

Esperanza manages to break away from 
the most damaging elements of this world, 
but it is not a clean break, nor is her story a 
glowing example of feminist resistance. Be- 
har cautions readers that we are not dealing 
with narratives of the same variety as the re- 
cent stories of Latin American women like 
Domitila Barrios, Rigoberta Mencht, or 
Dora Maria Téllez. Esperanza is not a trade- 
union activist or political crusader with a 
strong feminist consciousness. Behar’s goal, 
therefore, is less obvious and more difficult, 
as she acknowledges: “My aim is to work 
the dialectic between Esperanza’s no-name 
feminism and my feminism of too many 
names, to go beyond the search for heroines 
on either side of the border.” 

An example of working that dialectic is 
seen in the chapter entitled “In the 
Labyrinth of the General and His History,” 
in which Behar discusses Esperanza’s par- 
ticipation in a cult led by a local curan- 
dera, or healer, Chencha. Part of 
Chencha’s spiritist performance is to 
become the incarnation of Pancho 
Villa, in whom “gender is released 
from fixity . . . [and] the Mexican 
Revolution is replayed, not as 
farce, but as ambiguously gen- 
dered history.” Villa’s heroism, 

fearlessness, and courage in the 
face of adversity (with its con- 
comitant glorification of vio- 
lence, machismo, and authori- 
tarianism) is appropriated by 
women like Esperanza in their 
daily struggles against male 
domination. There is a lot 
more to the Villa cult that Be- 
har explores, but I don’t want 
to give away her subtle and in- 
tricate afguments. 

Translated Woman is not only 

Esperanza’s story, but also how 

the story came about. It is also a 
probing analysis of the issue of au- 
thority in ethnographic writing. Behar 

is painfully frank in laying bare the 
power and class relationships between her 
and her comadre Esperanza, drawing on 
feminist theory, Chicana novelists and po- 
ets, and many post-modernist thinkers and 
critics. This leads the way for the book’s fi- 
nale, the “biography in the shadow,” which 
is the author’s own, a final act of transla- 
tion which has arisen from so many other 
translations. Where is the original? It 
doesn’t matter, as Walter Benjamin said, 
since translations issue from the afterlife of 
the original. The afterlife of Esperanza’s 
original has blended into Behar’s story, like 
the aromas that surrounded them in the 
kitchen where they began their journey 


across the borders of history and despair.

or a lifetime, Mary Daly has 
voyaged intergalactically. 
She has spiraled, via crucial 
moments in time, from one 
galaxy to the next, spinning 
her Craft, cutting through foreground, 
blasting into Background, touching down, 
| finally but not permanently, in Now. 
| In Outercourse, Daly, a radical feminist, 
| uses the metaphor of intergalactic move- 
| ment — “qualitative leaping” — to help 
explain the stages of her growth, intellec- 
tually and personally. Outercourse is, in 
her own words, an “outlandish” book, and 
“different.” Absolutely true. Though it is 
difficult at first to comprehend, for readers 
must familiarize themselves with both a 
new vocabulary and a new way of thinking 
about movement and growth, those who 
stay with it may find themselves not just 
validated but also fortified. 

Mary Daly lives in the Boston area and, 
besides her extensive writing and lectur- 
ing, she teaches feminist ethics at Boston 
College. Scholarly and unabashed in the 
forthright presentation of her radical find- 
ings, she is, however, more than a poser of 
feminist theory. 

Of Irish descent and clever with lan- 
guage, Daly is an impassioned Irish bard. 
Routinely, she flings a curse and urges 
that this dismal Stag-nation (a country 
controlled by patriarchs) jerk itself out of 
its necrophilous tailspin. For her, the pa- 
triarchal “sadosociety” is set on self-anni- 
hilation. The destruction of the environ- 
ment is concomitant with the destruction 
of women. Daly maintains that if women 
develop their individual Crafts (skills that 
| set them in motion) they will orient the 
| world toward Outercourse, both a place in 
| her cosmology and a state of being in 
| which nature and women can prosper. 

Daly’s trip is “metapatriarchal.” 
Through experience, she evolved from 
| Christian theologian and philosopher (she 
has seven degrees, including three doctor- 
ates) to radical feminist. She is now, she 
says, a “self-identified Pagan Philosopher. 
You could even call me a Nag-Gnostic 
Philosopher.” For those who are receptive, 
the “Nervy Nagster” may indeed compel 
thought and action through Outercourse. 

The details of Daly’s early life, perhaps 
like those of any closely examined wom-

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an’s life, are radicalizing in themselves. 
Driven by a passionate desire to study phi- 
losophy and theology, she had to leave the 
United States and attend the University of 
Fribourg in Switzerland. In the mid-’50s, 
women in this country were denied en- 
trance into doctoral programs in philoso- 
phy and theology. And after amassing her 
many degrees, Daly was hired to teach 
theology at Boston College to male honor 
students, but not to women. At that time, 
women were herded into the School of 
Education and the School of Nursing. Lat- 
er she fought, and lost, a highly publicized 
battle for full professorship at Boston Col- 
lege, though she teaches there now — 
“standing her ground,” as she writes. 


Are you a radical 


feminist? 
NM: Daly says that today’s rad- 
ical feminist meets four crite- 
ria. If the following statements apply 
to you, then you, too, have survived 
the deep freeze of the ’80s and ’90s: 
¢ You have an awesome sense of 
your “otherness.” 

¢ You have a thorough knowledge 
of sanctions applied to those express- 
ing “otherness.” 

* You experience moral outrage 
on behalf of women. 

* You go on even when it is not 
cool to do so. 

Daly certainly isn’t the only radical 
feminist still living and breathing and 
writing in this country, but at times, 
you wonder what happened to the 
chorus of voices. 

For one thing, Daly writes in Out- 
ercourse, the women’s movement 
was “dis-membered” by the patriar- 
chal society that set women at odds 
with women, severing the connec- 
tions they had with each other and 
with their accumulated knowledge. 

Nonetheless, radical feminists ex- 
ist, though in a more isolated setting, 
and with a more individualistic style.

Such autobiographical anecdotes are 
painful to read, but transfixing. So too, 
are Daly’s descriptions of the many joyous 
moments in her life, including the excep- 
tional relationship she had with her 
mother. 

Astute and cerebral, Daly made transi- 
tions intellectually. Passion — on high — 
accompanied her. She matured through 
four stages of development she calls spiral 
galaxies. Coincidentally, she wrote a series 
of questing, and at the same time, assert- 
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ing, books that propelled her intellectually: 
The Church and the Second Sex, Beyond 
God the Father: Toward a Philosophy of 
Women’s Liberation, Gyn/Ecology, Pure 
Lust, Webster’s First New Intergalactic 
Wickedaly of the English Language. It was 
while in transit that Mary Daly left the 
church and found women. 

A pivotal concept in Outercourse is the 
notion of the Subliminal Sea — a store of 
knowledge that women must reacquaint 
themselves with. As they “Dis-cover” that 
knowledge, women move beyond sado- 
society into Background, where all ani- 
mate beings connect. This is women’s 
homeland. 

Thus, we come to the particulars of the 
four spiral galaxies that define Daly’s 
book. On her journey she first opens a 
door to a real future by educating herself, 
and by what she calls Be-Speaking — 
speaking out in a way that causes the 
world to “speak back”; second, by acquir- 
ing an awareness of women’s past (Re- 
Calling), which includes reacquaintance 
with nature and continued critical analysis 
of the existing condition; third, by “Spin- 
ning”— moving past the “foreground” 
(sadosociety) through intensified creativity 
such as writing, speaking, and connecting; 
and fourth, finally arriving at an expanding 
Now — a “very rich place” where self- 
awareness is deep, negative patterns no 
longer repeat themselves, and energy is on 
tap. As Daly said in a brief telephone inter- 
view, “I’m all fired up.” 

Outercourse is also exceptionally witty. 
Daly writes of “Cardinal Flaw,” “dick- 
tionaries,” and “Boss-town College, fig- 
urehead for the Brain-drainers of 
academia.” Readers will laugh out loud, 
which, according to Daly, is required if 
you are truly destined for Outercourse. 

Daly’s book is challenging in that it pre- 
sents autobiographical material and philo- 
sophical analysis concurrently. At times 
these efforts, while parallel (Daly calls 
them “coincident”), are distracting. Read- 
ers may find themselves wondering, Is this 
an autobiography or is this a philosophy? 
No doubt Daly’s ardent following will wel- 
come the new information, regardless of 
its complexities. 

Ultimately, it pays to stick with this live- 
ly book, for one of the many joys of Outer- 
course is the climactic ending — “The 
Great Summoning and The Great Sum- 
mation” — when personal life and philo- 
sophical beliefs merge, with much poetry 
and passion. 

The bard declares, in her “Nemesis Hex”:

BARRED: WOMEN, WRITING, 
AND POLITICAL DETENTION, 
by Barbara Harlow. Wesleyan Uni- 
versity Press, 292 pages, $17.95 pa- 
perback. 

Appropriately triple-listed as “Lit- 
erature/Gender Studies/Cultural 
Studies,” Harlow’s book is a literary 
and cultural analysis of writing by and 
about women political prisoners. The 
author examines prison writings of 
political detainees from women in na- 
tions ranging from Ireland to El Sal- 
vador to the United States. “Women, 
writing, and political detention: the 
struggle against torture and the oppo- 
sition to censorship are at once social 
and political movements, entailing 
new research imperatives and alterna- 
tive archives,” Harlow writes. “The 
silence imposed by the torturer is 
challenged by the demand for political 
resistance, raising again and again the 
urgent and critical relation between 
writing human rights and righting po- 
litical wrongs.” 


THE BEACON BOOK OF QUOTA- 
TIONS BY WOMEN, compiled by 
Rosalie Maggio. Beacon Press, 390 
pages, $25 hardcover. 

“The next best thing to being clever 
is being able to quote some one who 
is,” said Mary Pettibone Poole, and 
that explains why Maggio’s teeming 
anthology of more than 800 subjects 
is the perfect book for those days 
when you need a quick quip but have 
the personality of a carrot. Topics: 
sex, taxes, hunger, androgyny, dogs, 
pouting, dirt, and even Iowa. 


THE WISDOM OF WOMEN, edit- 
ed by Carol Spenard La Russo. New 
World Library, 99 pages, $11.95 
hardcover. 

La Russo’s anthology records a 
wide variety of female voices, with 
pearls of wisdom from such diverse 
women as Shakti Gawain, Judy 
Collins, Margaret Atwood, Betty 
Friedan, and Mother Teresa. This at- 
tractive little book is thematically di- 
vided into categories, such as “The 
Human Family,” “Our Earth and Fu- 
ture,” and “The Human Spirit.” Dif- 
ferent from the plethora of quote 
books, The Wisdom of Women ends 
with «a informative bibliographic in- 
dex on the 75 women contributors. 


WRITING WOMEN’S LITERARY 
HISTORY, by Margaret J.M. Ezell. 
Johns Hopkins University Press, 
205 pages, “352.95 hardcover. 

“But what I find deplorable . . . 
looking about the bookshelves again, 
is that nothing is known about wom- 
en before the 18th century. I have no 
model in my mind to turn about this 
way and that,” writes Virginia Woolf 
in A Room of One’s Own. The dra- 
matic void in the scholarship and 
documentation of women’s literary 
history was the catalyst for Ezell’s 
research. “Writing women’s history 
has been compared to doing archae- 
ology, to receiving an inheritance, 
and to replanting a mother’s gar- 
den,” Ezell writes. From “The Myth 
of Judith Shakespeare,” to “Writings 
by Early Quaker Women,” Ezell’s 
critique cuts a broad swath through 
women’s literature. 


WOMEN OF SCIENCE, edited by” 
G. Kass-Simon and Patricia Farnes. 
Indiana University Press, 398 
pages, $14.95 paperback. 

Replete with poignant and impres- 
sive examples of women scientists 
who have not been properly recog- 
nized, this book is appropriately sub- 
titled Righting the Record. Kass-Si- 
mon and Farnes have created an illu- 
minating and revisionist history of 
science, complete with biographical 
information and photos of these 
courageous women pioneers. The 
book presents the wide scope of fe- 
male achievement in such diverse sci- 
entific arenas as crystallography, 
archeology, physics, chemistry, and 
astronomy.

Swimmers survive — an air 
crash, lost loves, family hopes 
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by Louise Rafkin 


THE SEA OF LIGHT, by Jenifer 
Levin. Dutton, 391 pages, $21. 


he Sea of Light is as 
well-crafted as it is 
compelling. Expect the 
unexpected and be pre- 
pared to stay up for 
some late-night page turning. Jenifer 
Levin, an already accomplished nov- 
elist, has outdone herself in this 
chronicle of the lives of three women 
athletes. Each is broken, half-real- 
ized, suffering from physical and 
emotional wounds, and each has a 
specific journey to undertake in the 
hope of being healed. 

Star swimmer Babe Delgado is the 
sole survivor of an airplane crash in 
which nearly her entire college team 
has died. As the novel opens, she is 
merely a formless blob bobbing, 
bloated, salt-encrusted, and near 
death, somewhere in the ocean. The 
remains of a 747 float nearby. 

Coach Brenna Allen has recently 
lost her partner to cancer. A closeted 
lesbian at a Western Massachusetts 
college, she’s a sturdy, buck-up kind 
of gal. A tough nut, a good coach, 
and a very private person. 

The third character, Ellie Marks, is 
one of Allen’s swimmers. A nascent 
lesbian and the daughter of Holo- 
caust survivors, she is a mediocre 
athlete, secretly lonely and troubled 
inside. Ellie plays the role of team 
mascot, outwardly good-natured and 
perky. The three lives connect, and 
through perseverance and suffering 
each woman helps the others to heal 
and move past loss into some sort of 
redemption. 

But The Sea of Light is much more 
than a feel-good novel. Narrated 
by a host of characters, it 
presents a complex 
weaving of issues, not 
the least of which is 
an examination of

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the classic American dream. The facts 
are pieced together slowly and care- 
fully, like a huge jigsaw puzzle; the 
big picture is not fully revealed until 
everything is in place. Ellie’s parents, 
with their number tattoos, live in the 
shadow of the Holocaust, afraid of 
the past and not quite in the present: 
there are silences where Ellie’s sib- 
lings should have been. Ellie knows 
how to live with survivors. 

Babe’s father is Cuban, her mother 
an upper-class WASP. Through vari- 
ous narratives, we see how wealth 
and assimilation have soured, rather 
than sweetened, the melting pot. Babe 
was raised as the saving grace of the 
Delgado family, but, physically 
scarred and emotionally wrecked af- 
ter the plane crash, she is no longer 
the golden girl. Levin’s rendering of 
tricky family dynamics is always on 
the mark; a mother/daughter fight is 
written with frightening accuracy; 
Babe’s angry younger brother, a won- 
derful fuck-you kind of hero, surfaces 
occasionally with bitingly comic in- 
sight into the family’s fragile configu- 
ration. 

A chapter written from the view- 
point of Babe’s black Cuban aunt, 
while lending a tinge of surrealism to 
the book, sits at the heart of the story. 
Tia Corazén, a witch, provides back- 
ground to the Delgado immigration 
and gives Babe a part of her heritage 
that will help her regain her power af- 
ter devastation — but also intensifies 
her suffering with the revelation of 
another dark secret. After that disclo- 
sure, Tia Corazén tells Babe: “Be 
glad that you were broken, I say. In 
your body, and in your heart. Be not 
happy, but glad. Which means ac- 
cepting.” 

Immersed in the world of swim- 
ming, the book is also about competi- 

tion, drive, and the crazy 
lives of committed

oO: a recent visit to Boston, author 
Jenifer Levin, a serious master swim- 
mer and weight lifter, spoke about her 
view of the sporting life, as well as the di- 
rection of writing in America: 
“Our society is so sports-obsessed, but 
it fails to address sport in any complete 
way. So much time is spent talking about 
things like thumb injuries, but I’m interested 
in what goes on inside of the athletes. I do be- 
lieve that body and mind are separate, but the way 
they come together and interrelate is through our 
hearts, through our emotions. That nexus seems the 
greatest challenge to control, to experience, and also 
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athletes: “Everything centers around 
the sport. You sleep for it, eat for it, 
drink nutritional supplements for it, 
lift weights for it, diet for it, go to 
special psychologists for it, monitor 
your blood with doctors for it, take all 
kinds of vitamins for it, leave aside a 
normal life for it... .” 

Levin explores the psychology of 
sport from every angle — from that 
of the coach to that of the swimmers, 
both the talented and the not-so-gift- 
ed. Her vivid and original prose 
brings to life the endless workouts, 
sore shoulders, loneliness, and stress 
of life in the aquamarine lanes. But 
she also describes the payoff. “Then 
— for a moment, a glimmer — the 
second workout of the day, on the 
third Friday, I do it, and I feel it: 
power of the sweep and pull, undula- 
tion, power of the kicking thrust, un- 
dulation, the breath, the prayer, the 
dolphin animal surfing waves, thrust 
on by the force of its motion so that it 
does not stop — and for that mo- 
ment, that glimmer, I have it back 
again, and I know it.” 

Athletes will have a blast with this 
book. Levin knows her subject: “Im- 
proving athletic skill is a nice ego- 
boaster. But it does not necessarily 
mean the rest of your life will im- 
prove. Although you may walk out of 
practice thinking that, at the time.” 

Levin also explores the delicate job 
of the coach, who is part guru, part 
devil. We get to see just what goes 
into pushing an athlete to her best. 
Brenna Allen weaves together skill, 
wisdom, and luck to produce a win- 
ning team. But Levin also shows the 
underside of coaching, the blind 
faith and terror that some coaches 
expect to instill in their brood. 
Babe’s previous coach, the best in 
the country and terrifyingly manipu- 
lative, presents an interesting coun- 
terpart to Allen, the compassionate 
leader. Levin is not afraid to examine 
the contradictions and complications 
of the entire scene. 

Sexuality plays a large role in the 
book, but to limit the readership of 
The Sea of Light by defining it as a 
lesbian novel is to do many readers a 
huge disservice. As Babe tells us, 
“Physical people may inevitably do a 
wide variety of physical things. It’s 
how they express themselves — in 
winning, in losing, in love.” Trying to 
find happiness and comfort, every- 
hody does a little sleeping around. 

At the end of The Sea of Light 
Levin continues to amaze: loose ends 
are tied in quite unexpected ways, 
and it’s almost as if the end is once 
again a beginning. To say more 
would be to give away too many 
surprises.

LOST LHASA: HEINRICK HARRER’S 
TIBET, text and photographs by Hein- 
rick Harrer, introduction by Galen Row- 
ell. Abrams, 223 pages, $39.95. 


n April 29, 1944, Austri- 
an mountaineer Heinrich 
Harrer and his climbing 
partner Peter Aufschnai- 
ter broke out of a British 
prisoner-of-war camp at the base of the 
Himalayas. They hiked up the foothills 
into Tibet, and for the next two years wan- 
dered with nomads, living on rancid yak- 
butter tea and warding off sub-zero winds 
with yak-dung fires. Eventually they 
reached the capital, Lhasa, a city at that 
time hardly known to Westerners, and 
there made themselves useful, designing 
dikes and sewer systems, instructing the 
locals in Western games, and, in Harrer’s 
case, teaching geography to the Dalai 
Lama. They stayed until 1950, when Mao 
Tse-tung’s army overran the country and 
chased the Dalai Lama into exile. 

In 1953, Harrer told the story of his es- 
cape and his years in Tibet in a multi-mil- 
lion-selling memoir, Seven Years in Tibet 
(still in print on J.P. Tarcher). But he ne- 
glected to mention he had made and 
stashed away more than 3000 photo- 
graphs of the mountain kingdom. Finally, 
40 years later, Harrer has rounded up 200 
of those pictures and bound them into a 
haunting record of a culture on the edge 
of conquest and mutilation. Like an avun- 
cular anthropologist’s private photo al- 
bum, Lost Lhasa documents the breadth of 
Tibetan life and culture, from major festi- 
vals to minor tics (like sticking one’s 
tongue out to honor high-ranking visi- 
tors). Even if the reminiscences and expla- 
nations that accompany the rates are

more nostalgic and less informative than 
they should be, the images astonish. Like 
the sketches of Native Americans brought 
back to Spain and Portugal by 16th-centu- 
ry explorers, they conjure up an alien 
world in its last moments of freedom. 

And what a world. To peer into Harrer’s 
photographs is to gaze through the tele- 
scope of time back to medieval Europe, or 
to Peru at the height of the Inca empire. 
Even as American bombers were raining 
high-tech munitions on Dresden, Harrer 
was watching Tibetans — carless, plane- 
less — dance through the dirt courtyards 
of a tall stone palace wearing aprons of hu- 
man bones. In the years after the war, he 
photographed the Monk-police — men of 
exceptional size who intimidated crowds 
not by lugging pistols, but- by padding their 
robes and wearing platform shoes. 

While Germans were digging out of the 
rubble of Berlin, Harrer was watching Ti- 
betan peasants prostrate themselves to- 
ward the Dalai Lama’s palace. Moving just 
one body-width at a time, they would 
make their way along the five-mile road 
ringing the Dalai Lama’s palace at the cen- 
ter of Lhasa, always keeping their faces to- 
ward the abode of His Holiness. 

In most of Harrer’s photographs, it’s 
hard to imagine that the pastoral, animist 
culture they depict could have existed on 
the same planet at the same time as Hitler’s 
Germany. But a few pictures hint at the 
wave of modernity that was about to wash 
over the country. Amid images of archery 
tournaments and a species of jousting, 
there are photos of monks in ancient robes 
balancing on figure skates, and of the Dalai 
Lama’s chief chamberlain playing ping- 
pong. During an ancient investiture cere- 
mony, a young Tibetan nobleman wears 
elaborately embroidered cloth and a huge 
fur hat, and perches on the bridge of his 
nose a pair of the latest European sun- 
glasses. Like bowler hats on otherwise pelt- 
and-feather-clad Native Americans in 
19th-century portraits, these small details 
ominously forecast their subjects’ fates. 

Ape from the exoticness of the people 
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they depict, Harrer’s photographs intrigue 
with their intimacy. Unlike American ex- 
plorer-photographers a hundred years 
ago, Harrer did not roam from place to 
place, standing the locals up against a wall 
and telling them to hold still. Instead, he 
writes, “I tried to behave like a Tibetan.” 
He began taking pictures in Lhasa on be- 
half of the Dalai Lama (who was, by tradi- 
tion, cooped up in the palace, wanting to 
know what the rest of his countrymen 
looked like and did). 

When word got out that he was working 
for their god-king, the citizens of Lhasa let 
him photograph at will. The operative 
word here is let: with few exceptions, the 
people in these pictures seem hardly aware 
of the camera. They never mug. Harrer’s 
images are often less-than-precisely fo- 
cused or framed, but then they never suf- 
fer from the museum-quality stiffness that 
infects so many Western photographs of 
indigenous peoples. 

Unfortunately, Harrer is as relaxed at

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the writing table as he once was behind the 
camera. Reading his commentaries on the 
photographs too often feels like sitting in 
your neighbor’s living room and listening 
to him describe slides of his vacation. Har- 
rer’s explanations of what’s going on in his 
photographs, especially his pictures of reli- 
gious ceremonies, are compellingly per- 
sonal, but spotty. 

Famed alpinist and photographer Galen 
Rowell offers an encomiastic introduction, 
but the book really needs two additional 
essays: one, an overview of Buddhism in | 
Tibetan culture, and another, a detailed 
account of the crushing of Tibetan culture 
by the Chinese. Without the first, the pho- 
tographs are often hard to interpret. With- 
out the second, their rarity and relevance 
are sometimes hard to remember. 

Even so, the nostalgia that threatens to 
turn Lost Lhasa into a coffee-table version 
of Seven Years in Tibet is also what gives 
Harrer’s photographs much of their pow- 
er. Harrer wasn’t one of those explorer/ 
marketeers who lives in a place only until 
he’s collected enough stories for resale at 
home. By the time he started keeping what 
he called his “visual diary” he had thor- 
oughly immersed himself in the life of 
Lhasa. To look at his photographs is to 
feel his ease with his subjects and to be 
filled with longing. Even as they open a 
window on traditional Tibet, Harrer’s 
photographs remind us that under the 
Chinese, the culture they depict has been 
obliterated. Q

Meet Faith and Connie Spaulding, 
the unforgettable siblings in Monica 
Wood’s Secret Language. Daughters 
of self-absorbed, quasi-famous actors 
Billy and Delle, the two sisters spend 
much of their childhood being 
dragged from town to town, school to 
school — anywhere their parents have 
a gig. But Billy and Delle can hardly 
care for themselves, let alone their 
brood. In one heartbreaking scene, 
Connie, the younger sister, begs her 
father to take her to dinner with him. 
He quiets her with a brusque, “Stop 
whining. It makes your face look 
ugly.” And so, at an early age, Faith 
and Connie learn to rely solely on 
each other, needing only few words 
and small gestures to communicate. 

Within a few years, Billy and Delle 
are dead, and the teenage girls live 
together in their parents’ trailer. They 
take a stab at normalcy — or at least 
their vision of it.

ing to lose herself amid all the chaos. 
| Connie becomes a flight attendant, 
leaving a trail of lovers in her jet 
wash. As their lives progress, the sis- 
ters drift apart until their relationship 
becomes awkward and strained. En- 
ter Isadora James, Billy’s overly en- 
thusiastic, illegitimate daughter, 
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Akhmatova’s friend Anatoly Naiman, 
and a memoir by Isaiah Berlin, helps 
bring the context closer: Akhmato- 
va’s loves, the solidarity and sniping 
among writers and artists, state ter- 
ror and the prison camps, the dead- 
seriousness with which words were 
taken and the life they gave. 
Included in this edition are about 
80 poems and fragments whose pub- 
lication in Russian was made possible 
for the first time only two years ago 
by the easing of censorship. Among 
the newly released work is a quatrain 
that reflects both the horror Akhma- 
tova faced and why she might have 
been considered a threat to the state: 


In the face of your agonizing 
death, 

They swore by the hammer and 
sickle: 

“We pay in gold for betrayal, 

For songs we pay in lead.” 


Also new in this edition are the 
lines believed to be her last, written 
in February 1966, about a month 
before her death: 


Necessity herself has finally sub- 
mitted, 
And has stepped pensively aside. 


However good translations are, 
the rhythms and reverberations of 
the Russian are inevitably lost, Hem- 
schemeyer writes about that difficul- 
ty in her preface, describes the nec- 
essarily paler rhyme schemes she of- 








fers in place of the irretrievable, and 
advises us to have a Russian friend 
read the original to us. 

Some of us who are devoid of 
Russian found that friend in 
Moscow actress Alla Demidova at a 
Sanders Theatre reading in January. 
Demidova read works by Akhmatova 
and Marina Tsvetayeva in Russian, 
while Claire Bloom read the English; 
the Akhmatova translations were 
Hemschemeyer’s. 

Hearing the Russian reinforced an 
observation by the Russian-born He- 
brew poet Chaim Nachman Bialik 
(1873-1934) — wrenched from its 
context and often quoted — that 
reading something in translation is 
like kissing through a kerchief. But 
whatever the limits, we are lucky to 
have these almost-embraces that open 
Akhmatova’s world to us as invitingly 
as Hemschemeyer’s volume does. 

The publisher, Zephyr Press, locat- 
ed in Somerville, is also the American 
office for Glas, a magazine of new 
Russian writing in translation that, 
according to Ed Hogan, editorial co- 
director of the house, is modeled on 
the theme-oriented British journal 
Granta. Of the three issues out so 
far, one is subtitled “Soviet Gro- 
tesque” and another “The Women’s 
View.” It’s available in bookstores 
and by subscription. For information 
call Zephyr at 628-9726.
